й 9th. REMARKS. | 

The expenditures of the state, during the last year, аз will be 
seen by the foregoing (subdivision 2,) are unusually large. Very 
considerable appropriations, designed to suffice for two усатз, have 
in some instances been entirely drawn. The Insane Asylum and 
Penitentiary have together received over one hundred : and twenty- 
five thousand dollars. The expenses incurred by the Јаве General 
Assembly exceeded thirty thousand dollars,— upon the heels of 
which came the Constitutional Convention, costing nearly another 
thirty thousand. Other large items will be «већ in the list of ex- 
penditures s. The state dobti for which bonds were held in s bank 
of Phil ladelphia, amounting, in principal and interest, to 851,500, 
has been canceled, by effecting à loan of the “Fiye per Cent” funds, 
—and may be reckoned among the other expenditures of the state. 
These causes, and the slowness with which state revenue is соПесі- 
ed, and paid in, have produced a lar ge amount of outstanding war- 
rants (8155,003,56,) which, being generally endorsed by the state 
treasurer are drawing eight per cent. interest. f 

Generally коио, „ће appropriations and expenditures which 
have been made, were all very much needed, and are the legitimate 
results of healthy growth and prosperity . Probably no state in 
the Union, with the comparative resources. has bestowed more 
sparingly прси her institutions and officers, and generally exhibited 
во great economy as ours. The rule which should govern an indi- 
vidual in the management of his iinances, when proportionately 
extended, holds with communities and states,—1municipal govern- 
ment may be of such niggardly character as to impoverish where 
it designed to enrich ;—but on the other hand it is more apt to be 
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во lavish as to bring about financial embarrassments which will in- 
terfere with and derange the whole machinery of government. 
It is the peculiar province of this department to guard the state 


treasury ;—in the discharge of which duty, economy subject to the " 


law is the governing principle. But where liberal appropriations 
are made by а legislature, large balances can not be expected to be 


shown by the auditor and treasurer—unless they be upon the debit ' 


side. Тһе necessity of having warrants standing out unredeemed, 
produces several bad effects, such as "affecting the credit of the 
state" and subjecting the beneficiaries of appropriations, to the ne- 
cessity of negotiating warrants at a considerable discount. ‘These 
evils should be avoided. In view of this, the census board in fixing 
the rate of State tax upon the last assessment raised the rate from 
one and one fourth, to two mills upon a dollar of the valuation.— 
This rate as seen by statement A, commands a State tax for 1857 
of over four hundred thousand dollars, so that it is hoped in the 
next two years, the State Treasury will right itself in all its obli- 
gations—excepting, perhaps, the funded debt. 

One of the greatest diseouragements with which this office has to 
contend is the slowness of County Treasurers in collecting and 
paying in the revenues due the State. I would not charge these 
difficulties entirely to that officer, for in many or most instances 
the Treasurers have used their best exertions in this behalf. On 
the other hand, some of the counties have been culpably negligent 
in making thei semi-annual payments, on the 15th of January 'amd 
September as required by law—the treasurers frequently holding in 
their hands large amounts—used, if used at all, in violation of law 
and duty, and thereby causing injury to the State in the loss of in- 
terest and credits, and to the holders of warrants in the sacrifices 
which they have to make in getting them cashed. 

While this is true of but few, I trust, the main difficulty to 
prompt payment lies with the Zae-payer. Itis a matter of uni- 
versal remark, that where money commands higher usury, than the 
interest which is affixed to delinquent taxes, tax payers will not 


27 pay till the Zast moment, and sometimes escape all together. The 


‚ interest, too, which is chargeable upon delinquent taxes, is seldom 
eollected—or if collected is not always and all of it reported to 
this office. To remedy this, is the duty of the Legislature. Let the 
yate of interest be increased, or let a set of discounts be fixed for 
early payments: require the collector to keep an accurate account

Tn some of the States, the taxes of non-residents is made paya- 
ble at the Capital. Undoubtedly under the present arrangement, 
a good share of the delinquent taxes will be found in this class of 
tax payers, and whether а change to the rule above cited would 
Cause то punetuality in the payment of these taxes 18 worthy 
of some consideration and debate. Non-resident property holders 
are frequently writing to the State Treasurer and Auditor to at- 

‚ tend to their taxes on the supposition that they can pay them at the 
«oat of government, and that the State Officers can attend to the 
business: officially. From the consideration given the subject, I 
have concluded that such a - might wisely be incorporated 
our revenue laws. In such ease, a duplicate of the &ounty tax list 
should bo farnisued by the County Olerk to th» State offizer 
charged with this duty. The minutis of this proceeding 1 am un- 
able to give, аз no reference can be had to the statute laws of other 
states on account ot the confused state of the State Library at this 
time, caused by the recent removal. 

What has been said of delinquent interest might further bo rə- 
marked of Peddler s Licences and receipts on sales of the Cots of 
lowa and Laws. Neither of these have! been reported so fully as 
they should have been | | 

Under section 491 of the Code, additional assessments are fre- ` 
quently made after the Abstract of Assessment is return^d hy the 

· Clerk. of the District Court to this офее. These are seldom re- 
ported, unless specially sought for by the Anditer and when unn- 
known, create confusion and disagreement between the books of 
the Anditor and County Treasurer. АП lawful additions to, or 
deductions from the State revenue as first obtained by the Clerks 
Abstract of Assessment should be promply reported by the Treas- 
urer, with the County Judge's certificate attached. 

The Revenue Laws of this State are certainly confused, and in 

many respects very defective. Being one of the most important 
and intricate departments of statute law, legislation upon this sub- 
duae Magni OF айыы o cursu E Woenth a. кр ane L7; вай. 
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with each other, and if possible made with so-few defects, that fu- 
ture amendments would not be requisite. When laws are passed 
. without examination of existing laws upon the same subject, the 
confliction which arises is most difficult to reconcile, and produces 
misunderstanding and trouble between different executive officers. 


'. And even though there be no confliction, when the law is so frag- 


mentary and scattered, it is difficult to secure that unity and system 
which is so desirable in the finance laws of a State. To cite an 
instance: section 65 of the Code requires that “no money shall be^ 
paid from the Treasury but upon the warrant of the Auditor.” 
This is the province of a Treasurer, to receipt for all moneys coming 
into his hands, and to pay out only upon orders. He should not 
be left to his own uncontrolled discretion in the receiving and dis- 
bursing of public funds. Now, by Chapt. 47, Acts of Special Ses- 
sion, 1856, Chapt. 187 and 201, Acts of 1856-7, this salutary rule 
is broken. Chapt. 187, too, conflicts with section 1080 of the Code, 
inasmuch as interest collected by County School Fund Commission- 
ers has not heretofore been paid into the hands of the Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction for his apportionment, but is only controll- 
ed by the Superintendent’s warrants drawn upon one county in fa- 
vor of another. 

In this State the County Treasurer and County Recorder is the. 
same officer, while in many other States they are separate and dis- 
tinct. Heretofore this arrangement may have been judicious, but 
the increased amount of business in all the well settled counties, 
seems at this timeto require a division, making two separate offices. 
This is the more apparent when it is seen that the office of School 
Fund Commissioner is abolished by the new Constitution, and the 
Treasurer assumes a good share of the duties of that office. | 

In all the older counties with which I am acquainted, the re- 
cording in this office is performed by one or more clerks, the fees 

` for which are generally sufticient to make up the Treasurer’s salary. 
I would therefore recommend that the duties of the office be di- 
vided, and anew county officer created. 

By Ше revenue law of last winter, the time at which taxes be- 
ccme delinquent was.changed from 1st January to 1st February. 
County Treasurers make one of their semi-annual payments on | 
15th January, and if the above provision remains, but (2406 reyenue 
need be expected to be paid in at this payment,—coming too at the 
very time it is needed for the expenses of ‘the General Assembly.

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The above change of time seems unnecessary and unwise, and I 
would recommend that the former law as to time be re-instated. 

When interest is paid on warrants presented, the amount of in- 
terest allowed is required to be indorsed on the warrant by the 
County or State Treasurer. І would suggest that the payee receipt 
for the interest on the back of the warrant, with defe of redemp- 
tion, after which time the interest should, of course, cease. More 
certainty and precision would thus be secured. 

Article 9, Part 2, Sec. 6 of the New Constitution, provides that 
“the financial Agents of the. School funds shall be the same, that 
by law receive aud control the State and county revenue for oiher 
civil purposes; ‚ under such regulations as may be provided by law.” 

This provision will produce an entire change in the manage- 
ment and control of the school funds. So far as this oftice is con- 
cerned it will require a separate set of accounts with the State 
Treasurer, and all the County Treasurers. I would recommend 
that laws upon this subject be so framed, that these funds be kept 

perfectly distinct from other State funds, and that the accounts be 
kept in a separate set of books, so that no confusion may be per- 
miited between this business and the ordinary business of these sev- 
eral offices. Hitherto no account has been kept by any State offi- 
cer with the School Fund Commissioners, who have been per mit- 
ted the utmost license in the management of these funds in their 
respective counties. Whatever disposition be made of these funds, 
whether they remain in the counties to be put out upon loans, or 
are paid in to the State Treasurer—proper arrangments should be 
made to close up and settle the business of the office of School 
Fund Commissioner, causing all funds and papers in his hands to 
pass over to the proper successor: and that the receiver of these 
funds and vouchers be required to receipt fully to the Auditor of 
State, in order that the proper entries can be made upon the 
“School Fund books” of this office. ` Current accounts should be 
kept, and stated reports made to the Auditor, in order that he may 
have complete supervision of this large and important set of 
1191665. 

The annual apportionment of interest to the Common Schools of 
the several counties will, within our understanding of the Consti- 
ution, fall to this office: The data requsite to this are “Interest 
‘eports ” which should be made by the officer who negotiates and 
sollects loans, to the Auditor: And Reports of the number of 
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children in the different counties between the age of 5 and 21 years, 
which reports would very properly be made to the Secretary of the 
· board of Education, to be by him duly certified to this office in 
time for such apportionment. ` В 
- By Section 106, of the Code, the County Judge is made the 
Auditor, and accountant of the County Treasurer in the particulars 
there specified. This is well, as far as it goes. In addition to this 
he should make semi-annual, or at least annual settlements with 
the Treasurer—such settlements to be reported in fult by him to 
the Auditor. At the close of the Treasurer’s term of office, he 
should make a final settlement with that officer, which settlement 
should further be certified up to this office. The finances of the 
State have heretofore been handled “too loosely," and itis full 
time that proper checks and restrictions be created. The Auditor 
by law is made the general accounting officer of the State, and he 
should take cognizance of all ишп. ла] transactions wherever and 
for whatever purpose, so far as pertains to the State. Ilo should 
have open accounts with all the funds, so that all the information on 
this subject can be obtained in one odios 
The foregoing are the amendments which should be made in ће” 
Revenue Laws ‘of this Stat te, as they now occur to my mind, and 
are respectiully suggested to the General Assembly, not as being 
directory, but advisory in their character. Nothing is sought for 
this office excepting what о appertains to it. Its increased 
jurisdiction and importance would Cony bring increased labors and. 
responsibilities. 
t is believed that the extra duties in the Secretary’s and this 
ofice cannot be performed by а singe Соор and we feel confident 
the General Assembly will not refuse such assistance as is actually ; 
needed in these departments, and will make the appropriation for 
this purpose, designated in “Estimated Expenditures for the two 
following years.” If, as in other States, the banking business 18 
entrusted to this department, a very considerable increase of labor 
will be consequent thereon, and will emphasize the necessity above 
alluded to.

The caution now needed, 15 —ѓоо much should not be un- 
dertaken. Аз the resources of ihe State are constantly being de- . 
veloped, a wider and deeper basis is being laid upon which to carry 
forward our favored projects and establish our cherished insti- 
tutions.

Having been appointed agent for the State, under and by virtue 
C of the act of the General, Assembly, approved January 28, 1857, 
entitled “An act concerning School Moneys,” and by you directed 
“to investigate the character and availability of all pretended loans 
of school moncy made by the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, and the value and kind of security given for such loans; 
| to obtain further and additional security, thereon, when and where 
| necessary, to institute suits for the recovery of the money, as hav- 
ing been obtained without authority of daw, when such security is 
| declined, and to do such further acts as may be deemed necessary 
| tosecure the safety of the common school fund,” I have the honor to 
| submit the following report of my labors and investigations i in the 
| discharge of the dues imposed upon me. 
I found in possession of the Auditor of State, fifty-four notes, 
| which were received from James D. Eads, late Superintendent of 
| Public Instruction, as notestaken for loans of the jive per cent school 
| fund, amounting, inthe aggregate, to $155,199,99. Thirty-eight 
| of these notes were accompanied by mortgages, as security thereon.

The foregoing estimate is based upon the notes and securities in 
my hands, and not проп the amount of money which Mr. Eads 
received and disbursed. The sums he received may be easily 
ascertained, but it would be a difficult, if not an impossible task 
to ascertain the amount he disbursed. His reports do not agree 
with each other; his vouchers do not agree with his report, and in 
several cases, the books and statements of oflicers receiving money 
from him contradict both his vouchers and reports. It will be 
observed that in his published reports, he mentions two notes on Т. 
J. Carinon, held by him, one for $1,205 00, the other for $5,000 00, 
and опе en Cannon & Origo for $1,000 00. І received from the 
Auditor, one note on T. J. Cannon for $6,318 87, and a noteon 
Т. J. Cannon, endorsed by С. G. Crigo, for $1,000 90. 

In discharge of the duty imposed by the act of the legislature, 
I made an examinatioh of the books, papers and vouchers in the 
office of Superintendent of Public Instruction. I found that no 
books of account had been kept by Mr. Eads. There were various 
memoranda of sums of money distributed to different counties, and 
of loans made to different individuals. Some of these loans, of 
large amounts, were not in his published report, and it is not prob- 
able that the parties'named ever received the money. There were 
numerous receipts and vouchers for money distributed to the diff 
erent counties, which I examined and made memoranda of; of 
their anthenticity I had no means of knowing. I addressed circu 
lars to the School Fund Commissioners of the different counties to 
which the five per cent. fund һай been distributed, asking state 
ments of the amounts received by their counties. With three 
exceptions, I received such statements. 

The following exhibits the amounts distributed to the counties, 
as shown by the vouchers in the office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction—by the statements of the School Fund Com- 
missioners, and by the two reports of Mr. Eads:

| Teport of the School Fund Commissioners. Itis presumed that 
| each of these counties received $500 00. The vouchers from Ben- 
ton and Lucas seem to be satisfactory. Ав vouchers from Polk, I 
| found three receipts that were identical, except on the face of one 
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is endorsed redeemed. Т concluded that the three were duplicates. 
The amounts charged to these three counties in the foregoing ex- 
hibit may vary {ош the true. amount distributed, $1,000 00, one 
way or the other. 

It will be observed that the counties of Iowa, J ones, Linn, Mar- 
` Bhall and Wappello have received, according to the statement of 
the Sehool Fund Commissioners of those three counties, $2,700 00 
less than Mr. Eads’ second report shows they e) and Шә 
county of Davis $5,000 more. These vouzhers,it will be observed, 
correspond neither with the reports of Mr. Eads nor with the 
statements of the School Fund Commissioners. 

These vouchers purport to be signed by the School Fund Com- 
missioners. They are contr adicted end denied by the books and 
statements of those officers. 

Mr. Eads received $281,042 44 of the 105 per cent. fund, as 
shown by the accounts in the office of the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, and under authority of Iaw, loaned the State $40,000. 
With the knowledge of these facts and from the preceding pages, the 
result of my investigation, I present the following as the true 
statement of the accounts of the late Superintendent of Public 
Instruetion. In this account I give him no credit for the notes in 
my hands of the second class, viz., those taken by him in his private 
transactions, or for his own note; holding that a publie officer has 
no right to use the publie moneys and account for them in that 
way. Such conduct cannot be too strongly condemned. These 
notes may be held as collateral security for the deficit in Mr. Eads! 
aecount, but in no other way, and the amounts received on them

It may not be deemed improper for me to call attention to some 
facts in relation to the oficial bonds of the late Superintendent of 
Public Instruction. 

Б appears that June 10th, 1854, he filed a bond in the sum of 
$25,000 00 with securities understood to be amply responsible. 
May 14, 1855, he files another bond in the same amount upon 
which is the following endorsement; “This bond was filed by Dr. 
Eads in lieu of his former bond, арргот ed the 7th, and filed the 
10th of June, 1854." 

“Скокак МоСьельх, Secretary of State.” 

The first bond is notto be found inthe office of the Secretary of 
State; in fact it was given up to one of the securities by whom it 
is probably yet held, if not destroyed. No record was made of it. 

Code, $ 338, requires bonds of State officers to be filed and kept 
in the office of Secretary of State. Under the provision of chapter 
No. 34, of the code, securities of officers who are apprehensive of 
suffering by remaining surety, may have relief by applying to the 
praper officer, who, upon а propor showing, will require the officer 
to give new bond, which being done, the secur ity shall be declared 
discharged from liability on the bond for future acts.” 

` See code, § 424. Iam unable to surmise where the Secretary of 
State found authority to give up to parties interested this bond, 
which the law expressly says shall be “kept” in his office, and to | 
accept in Меш thereof another obligation. The Governor being 
the officer who has the approving of the bonds of the Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, could in a proper case, and upon a new ` 
bond being filed, discharge the securities from liabilities for future 
acts. In this case, the Secretary of State gives ap the old bond, and 
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accepts another “in leu” of it, intending doubtless to discharge 
| securities both as te past and future acts. 
| 1 was surprised to find that official bonds in custody of the Sec- 
| retary of State, were not recorded. A legislative act upon this 
E subject, might prevent further trouble, and loss to the State.

AND DUMB, SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING Report TO THE GENERAL 
AssEMBLY oF THE STATE OF Jowa. 


Not many important changes have occurred to the Institntion 
since its Report made to the last Legislature. The number in at- 
tendance has been necessarily limited by the want of accommoda- 
tions. The buildings now occupied are capable of containing 
with safety and comfort to theinmates not more than twenty-five 
or thirty pupils; these with teachers and others employed making 
a family which ean barely be rendered comfortable as at present 
situated, 

But а reference to the accompanying catalogue will show that 
our number has been much above the capacity of our buildings 
and therefore we have submitted to an over crowded house rath- 
er than reject the mute appeals of those who havesought admis- 
sion to the privileges of-the Institution. Twice since the date of 
our last Report we have been visited by contagious diseases, the 
Measles and the Scarlet Fever. By the former of which we lost 
one of our most interesting pupils, Miss Nancy Janz Evans, who, 
‘inher sickness and death by her patience and resignation, and 
her calm prospect of the inevitable hour, convinced all who saw 
herthat her education, limited as it was,had not failed to carry to 
her mind a knowledge of those great truths which alone can ren- 
der life profitable or death less terrible. 

Our experience has satisfied us that we are totally unprepared 
for any contagious disease, wanting as we do, separate rooms for 
the sick, and therefore exposing all to the ravages of the destroy- 
er. Yet we have endeavored notwithstanding these disadvanta- 
ges to contend with disease and thus far our success, under ee 
dence, has been encouraging. 


The progress of the pupils has been highlygratifying, and their 


е” 
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general interests in their studies and attachment for their teachers 
- have been favorablefindications. 

It is nowa positive certainty, beyond even the shadow ofa 
doubt, that the Deaf cau be taught, and that the extent of their 
attainments is merely a question oftime. It has been our chief 
‘aim thus far, to give our pupils a eorr ect Knowledge of the Eng | 
lish Language—a Language whose acquisition is known to be ex. 
ceedingly difficult. То this fact every foreigner who has visited 
_our shores can béar testimony. 
Our native tongue is believed to be unphilosophical in more 
respects than one. We are aware of itsimportance and growing 
influence. Its inherent beauties and power are acknowledged.— 
` We grant that it Баз’ о Нед in splendor countless thoughts of ge- 
nius, and contains within its wide embrace, some of the proudest 
triumphs oflesrning. But it has defects and they are felt no 
where more than by the Instructorof the Deaf. It would be far 
“more easy to teach the ancient Greek or Latin, or the modern 
‚ French and German,than our Vernacular. 

The English Language seems a departure from nature and cus- 
tom, and at almost every step the student méets with inconsisten- 
cies in individual words and sentences. 

But patient labor here as elsewhere must conquer; "T thongh 
. we do eonfess that there are but few mutes who can compose ele- 
. gantly, yet may we not ask how many, who are in possession of 
all their faculties can prove themselves Masters ofthe English 
Language? 

To acquire а Knowledge of Geography, Arithmetic, History 
and Astronomy, is comparatively an easy task to mutes of ordina- 
ry capacity, for these branches may be taught without an exten- 
sive acquaintance with written language. 

In our Institution as in other similar Institutions, and indeed 
in every field of Education there are several grades of intellect, 
from those only one remove above idiocy to such ав can master 
all the difficulties in their course. Hence when any school is 
judged by those who are intellectually inferior, or by those who . 
may have been under instruction but a few months, there is evi- 
dently a false standard employed. 

Our Institution is open to the public, and we do not fear fair 
and intelligent examination. 

The system of education which we use, contemplates man in 
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his triune character, and addresses itself to the Physical, Mental 
and Moral qualities of those who are taught. А, 


We endeavor to make Physiology a practical Science. 

We endeavor to fill the mind with useful Knowledge and teach 
it to think. 

We endeavor to unfold the sublime truths of the Bible in such 
a manner as to cultivate. the conscience, refine the feelings, and 
point the unfortunate for Salvation to Him, who, when on earth 
pronounced the divine “Ephphatha,” and the deaf ears were open- 
ed, and the.sealed, lips no longer silent. We know not how we 
· should tame the wild natures, and subdue the strong passions of 

some who come to us, if we were not permitted to avail ourselves 
of those aids which Religion affords. 

We have not yet introduced а Trade into our Institution.— 
Partly because our appropriation has proved insufficient, partly 
because we have not had room, and partly because weare of the 
opinion that mutes should genrally devote themselves to Farming, 

a pursuit peculiarly adapted to them,one in which they are ex- 
empt from the vices апа dangers of cities, and in which health is · 
often.found and not often sacrificed. 

We shall congratulate onrselves if we can be, though in a small 
degree, instrumental in checking the growing disposition of our 
people to erowd into towns апа cities, the centrés of wealth, and 
at the same time the centres of corrupt sentiment and crime. . 

The last census fixes the number of mutes in the State of Iowa, 
at three hundred and seventy-one. This statement is probably 
correct: as it almost corresponds with the general proportion of 
this class to the entiré population, both in the United States and 
in Europe. Ofthis number many are not of suitable age and са- 
pacity to attend school. Let us suppose that one-fourth are qual- . 
ified of the three hundred and seventy-one, we have about ninety 
who could be brought to an Institution, or on the supposition that 
only one-fifth are qualified, then we have about seventy to apply 
for admission, and this number will of course increase with the 
population of the State, and in the same ratio. | 

It is unnecessary for us to say that the wants of the Mutes of Iowa 
are not met by the provisions at present made for their education; 
inasmuch as it isclear that only a fraction of the whole number 
can be received into the existing Institution. 

We cannot feel, however, that we have discharged our whole 
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. duty toward this unfortunate class of our fellow-citizens, without 
presenting their claims for а permanent building; submitting it 
· to the consideration of the Legislature, whether immediate ac- 
tion should be taken upon this subject, or whether it is policy to 


+ defer the erection of an Institution to a day when the pressure of 


financial embarassments shall have passed from us. 
It is beginning to be pretty generally conceded, that the “State 
should educate the children of the State;” and our common 


. ‘schools have already proved a publie benefit, and are doubtless 


destined by reforms at present at work, to increase in usefulness. 
We rejoice at this gratifying fact, and only ask that misfortune 
. may exclude none—neither the Deaf nor Blind—from that eleva- 
ting knowledge to which the State would invite her other more 
fortunate children. 

Circumstances, оё course, will have to determine the manner 
and time of relief to those who are now debarred from the inesti- 
mable privileges of an education. But we shall indulge the hope 
that at no distant day a good education will be offered by our 
State, to every child бар of being instructed; not even ex- 
"сер пе those miserable beings to whom nature has given but a 
single spark of intellect, and for whom Institutions, known as 
- 6 [nstitutions for Idiots,” have been opened with the most grati- 
fying success in several of the older States. The spirit of the 
age opposes exclusiveness and regards with favor any project that 
promises the amelioration of humanity. 

GENTLEMEN :—In the conclusion of this Report,- permit us to 
recommend to your favorable attention the Institution over which 
we have been placed as Trustees. If success is any test of merit, 
we claim to have made no failure, and are assured that по small 
measure of good has already been aecomplished. Тһе buildings 
which we now occupy though infinitely inferior to such as are 
possessed by adjoining States, are better than any we can rent 
and hence should be used until we can procure one more favor- 

able. = 

` Owing to the impossibility of obtaining funds except by selling 
our State Warrants at a heavy discount, and owing also to the fact 
of our expenses being greater than had been anticipated, notwith- ` 
standing a studied economy; we feel compelled to ask an addi- 
tional appropriation of one thousand dollars, for the year 1858. 


The last Assembly made an appropriation of seven thousand. 
dollars for the year 1857, and a similar amount for the year 1858. 
Of the appropriation for › 57, there will not be sufficient to meet 
the annual expenses by.some eight hundred dollars. Therefore | 
we ask an additional appropriation of one thousand dollars for the 
year 1858. | 

There exists по provision for the support of the Institution for 
the year 1859. It is estimated that eight thousand dollars will be 
aufficient to cover the expenses of that year.- 

There ате now in successfnl operation some twenty Institutions 
for the Deaf and Dumb in the United States. They indicate the 
spirit of the nation and the age. We hope before another gen- 
eration shall have passed away, that this Institution shall take 
rank among the foremost in the land. We have the light of ex- 
perience for our guide, and can improve by the errors of other | 
States. We have faith in the generosity and wisdom of the pres- 
ent day; and confidence in a smiling Providence, and therefore 
without fear do we again commit the interests of the unfortunate 
mutes of Iowa to the intelligence and philanthropy of the first 
Legislature under the New Constitution.

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But, for the purpose ofsecuring, in this most noble enterprise, 
what camnot be looked for, but by the most persevering and con- 
stant self-sacrifice, that but few men сап be expected to make, 
our corresponding’ Secretary, should give his whole time tothe _ 
work, which will require an annual appropriation, of at least one 
thousand dollars, from the General Assembly. We beg leave, 
therefore, to call your attention to this fact, and hope you will 
feel it of sufficient importance, as well as consistent with. your 
opinion and views of State policy, to recommend to the Assembly 
in your Annual Message, an appropriation for this purpose. 

In our older States, filled with men of wealth and leisure, such 
an appropriation might be uncalled for, butin our own. State, 
where citizens are necessarily all absorbed in building homes,and 
‘securing fortunes, we cannot find a sufficient number of men, wil- 
ling to give their timeand money, that are requisite to success 
in this enterprise. Wehave men who love this work. and feel a 
deep interest in gathering up and preserving, whatever may serve 
to illustrate our history, but they cannot devote themselves to t. 
In our older States, however, the office is not filled for the honor 
of the position, but the requisite funds are usually contributed by 
members of the Society, or obtained from a permanent fund, se: 
cured by liberal donations from friends of historical research. 


In concluding this-report, the Board beg leave to call your 
attention, and that of our citizens, to a single paragraph in the 
annual report of the New York Historical Society. It expresses 
our own sentiments, and articulates our own feelings. 

« The advantages resulting from the study of history, and the 
collection of historieal records, cannot be too strongly urged on 
the attention of the members of this Society. Іп order that his- 
tory may be written, the most authentic materials must be pro- 
vided. · No generation comprises within its own knowledge 
and experience all that is necessary to secure the integrity of its 
annals..

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The American idea.of making the education of its citizens one 
of the first duties of governments it is well known has been carried 
out in all of the new States by donation to them by the general 
government of school and university lands. Тһе proceeds of these 
lands are made a permanent endowment to common schools and 
a university, the interest upon which is devoted to the maintenance 
of teachers and taculties in the same. | 

In the original organization of the medical department of the 
Iowa State University, this consideration was given its due weight 
with the avowed intention of carrying out to the full the idea, sof 
soon as the pecuniary condition of the institution should seem to: 
warrant the step. In view of this, some years since, а system of| 
scholarships, to be placed in the hands of certain State officers and 
by them conferred upon students seeking instruction in the State 
institution, was duly arranged and carried out. These scholarship: 
entitled the helder to instruction in the in:titution at a price cor 
siderably reduced from that of those who were not in receipt о 
them. In this manner the benefits of the institution have beel 

extended. to many who must otherwise have been forced to foreg 
them. 
But the time having arrived when it seemed possible to сап) 
out fully the original intentions, the Trustees have concluded! 
announce the entire abolition of fees except those for matriculatid

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ing to a demand of the public sentiment both within and without 
the profession, and that demand one in whose, justice they heartily 
concur.

UNIVERSITY RUILDINGS, APPARATUS, «с. 


The college buildings heretofore occupied having been found 
insufficient for the accommoda on of the classes, a new brick edifice 
is in process of erection, and it is intended to be ready for the open- 


ing of the ensuing session if possible. This building, sixty-five by ` 


ninety feet and threo stories high, will contain two spacious lecture" 
rooms, а commodious labratory, dissecting room, museum and 
hospital room sufficient for thirty to forty beds. 

Arrangements have also been made for the purchase of new ap- 
pliances for teaching in the various departments. The chemical 
labratory will be replenished with new apparatus -sufficient, with 
that already in possession, to make the facility for teaching this 
science all that can be desired. 

In practical anatomy the advantages are ample. The supply of 
material is abundant, and every-student is required to dissect one 
session. The personal supervision of the professor of anatomy, and 
the attendance of the Demonstrator, will afford every opportunity, 
for improvement. 

There is, in the college buildings, a museum, already valuable 
and yearly becoming more so. It includes numerous valuable and 
accurate botanieal plates, a great variety of casts and models, in- 
cluding many wax preparations, a splendid suit of Materia Medica, 
abundant dry and-wet anatomical preparations and morbid speci- 
mens, and many interesting illustrations of natural history, Geolo- 
gy, &e. | 

To inerease the number of surgical operations and induce patients 
from а distance to present themselves, all necessary arrangements 
have been made for their accommodation by the professor of surgery.

All surgical operations before the class are performed gratuitously, 


HOSPITAL AND DISPENSARY. 


The Univers ity Hospital was constructed by the city, in imme-

COURSE OF LECTURES—SESSION OF 1857.8.

SIR ormity with the regulations established by our 
Lu in relation to our State "University, it becomes nry 
duty ,as Dean of the Medical Department, to transmit throngh you 
to its honorable members, a report of the financial and scientific 
condition of. said deparenent. 

Since the last report to your honorable boly, much of interest 
has transpired in this department. It will be seen by reference to 
our eighth annual circular, which accompanies this report, that the 
number of students in attendance the last term shows a large in- 

crease over that of-any former session. 

Frour a class of fourteen (14), our numbers have increased to 
more than eighty (80) matrienlants, with a graduating class of 
twenty-two (22). The number of students in attendance the pres- 
ent session, which opened October 29th, is equal to that ot the last, 
while the classes of most of the medical'schools of the country 
have fallen off nearly one half. 

While in our infancy, the citizens of our young and flourishing 
city, assisted by the State, provided the necessary building and ap- 
pliances for the accommodation of our classes. These, only in- 
tended for temporary purposes, have become insufficient. The 
wants of the Institution demand other and better buildings, with 
additional appliances. Our classes, then small, have largely in- 
creased ; the museum, which scarcely deserved a name, has now 
become extensive and valuable. | x 

In view of these absolute necessities, the "Trustees and Faculty 
asked your honorable body, at its last session, for an appropriation, 
which,-it will be seen by reference to your journal of that date, 
was made by almost а unanimous vote. Unfortunately, this did 
not receive the signature of the Governor, and the Institution has 
therefore been deprived of any benefit from it. 

Thora haine no alternative, the Faculty, at the close of the last 
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sassion, determined to go on with the work. ‘Arrangements were 


- made for the completion of a commodious building, and the work 
e 
: commenced, but owing to the great financial revulsion, which 28 


familiar to every one, the Faculty were unable to complete it. 
Nearly four thousand dollars have already been expended upon 
the building. To leave it in its present condition, would be to sac- 


rifice the property donated to the department, as well as crush an 


institution which has struggled through many difficulties, and now 
occupies a proud position among the medical schools of our country. 
. d'he building which has been commenced is of brick, presenting 
à front ninety (90) by sixty-five (65) feet in depth, and three stories 
high, surmounted by a dome twenty feet in diameter. It will 
contain two spacious lecture rooms—the Anatomical Amphitheatre 
occupies the centre of the building, and will be lighted from the 


dome—a spacious "Museum room— Laboratory and Apparatus 


room—Faeulty and Library rooms—pubdlic and private Dissecting 
rooms. In addition to these, there will be a number of lodging 
rooms for surgical cases which may present themselves for opera- 
tion during the session. The basement, which is already comple- 


ted, is very conveniently arranged for the use of a family, whb- 


will have charge of the building and any patients brought there 
for operation. 

The architect, whose plans will be laid before your honorable 
body during the session, estimates the entire cost of the building 
"at $25,000; but owing » the depreciation iu the price of mater T 
as well as of labor, since its commencement, the Faculty think that 
the entire cost will not exceed 820,000. Іп addition to the amount 
required for the completion of the building, it is also necessary to 
make additionsto our appliances in the way of chemical apparatus, 
anatomical and pathological specimens. 

While we ask trom the State the appropriation of an amount 
only suthicient to meet the necessary expense for the future welfare 
ot the Institution, we feel that we are only askin g ап amount justly 
due the Medical Department of the State University. It is known 
to every member of your honorable body, that since the establish- 
ment of our State Univer sity in 1849, the Medical Department is 
the only integral part of the Uues iy which has been in success- 
ful operation, until the organization of the Literary Department at 
Тома City some two years since. While the Medical Department 
has been educating the young medical men of our State almost 
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gratuitously, not а dollar has been reeeived from the University 
fund for its support. - 

By reference to our circular, it will bo seen that a vital change 
has been made in our policy сш our last report to your honora- 
ble body, relating to the abolition of fees for medical instruction. 
The Medical Department of the Iowa University 7s now a free In- ` 
stitution to every citizen of the State. 

The genius of education in the United States presumes to be cfli- 
cient and general. To be general, it demands also to be free; to 
ђе -efficient, it is necessary that the educational instrumentalities 
shall be wel! furnished and every way competent. 

The American Medical Association, to which is conceded the 
privilege of deciding upon plans of medical education in the United 
States, has passed upon the free policy in terms of commendation. 
The State of. Michigan took the lead. She has her amply endowed 
University, and a well paid corps of medical teachers. ` Iowa is the 
second State to take the gigantic step. But while опг sister State 
has generously set apart a munificent fund from her own treasury. 
for its yearly support, we .аѕ a Faculty have embraced the scheme 
without asking compensation. | 

The State nine years ago adopted the Institution as its child. It 
has outgrown its infantile drapery. The required exigencies sup- . 
plied, its independence.and well proportioned айо! 13 attained. 

While years of arduous labor апа toil have been gratuitously 
spent in securing for the Departinent its deservedly high reputa- 
tion, the Faculty are still willing to labor without asking any other 
remuneration than that secur a by the necessary building and ap- 
pliances. Give us these, and we will carry out the American idea 
of making the education of her citizens free, which we believe is 
one of the first duties of every government.

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REPORT 


To the Honorable, the Legislature of the State of Iowa : 

In compliance with the requirements of the statute, the Warden 
of the Iowa Penitentiary would respectfully submit the following 
statements and tables, as showing the transactions of that institu- 
tion for the year commencing on the first of October, 1856, and 
ending on the 30th of September, 1857. 

Entering upon the duties of my office on the first day of May 
last, I can only speak from personal observation of transactions 
since that time—a period of five months of the year which I am 
called upon to report. 

The transaetions of the first seven months of the year being un- 
known to me, further thau the reeords left in my hands, by my 
predecessor, represent them. These are in many respects а 
fect, and therefore not reliable. | 

When I took possession of the prison, I found the yard, cell-room 
and kitchen, in a state of filth almost indescribable. Part of the 
yard, near the cell-room, had been used as a yard for the Warden’s 
cows, and filth of every description had accumulated throughout the 
whole premises. 

There was scarcely a sufficient quantity of provisions of any kind 
to last for a single day, and the whole institution showed a lack of 
attention that eould only be attributed to gross carelessness or wil- 
ful mismanagement. 

' Several of the prisoners were afilicted with symptoms of the 
scurvy, and for a long time it required the strictest attention to the 
diet to prevent that malady from spreading further. 

A thorough cleaning of the whole premises was commenced as 
Soon as possible, and I have endeavored to establish such regula- 
tions with regard to cleanliness and diet as would best promote the 
health of the prisoners under my charge. 
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. . The general health of the prisoners has beeu much better during 
the past summer than at any previous time, and I think our books 
will show a much greater proportion of the men at work. 
_ The number of prisoners has considerably increased during the 
year—the greater portion during the past three months.

I ат fap os to record that since my connection with the peniten- 

‚ tiary, there have been no escapes, notwithstanding the insecurity 

of the old plank fence which encloses the prison yard. This I can 

only attribute to the vigilance of ту officers, who have, with no 

more securities than have heretofore existed, and with nearly doub- 
le the number of prisoners, prevented all attempts to escape. 

A wall is in progress of erection aronnd the yard, which, when 
completed, will make this as secure as any institution of the. kind 
in the country, and the present wants of the “institution” demand 
its speedy completion. The number of prisoners is constantly fin- 
creasing, and unless appropriations are made во that it can be fin- 
ished early next season, there will most certainly bež dozgeneral 
stampede of the prisoners. 

One convict, who escaped in November, 1856, was recaptured in 
Tennessee, and brought back in June last by the Deputy Warden, 

. М.Р. Griffin. 

In 1856, during the term of my predecessor, there were five es- 
capes within three or four months, and only one of the tngitives, 
as is stated previously, has been retaken. 

Such fre quent escapes have an extremely bad effect on the re- 

~ maining prisoners, rendering them uneasy and refractory, and des- 
oye all the ends for which confinement in the prison is intended. 
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A Penitentiary like this should afford such absolute securities 
against escapes, that no prisoner once within its walls should indulge 
a hope or thought of deliverance, except through the same power 
that placed him there—-so secure that the inscription might appro- 
priately be placed over the entrance, _ | 

“Leave hope behind all ye who enter here.” 
Then can this prison be made a place of punishment as well as 
reformation. Shut out from society, and debarred from social in- 
tercourse with each other, the inmates within its walls will have 
time for reflection and repentance; then will the voice of kindness 
. fall with its sweetest accents upon their ears, and their hearts will 
yearn for a reunion with that society whose rights they have for- 
feited, and whose laws they have transgressed; and with the en- 
forcement of the strictest discipline, they may be made to feel the 
full weight of the punishment which the law has inflicted, while 
they will learn that strict compliance with the rules and regulations 
of the prison, will win for them esteem even within its walls, and 
‘that obedience to law is the only safe line of conduct in any situa- 

tion. | у; DS 

The discipline here is mild, and at the same tiree sufficiently 
strict to keep up proper order and good behavior among the con- 
' victa. " 

The law passed at the last session of the General Assembly, giv- 
ing a diminution of time of four days each month after three months 
of good behavior—has had a very good effect as far as my experi- 
ence extends. It operates as a powerful incentive to good conduct 
by offering а reward to all who obey the prison rules, And itis 
seldom that a more severe punishment is required, than a depriva- 
tion of the reward for any trivial misdemeanor. 

There is a library of over two hundred volumes belonging to the 
institution, and in addition nearly all the prisoners are supplied. 
with Bibles and Hymn Books. Most of the cenviets are habitual 
readers of the books of the library, or other reading matter occa- 
sionally furnished them by the oflicers. 

Each prisoner is furnished with a light in the evening for a short 
time before.retiring to bed, and is allowed an opportunity of read- 
ing. The gloom of many a lonely hour is dispelled amid the com- 
pany of their books, and impressions made that may lead them to 
а better life, and form a security against future temptation. 
^ The duties of Moral Instructor, or Chaplain, have been discharged 
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during the greater portion of the year by the Rev. Mr. Teter, of 
the M. E. Chureh. Service is held on Sabbath mornings usually 
at eight o'clock. The prisoners are very attentive during Divine 
_ вегу1се, and it’ is hoped that they havé profited by the counsel he 
- has so fervently imparted. 

I have elsewhere alluded, briefly, to the general health of the 
. convicts. | 

The report of the Physician, appended to that of the Inspectors, 
"wil show the diseases treated, and other particulars and statistics 
pertaining’ to his department. We have no hospital where the sick 
сап be properly taken саге of, and I would most respectfully rec- 
ommend your attention to this want of the institution. 

At this time there is but one female convict in the prison; she 
is employed, making clothing for the male convicts. There is no 
apartment suitable for female prisoners, and as we may soon expect - 
an addition to the number, some provision should be made for their 
accommodation ‘and safe keeping. 

The financial and other tables annexed to this report, will show 
the expenses, receipts, indebtedness, &c., of the institution, during 
the last fiscal year, and also some statistics with regard to the crimes, 
ages, nativity, &c., of the prisoners now in confinement. 

The large increase of prisoners, and the prospect of a much lar- 
ger number before another session of the Legislature, renders it 
- necessary that your honorable body should take some decisive ac- 
tion in regard to the resources of the prison, and place its finances 
upon such a basis that they will not be a constant source of embar- 
 rassment and annoyance to the Warden and Inspectors. 

We want an appropriation to pay off all the present indebtedness 
of the institution. Creditors are clamorous for their pay. Many 
of the accounts are for supplies, provisions, wood, &c., delivered 
before I came into office. 

"The last session of the Legislature made an appropriation of 
nearly three thousand dollars, to pay off the indebtedness of the 
prison. This amount was entirely expended by my predecessor. 

No appropriation was made for the general support of the insti- 
` tution, and when I came into office, the prison was entirely destitute 
of funds. ^ By the advice and counsel of the Governor, the Inspec- 
tors proceedéd to set aside a portion of the amount appropriated for 
, building the wall, to supply some of the most pressing wants; but 
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this has not sufficed to pay off the ee or meet the current 
expenses. 

Laboring, then, under the disadvantage of having to buy almost 
entirely on credit, I can never take any advantage of low prices; 
but in most cases have to pay a large per cent. above the market | 
prices of all articles purchased. 

At the last letting of contracts for supplies, on the first of Octo- 
ber, 1857, bids were received for but few of the articles needed, 
and these at prices much higher than the same articles could have 
been bought for with money or on short credit. 

The amount of expenses for general support have been very high 
during the past summer. The prices of all articles required were 
never so high before, and being obliged to buy on a credit with no 
fixed time of payment, or what amounts to the same thing, await an 
appropriation of the Legislature, I have been compelled to make 
much larger expenditures, than would otherwise have been nec- 
essary. 

If an appropriation for the payment of all the old денін» 
could be made, and a sufficient amount furnished for current ех- 
penses until another session of the Legislature, the Penitentiary 
could for once be clear of debt, and the expenses Юг the ensuing 
two years be materially reduced. 

The interests of the State demand that the Warden should have 
the means at his disposal to buy supplies at the lowest possible rate, 
and that all claims against the Penitentiary be paid off. 

Considerable expense has been incurred in making improvements 
and repairs. The Clerk's office has been removed from its former 
inconvenient location in the second story of the building, to the 
main entrance hall, where it is far more accessible to all having 
business at the prison, and affords additional security to the entrance 
ofthe yard. A temporary wash-house has been erected during the 
summer, with conveniences for heating water, troughs for washing, 
where all the prisoners are required to wash their entire bodies at 
least once a week. | 

We shall soon need a larger and more commodious building for 
washing, soap-making, &c. 

The contractors pay at the rate of one indeed and nine dollars 
annually, for the labor of each convict employed by them, provided 
no time is lost by sickness. The labor of one hundred men would 
thus amount to over $10,000 yearly, abating the time lost by sick- 
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ness. The State at this present time employs some four or five 
prisoners for the purpose of cooking, washing, and doing necessary 
chores,-whose earnings make no show in our cash receipts. Also 
` various necessary repairs have been done by convicts; this should, 

-strictly, be added to the general earnings, and, thus help swell the 

‘balance in favor of the prison. But this has uot been done in keep- 
ing the accounts: it was not deemed important to do anything more 
than call attention to the fact. 


When this.institution shall contain a large number of prisoners, 
as We may expect in a very few years, I see no reason why it may 
not become self-supporting, as well as similar institutions in other 
States. 4 | | 

It is a source of much gratitication to ше, that while the contrac- 
tors in many of the eastern Penitentiaries are throwing up their 
contracts, leaving the convicts in idleness and а burthen to the 
State, the contractors in our Penitentiary are increasing their bus- 
iness, giving emplovment to the convicts, and turning out tools 
that will compare favorably. with those manufactured in any simi- 
lar institution. 


But little more than two years ago, during the term of my pred- 
ecessor, the shops and every building in the yard belonging to the 
State, were set on fire by the convicts and burned to the БРО: 
involving a heavy loss to the State, and one equally severe to the 
_ contractors, who lost nearly all their machinery, and a large amount 
of finished and unfinished work in the conflagration. 


From facts which have come to my knowledge since 1 assumed 
the duties of my office, T am assured that this misfortune might 
have been avoided, had the rules, regulations, and discipline of the’ 
Prison been enforced, and proper care exercised on the part of the 
officers. Under these circumstances, I think the contractors are 
entitled to some remuneration for the loss they have sustained. 

My predecessor, 1 believe. has made no mention of this fire in 
his report, aud оо thought proper to a to it in this 
. connection. 


.. Although I confidently look forward to the time when this insti- 
will pay its own expenses, yet Тог the present it must be supported 
іп part by appropriations from the State Treasury; and in order 
_ that the expenses shall he as low as possible, it is necessary that the 
appropriations be made in advance. Т ean thus avoid the burthen- 
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some (lebts, payments of interest and discount, and buy the supplies 
at а inuch lower figure than at present. | 
My official report closes with the.30th of September, 1857. Bat 
for the purpose of giving а better insight into the condition of the. 
Prison at this present time of writing, I will state that during the 
months of October and November, we have received sixteen pris- 
oners, while seven have been discharged during the same time, 
leaving tifty-six in confinement on the first cf December. | 
Tho | attention of your honorable body is most respectfully invited 
to this fact, in order that accommodations may be provided suita- 
ble for the security and health of the large number of prisoners that 
will be in confinement here before another session of the legislature. 
In conclusion I wish to express my acknowledgement to the In- 
spectors, and all the officers connected with the institution, for the 
good feeling which they have uniformly manifested during our 
connection, and for their hearty and efficient co-operation in all 
measures necessary for the best interests of the institution.

Subsequent to the adjustment of December 24th, 1856, before 
mentioned, to-wit, January 29th, 1857, the Legislature passed an 
act authorizing and requiring the Commissioner and Assistant Com- 
missioner, therein provided for, to proceed to settle and adjust all 
matters relating to the affairs of the Des Moines Improvement, &c., 
«с. Accordingly, on the — day of March, the Commissioner, in 
conjunction with the Assistant Commissioner, James Е. Wilson, 
Esq., in obedience to the,law before referred to, did proceed to dis- 
eharge the duties therein contemplated, by meeting the Agents of 
the Des Мотев Navigation and Railroad Company at Burlington, 

.lowa, agreeably to appointment, and did there endeavor to nego- 
tiate and arrange a settlement with said Company, with a view to 


a further-and early progress of the Improvement. 
After two ineffectual trials to adjust the difficulties between the 


State and the Company, the said Des Moines Navigation and Rail- 
road Company elected and concluded to determine their rights 
and the validity of their contracts with the State, through a judi- 
cial proceeding. A suit was therefore instituted against the Com-

missioner in the District Court of Des Moines County, Јожа, 
claiming and asking a writ of mandamus, requiring the Commis- 
sioner to transfer and convey to the said Company over eighty-nine 
' thousand acres of land. 

To this application for a mandamus a demurrer was filed on the 
part of the Commissioner, which raised the question as to the va- 
lidity of the several contracts between the State and the Company, 
and also assigning thatthe application for а mandainus did not show 
such a compliance with their contructs upon the part of the Com- 
pany as entitled them to a speaifie performance on the part ot the 
State. The cause was taken to the Supreme Court of the State by 
appeal. The Supreme Court held that the contracts of the 9th and 
29th of June. 1854, were valid, and that the act of the General 
Assembly of the State, approved January 29th, 1857. зо far as it 
was based upon the hypothesis that no valid contracts existed, was 
of no effect. The supplemental contracts of September 27th and 
"December 25th, 1855, were held to be void.. 

The adjustment of December 20th, 1856, in so far as the same 
- was a settlement by and between the Commissioner and the Com- 
‚ pany, мах sustained. 

The Supreme Court dismissed the application for a writ of man- 
damus, for the reason, among others, that it did not show such a 
compliance upon the part of the Company with their contracts a8 
entitled them to a specific performance upon the part of the State; 
and the Company not choosing to amend their application and risk 
an issue of fact with the State upon the question of their perform- 
ance, the litigation was ended. 

The Commissioner employed in behalf of the State, the Hon. R. 
P. Lowe and С..С. Nourse, Esqrs., who conducted the cause with 
signal ability, maintained the rights of the State. and defeated the 
pin for a mandamns, as well as the claim for salaries, office ex- 
| penses, &c. ; 

In order to a тоге satisfactory knowledge of the case, I herewith 
annex a brief of the cause. (See exhibit marked, А.) 

. Immediately following the decision obtained in said cause, which 
was hastened and prosecuted with commendable zeal by the coun- 
sel in the case, in order, if possible, to afford and Вх а basis that 
would enable the parties to readjust differences, whereby the Im- 
~ provement should be more vigorously prosecuted. The Agents of 
the Company and the Commissioner met on the 5th of August,

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1857, aud the Company proposed a moro vigorous prosecution of 
the work than previously had been done, ind furthermore agreed 
to proseeute and complete such locks and dams as the Commis- 
sioner should direct, and such as were in an unfinished condition. 

In order, therefore, to afford the desired aid and facilitate the 


progress of the Improvement to the greatest practicable extent, the. 


Commissioner at once consented to stipulate terms with the Agents 
of the Company; whereby the work should be resumed and vigor- 
ously prosecuted under the contract of 9th June, 1854; and inas-

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Although the work was commenced in mode and manner agreed 
upon, the same was not vigorously prosecuted except at one point: 
The Contractér-at Keosauqua lock and dam has prosecuted the work 
with vigor and dispatch. At the other points, however, the work 
was partially countermanded by the Agent of the Company, very 
soon after its commencement, and before the $30,000 was expended, 
.8s provided in last agreement, thereby defeating the spirit and 
intention of said agreement of August 5th, 1857, upon which the 
Company now demand 24,000 acres land. If this was the only 
ground of defence, I should not rely upon it as sufficient to ground 
а controversy upon. 

` But there are other reasons more grave and weighty, and more 
vital to the “Improvement” than any questions heretofore raised 
on the contract between the Company and the State. At the date 
of said agreement, to-wit, August 5th, 1857, between the Company 
and the Qo e E and immediately previous thereto, the 
Agent of the Company, General Clark, proposed as a basis for the 
future prosecution of the work, and mutual nnderstanding between 

the State and the Company, and in order to reconcile conflicting 
interpretations of the eontract of the 9th June, 1854, that they, the 
D. N. & R. R. Co., would secure the expenditure to the State, the 
full sum stipulated for in the contract (to-wit) $1300,000 as soon. 
and whenever {һе aid of the State was rendered to obtain the bal- 
ance of the lands upon the “Grant” from the General Government. 
The same proposition and construction given to said contract has 
often been made by the Azent ofthe Company, and he has further- 
more persistently contended that said Company would expend upon 
said Improvement between two and three millions of money. 

The agreement, therefore, of the Agent of said Company to 
satisfactorily arrange to expend the said 1 sum of $1300,000 for the 
lands of the grant on regard to their limit, at amd before the 

making ofthe said requisition of August 5th, 1857, was a consider- 
ation with the Commissioners that entered into and caused in part 
said certificate for 24,000 acres land to be made; and now inasmuch 
- as said promises to do and perform as aforesaid have been utterly 
· and, as the Commissioner believes, intentionally violated by said 
Company, the said requisition in question, for this, amongst other 
reasons, has been countermanded. In justification of my interpre- 
tation of the law, and the contracts on the subject, vide the law 
authorizing the Commissioner and assistants to contract said Im- 
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` provement, Acts 1852-3, Chap. 108, page 162—“That the said 


' Commissioners and Assistants in contracting for means to carry 
“оп said Improvement, shall not make any contract-or agreement 
* with any Company or individual under the pr ovisions of “this Act, 
“or any laws now in force or which may be in force at the time of 
* making said contract or agreement, unless such contract or agree- 
“ment stipulates for at least thirteen hundred thoüsand dollars, to 
“Фе faithfully expended in the payment of debts and liabilities of 
“said Improvement, and to the completion thereof to the greatest 
“extent practicable.” Тһе following is Section 8 in contract 
between the State and D. N. & В. В. Co., June 9, 1854:

The sum is fixed for the aggre- 
gate, the contract don't call for or contemplate any given or certain 
quantity of land, but is definite in other respects, insomuch that 
the Company get all that belongs to the grant after the date specified. 

Now, the D. N. & R. R. Co. е and decline to pay the 
sum agreed upon for said “Grant,” and this refusal has just been 
announced by the Company, and [Ке poliey disclosed. The fact is 
no longer disguised that the said Company now utterly refuse to 
acknowledge any liability whatever to the State to pay more than 
$1.25 per acre for the land of the Grant, and if the same exceed a 
certain amount, then they will or will not, as they please to elect. 

This question now is the great cause of embarrassment. 

The Commissioner attended a meeting of the Company in New 
York City in September last, at which time an agent was authorized 
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by the Company to visit Washington and to веб in conjunction 
with the Commissioners in such measures as. were found necessary 
to obtain the balance of the lands from the General Government. 

General O. Clark, as agent for the Company, and the Commis- 
sioner, visited the proper Department at Washington, and found 
the case to rest upon Attorney General Cushing's opinion of May, 
1850. "e" 

Thi- opinion limits the Grant to the J North line of the State, and 
imposes conditions проп the State and its assignees, to-wit: If 
the lands are accepted under his decision; then the State, as well 
as the Com pany, shall execute relinguishments to the € leneral Goy- 
ernment against any further claims for lands un: т said act. ‚The 
present incumbent of the “Interior Departmen: (Hon. Jacob 
Thompson) proposes to carry out Ше verdict of ~ Cushing” if the. 
State and the Company accept it and conform to its provisions, and 
make relinquishments as therein required, or if either party, the 
State or the C ompany, elect to reject Mr. O25 opinion, then the сазе 
will be oven tor a new hearing before the Officer ofthat Department, 

The language of Mr. Thompson on the subject is pertinent and 
to the point. „Не says that Ша fair intetpretation ofthe act extends 
— the Grant to the sources of the River, the State will be entitled and 
| shall have it; but not otherwise. 5 

Upon this announcement the Commissioner proposed to the ament 
of the Company to co-operate with tho Company, and either accept 
or reject the “Cushing” opinion, leaving the Company to clect 
which course to adopt. 

At this juncture of our proceedings the Agent of the Company, 
(General Clark) required the Commissioner to accept the lands, 
and the interpreta ition of the Act as prone) in Attorney General 
Cushing's opinion rendered in the case, and that upon the condition 
that the Commissioner or tlie State would release the D. №. & К. 
R. Co. upon their contract of 9th June, 1854, pro-rata and to the 
same extent that the State and tho Company are required to relin- 
quish to the General Government under Cushing's opinion, then 
upon that condition the Company would co-operate with the State, 
but проп по other or better terms. ~ 

This propsition was rejected by the Commissioner as not intended 
or contemplated in the contracts between the Company and the 
State, and thus the ease now stands. | 

The Agent of the Company makes it an alternative that hence- 
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forth the State must admit the Company's interpretations of the 
contract of 9th June, 1854, and for every $30,000 expended on the 
same they shall have lands for at 81.25 per aere, withoutregard 
to w ue ther the lands thus required will yield the State in the 
aperegute the sum of $1800,000, as stipulated, (and which is the 
parameunt object and Pon donation of said eontract) or not. 

The Company's constructions of said contraet, in connection with 
their requirements of the State to accept the lands of the “Grant” 
to the State line, and furthermore the release they demand of the 
State, involves a question of at least $400,000 importance to the 


State, and is, in the opinion of the Commissioners, the gravest and 


most vital qmostion that has ever arisen between the D. N. & R. В. 
Co. and the. State. In view ofthe fact the lands heretofore cer tified 
to the State are nearly exhausted, there being but 60,000 acres) 
and the further fact that the State and the Company hare entirely 
failed to co- operate in any proper measures whereby the balance of 
the lands belonging to the Grant сап be properly secured to the 
State and the progress of the Improvement in like manner secured, 

Your Commissioner regards that these facts justify the conclusion 
that a crisis has already reached the affairs of the Company and 
the State, as connected with the Improvement, that warrant and 
justify the course adopted by the Commissioner, in order that the 
rights of the State may be thereby protested. 

1 will now submit a brief view of the work in progress, and the 
condition and extent it has attained under the auspices and conduct 
of the D. N. & В. В. Co. the past three and a half years; and for 
a more detailed history of К same in part I will refer to my former 
Report of January Tth, 1857 | 

The work at present at “ Croton,” is resto sing and repairing. The 
Dam was heretofore constructed by the Company, and for which 
the Company have been fully estimated in the adjustment of Dec. 
24th, 1856. | 

The Commissioner regards that the eer expenditures in altera- 
tions and répairs cannot be legitimately estimated to sad Company 
under the contract of 9th June, 1854. 

The work at Bentonsport i is also work of restoring and repairs. 
But it must be borne in mind that this work was construeted by 
thé State prior to the contract with said Company, and the Dam 
has always been regarded a poor work, owing to bad materials and 
the temporary manner of its construction. | 
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` А question therefore may reasonably arise whether the Company 
ghould not be entitled to estimates for restoring and repairing this 
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work. 
Тһе work at Keosauqua, I am gratified to report as having 


ehanged hands, and is now in possession of a reliable and vigorous 
sub-contractor, who has prosecuted the work the past three monik, 
‚ with energy and dispatch. | 
The Lock walls are now ready for the Gates. Ifthe high water 
` does not prevent finishing the Gates, it is confidently expected to 
have the Lock in modd order by the oponis of navigation in 
the Spring.  . 

The work at the points above Keosauqua has been suspended by 

the Company tor several months. The amount of work performed 
at the different locations the past year, will be shown by Exhibit 
marked B. 

Your Commissioner would furthermore report: 

That a question of much importance has recently arisen between 
the Commissioners, Register and the Company, in respect to the 
act of your Commissioner in countermanding an order or requisi- 
tion for 24,000 acres land, of date August 6th, 1857. In order that 
this question should be clearly understood, and in justice to the 
State, the Company and myself, it is proper the facts and the 

. eireumstanees eonneeted therewith, and which are relied upon for 
justification and defence, should be shown. Therefore I submit as 
. follows: 

1. The Company failed to prosecute the work as agreed. , 

9. The Company had not paid their Sub-Contractors as agreed, 
` which was a precedent condition. 

3. The Company had not performed $30,000 additional work, 


stipulated for. 


4. The Company claim estimates for repairs and restoring work 


which I reject. 


5. The Company neglect and retuse to vest the title to Rights of | 


Way and Water Power in the name of the State of Iowa, which is 

a violation of a covenant of their contract. 

. . 6€. I have good reason for believing the Sub-Contractors have not 
been fully paid estimates for work claimed and performed since 


August 1st, 1857. | 
T. The Company havo failed to perform their covenant to State, 


and to pay old liabilities of the Improvement. 
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8. I believe the State is entitled to reclamation for excessive 
estimates on Lock Foundations, &c., provided for іп my adjustment 
.of December 24th, 1856, say to the amount of $10,000 or $12,000. 

9. The Agent of the Company threatened the Commissioner with 

a suspension of the work, if he (the Commissioner) would not 
release the Company and make new stipulations on their contract. 

10. The acts ofthe Company have satisfied the Commissioner 
that the Improvement will not progress or be performed as the 
- State requires under the contract of June 9th, 1854. 

The reasons before named are regarded by the Commissioner as 
sufficient for recalling the order made August 6th, 1857, for 24,000 
acres land, but other and greater reasons may be assigned. 1 18 
now about three and a half years since the D. N. & В. | В. Со. сош- 
menced their contract upon the Improvement, and up to the present 
time it is а melancholy fact that said Company claim to have ех- 
pended nearly a half million of dollars, and with this immense 
expenditure claimed by them, there is not а single Lock or Dam 
completed by them upon the work. 

Furthermore, the condition in the contract to complete one-fourth 
part of said Improvement each and every year, has entirely failed, 
and under this covenant of the Company, if the State may claim 
damages, the entire amount experided by the Company would be 
absorbed and offsetted in damages arising from non-compliance. 

In other respects the said Company are equally in default, inso- 
much that the N avigation of the River has been unnecessarily 
obstrueted by means of improper and unnecessary materials put 
into the channel of said River at Pittsburgh, clearly in violation of 
their contract, and which have caused great losses to Boatmen and 
Shippers, in consequence of detention, storage, extra freights, &c. 

These failures, defaults and non-compliances on the part of said 
Company, must be regarded as the result of an ill-advised policy, 
in part at least, in thé commencing as well as progressing of said 
work. Now, if these facts and conclusions are maintained, and it 
is shewn that the State is not in default or chargeable with wrongs 
against the Company, how can the Company seek and enforce the 
State to perform its covenants before the considerations апа stipula- 
tions are first performed by themselves? 

The paramount object of the Government and of the State, and 
of the contract between the parties, was to Improve the Navigation 
of the River Des Moines, to the extent stipulated for, 
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Now how does this proposition stand, and Fave the D. N. & В. 
В. Co. made any Improvement whatever in the Navigation of said 
River? The answer must be emphatically No. 

Have the said Company prosecuted the Improvement of said 
“River according to mode and manner stipulated for in their contracts? 

Answer—They certainly have not. 

Have the Company virtually repudiated and denied their obliga- 
tion to expend $1300,000 for the lands of the “Grant,” Tolls and 
Rents? > r 
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Answer—Most emphatically they have. > 


With these views before us, itis quite manifest that tho aflaire of. 


the State and the Company, as connected with the [mprovement, 
are extremely complicated and embarrassing. 

The necessity, therefore, for prompt and early measures to be 
taken to adjust and compromise, if possible, all matters in variance 
with the D. №. & R. R. Co., and in failure thercof a resort to. Ј udi 
cial proceedings will be inevitable to maintain the rights of the State. 

It is now of the-most vital importance that a wise and just poliey 
be adopted, and.the works trom St. Francisville to Keosanqua be 
completed the ensuing season. The materials on hand at points 
above Keosauqua, it is believed, can be transferred to points below 
so as to aid and materially facilitate the completion ot said works, 
and at the same time save the materials from loss. The works are 
now so far advanced between these points, that it would be an 
intolerable abuse of the means appropriated to this object, if they 


"were not at once speedily used to complete this part of the line of 


Improvement. 

The D. N. & R. R. Co. have notified some, if not all their Sub- 
Contractors, to suspend work upon the Improvement. The Com- 
missioner has been informed through the Acting Engineer of the 
work, that said Coinpany are ао and now invite pr 725 
from the State for compr omise and settlement. 


The necessity now is apparent and manifest that an early adjust- 


ment of абата hetween said Company and the State is of the first 
importance. | 

It is likewise equally important and necessary that immediate 
steps be taken to secure and definitely settle with the General 
Government, as to the extent of and the quantity of land the State 
is entitled to receive under the Grant of Anguet Sth, 1546. 

This question, so far. as the opinions of eminent jurists have been 
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obtained, may be considered as settled i in favor of the claims of the 
State. 

The proper Departinent : at Washington now desires the State to 
act in the premises, and either accept or rej ject Attorney General 
Cushing’s opinion pronounced in the case, and thereupon have the 
question determined. 

I shall therefore recommend to your consideration the appoint- ` 
ment of a Commissioner with full power to settle and conclude all 
matters in varianee, or prosecute the same to final settlement with 
the D. N. & R. R. Company, as well as any and all other settle- 
ments now pending and connected with the Des Moines River Im- - 
provement. 

I would furthermore roomed that said Commissioner or Agent 

should be fully authorized and empowered to effect and conclude a 
final settlement with the General Government, in the matter of the 
Des Moines River Grant of August 8th, 1846. | 

I would furthermore report: 

That the sub-contractors upon the line of the Improvement have 
received official notice by order of the Company to suspend work 
upon their several jobs until further notice. Тһе work of repaira 
commenced at Croton are left in an unfinished and dangerous con- 
ditiony so much во that the proprietors of the Mills and power at 
that point report that they are in imminent danger of a great sacri- 
fice, if these repairs are not immediately prosecuted to completion. 

The expenditure necessary to this object is estimated at from four 
to five thousand dollars. 

The work at Keosauqua is also left in a situation that still 
obstruets the navigation of the river. The Lock walls are nearly 
completed, and sufficiently so to receive the Gates and machinery | 
necessary to operate the same and render the Navigation free from 
obstruction at that point. . 

The upper portion of the Valley has heretofore been greatly in- 
A jured by means of this obstruction, and the immediate completion 
] of the work is the only remedy that will insure and obviate this 
у evil, that is now во generally felt throughout the Valley. 
| The old liabilities of the improvement, which the D. М. & В. В. 
| Co. have failed to liquidate, are now being pressed upon the Com- 
| missioner for payment, or suitable provision therefor.

So far as it is a statement of account or settlement, it is binding; 
and section three, therefore, and such other parts of said agree- 
ment as can be rogarded as a settlement with the Company, as 
contractor or creditor, is valid and subsisting under the law of Feb- 
ruary 5, 1851. Laws of 1851, page 138, sec. 28. 

By Wuient, C.J. Ihave no doubt that this agreement might 

be valid as á settlement or of claim preferred, but for the faet that, 
_ taking it all together, I conclude that во far as it can be called or 
termed a settlement in its terms, such terms are made dependant 
' or conditional upon those piovane which are termed the contract

4th. Is the act of Jan. 29, 1857, in relation to the Des Moines

consequence that the act of Jan. 99, 1857, in its essential features, ·

is of no practical force or effect ; the predicate. or basis upon which 
it was enacted, (the invalidity of the previous contracts with the, 
company, represented by the Relator) proving to be incorrect, Ц, 
of course, has nothing upon which to act. 
| STOCKTON, J., contra. 

The foregoing position, of course, is not to be construed that said 
act ean in no event have an operative effect. Тһе Company may 
have forfeited all rights acquired under such contract, or may vol- 
untarily assent to modifications of existing contracts, or make a new 
and other arrangement under said act, or some other individual or 
company (if the present company shall appear to have forfeited 
their contract) may be contracted with, and under these and per- 
haps other: circumstances, the said act would certainly not be with- 
out force and effect; but so far as it treats the contract referred to 
as being invalid, and that the Company have no rights ‘thereunder,

3th. What is meant by the ndo clause of the contract of 
December 29, 1856, which provides that in the event of the passage 
of any act of the Legislature invalidating the rights of either party 
to this agreement, then it shall become inoperative and void—is, 
perhaps, not very clear.. We conclude, however, it cannot mean 
un unsuccessful attempt to invalidate, and that, therefore, the said 
act, as already shown,- being of no practical force or validity; the 
right of neither party to said agreement can be violated, and that 
therefore said contract or agreement is not inoperative by reason 
of anything in said act contained.- 

STOCKTON, J., not assenting to so much of this position as treats said 
act as invalid. | | 

6th. Under the contract of June 9, 1854, is it.proper to include 
in the estimates, to be paid by the State in lands, the salary of the 
book keeper, апа office rent of offices, by the Company. 

We unite in answering this enquiry in the negative. Тһе State 
(by the lands) pays the State officers, and those engaged in the 
construction of the work, and not the officers and servants of the 
Company proper. The Company, wè think, is paid by the consid- 
eration provided for in the principal contract, and should pay its 
own officers and employees, and the expenses of the same. 

"th. We are to enquire, finally, whether the relator is entitled 
to the writ of mandamus, as prayed for in the petition. 


| 
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A majority of the Court conclude that, even if the contract of 
June 9, 1854 is valid, yet under the showing made in the petition 
and exhibits, the writ should not be graanted. 

First. Because the рейНоп”доез not show that so much of the 

. said contract/as requires one-fourth of the work to be completed in 
each year, has been completed. | 

Second. That this is only а proceeding in кайбар form to en- 
force the specific performance of this contract, and that the petition 
does not show a performance on the part of complainant, nor a read- 
iness, willingness, or effort to perform. 

Third. That from this petition and record, it is doubtful at least 
whether the amount claimed in the petition, or any amount in fact, 
is due on the contract and settlement with Manning. 

Wricut, C.J. Ido not think these questions legitimately arise 
at this stage of the controversy. The cause is before us by appeal 

_ from the decision of the Court below, оп the demurrer to the peti- 
`- tion. This demurrer, of course, admits the truth of those facts which 
. are well pleaded in the petition. Taking the petition as true, there- 
fore, and unanswered, I think that the Commissioner should be 
required to certify the lands as claimed, or show cause in answer 
` to the writ why he does not. In showing such cause, the qustions 
suggested by a majority of the Court might legitimately arise. At 
. present, I think that the matters for our determination do not in- 
' volve the question whether said Company have complied with 
their eontract, except so far as such questions may arise from the 

- averments, or want of averments in the petition. 
. When the issue shall be made and cause heard, I think it will be 

time to adjudieate these objections. 

It is the opinion of the majority of the Court, that the mandamus 
.' should be refused by the Court. 
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OFFICE OF ‘SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC INSTRUCTION, 
Des Могхев, November, 1857. | 
_ Gentlemen of ihe Senate, and 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

It is made the duty of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, . 
by Section 1086 of the Code, to “make а Report to the General 
Assembly, at each regular session thereof, exhibiting the condition 
of the State University and Publie Schools, and of the funds ap- 
propriated to each, and all such matters relating to the affairs of 
his office as he may think proper to communicate.” In compli- 
ance with this provision, I have the honor to submit the following 
Report: 

At the commencement of my term, I was embarrassed by a con- 
trover&y, which had arisen as to the right to hold-the office of Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, between Mr. James D. Eads, 
who had been elected by the people, and Mr. Joseph C. Stone, 
who had been appointed to the office, which, it was alleged, had be- 
come vacant, by the Governor. Мг. Eads refused to surrender the 
office to Mr. Stone, and held the books and papers belonging thereto, ` 
and, until I entered upon the performance of the duties of the office, _ 
con‘inved inthe discharge of its functions. Mr. Eads did not make 
the apportionment of the interest of the permanent school fund, 
required by law to be made, on the 25th day of January, till the 14th 
day of March ; when he issued а circular containing instructions 
to School Fund Commissioners, for carrying the apportionment 
into execution. On the 20th dis of March, Mr. Stone issued a cir- 
cular, countermanding the instructions of Mr. Eads, and enjoining 
School Fund бошосо: to *keep on hand" theinterest of the 
school fund, or deposit it with "him, or in the State treasury. 
Amidst these conflicting authorities, School Fund Commissioners 
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were in doubt, as to what it was their duty to do; but with few ex- 
ceptions, resolved to retain the money in their hands until the 
doubt should be removed. Accordingly, when I came to Iowa 
City and entered upon the discharge of the duties of this office, on 
the 9th day of June last, I found, awaiting my arrival, numerous 
letters from all parts of the State, some from School Fund Com- 
missioners, solieiting instructions as to the disposition they should 
make of the funds in their possession ; some from the directors of 
school districts, asking why the accustomed distribution of school 
money liad not been а some from teachers, inquiring why the 
well earned compensation for their services had been withheld ; and 
some from parents, complaining that their schools had been sus- 
pended, and their children deprived of the benefits of education. 
_ The apportionment, on examination, proved to be correctly made, 
and in strict conformity with law—except that it was not made at 
the proper time. It was evident that the public interest required 
it to be carried into execution, unless there was some legal imped- 
iment in the way. I found no diffieulty in coming to the conclu- 
Bion, without deciding the question of right, in controversy between 
“these gentlemen, that, inasmuch as Mr. Stone did not enforce his 
title to the office, by the judgment of the proper judicial tribunal, 
and, as Mr. Eads continued in the possession of the books and pa- 
pers, and in the discharge of the duties of the office, the latter was 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Zn. fact, and, in that capacity, 
School Fund Commissióners and myself were Sus ded in recogni- 
zing his official acts as valid. As prompt action was required, I 
lost no time in preparing a circular, a copy of which is hereto an- 
nexed, which was issued on the 10th day of June to the various 
School Fund Commissioners of the State, informing them, that, in 
my opinion, it was their duty to carry into effect, without delay, 
the apportionment. My attention was called at this time, by the 
Treasurer of the State, to “an act relating to the School Fund,” 
passed at the last session of the Legislatur e, approved January 
28th, 1857, and which took effect on the 18th of February, which, 
according to his construction of it, transferred trom the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to him, the authority to apportion the 
interest of the permanent school fund. among the several counties 
of the State. I was much perplexed to understand the precise 
meaning of this law, but on the supposition that its intention was 
to transfer, from the Superintendent of Public Instruction to the 
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Treasurer of State, the right to apportion the interest of the per- 
manent school fund, I was satisfied, in the first place, that, as the 
act did not take effect or pass till some days after the time fixed by 
law for the apportionment to be made, and, as the Legislature could 
have had no knowledge, that it had not been made, at the time the 
bill passed, the law could not be so construed as to apply to this 
apportionment, without that application being specifically men- 
tioned in the act. And, in the second place, on the same hypothe- 
sis, that intertion is so obscurely expressed, that Mr. Eads might · 
well conclude, that such was not its meaning, and he alone having 
the books and documents indispensable for making the apportion- 
ment, might make it; and it is an established principle of law, 
that, in case the right to an office is contested between two individ- 
uals, the acts of the officer n fact are so far valid, as to justify third 
persons acting under him; and for the same reason, and on the 
same principle, where an act is prescribed by law, and the right te 
perform that act is contested between two officers, and one of them, 
having the books and documents requisite for the performance of 
the act, and the other not having them, and the former does perform 
it, this act is valid, and a justification of third persons, who may re- 
cognize it, even if it should be ultimately decided that the right was 
in the other officer. Тіс Treasurer of State claimed the right to 
make the apportionment, but had not the documents necessary to 
make it. Mr. Eads claimed the right to make it, and having the 
necessary documents, made the apportionment. I was convinced, 
for the reason stated, without undertaking to determine the meaning . 
of an obscure law, that it was my duty to recognize the apportion- 
ment of Mr. Eads, and not to revoke the circular referred to. І was 
strengthened in hE conviction by the consideration, that, in case 
this apportionment were not carried into effect, none could bè made 
before another year. It it a source of satisfaction to know, that 
the course I thought it my duty to pursue in this case, has been pro- 
ductive of good. Theschool fund has been distribsted among the 
several school districts, teachers have received the just compensation 
for their services, and the suspended schools have re-commenced. 

If it be the opinion of the General Asscmbly, that the act in ques- 
tion confers on the Treasurer of State the authority to apportion 
the intorest of the permanent school fund among the several coun- 
ties of the State, in order that he may execute that authority, fur- 
ther legislation is indispensable. The Superintendent of Publie 
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Instruction should be required to transfer to the Treasurer, the An- 
nual Reports of School Fund Commissioners, exhibiting the num- 


- -ber of persons between the ages of five and twenty-one, or to cer- 


tify the number of such persons in each county to him—also to 
transfer the annual interest reports, or to certify to him theamount 
of interest collected in each county. “Тһе power to revise and ap- 
. prove the action of county officers in relation to the salaries allowed 
to School Fund Commissioners, should, also, be transferred from 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction to the Treasurer of State. 


SCHOOL LANDS. 


The Commissioner of the General Land Office, in his Report for 
the year 1848, estimated the quantity of land in Towa belonging to 
the 16th section, at 905,137 acres. Mr. Benton, late Superinten- 
tendent of Publie Tüstruot on. in his report for the year 1850, esti- - 
mated it at not less than 1,000,000 acres. From the best informa- 
tion in my possession, Г am inclined to estimate the whole amount 
` of land belonging to the 16th section at 1,011,456 acres. Of this : 
part of the school lands, there had been sold, as appears by Mr. 
Benton's Report, dated June 6th, 1854, prior to the Ist day of

Since this report was made, I have been informed by the School 
Fund Commissioner of Des Moines county, that the sum of $1,666.42 
of the indebtedness of W. Walker has been paid, or so secured as that 
it will be ultimately paid. This sum being deducted leaves the 
amount of losses during Mr. Benton’s term of office, $4,777 3T. 

In Mr. Eads’ first report, he states that he has “examined the 
books and papers in the offices of the School Fund Commissioners 
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of forty counties," and “Чоппа no defaleations by any of the present 
incumbents.” Іп his second report he mentions no examinations, 
nor the discovery of any defaleations, and none have come to my 
knowledge, since ту entrance upon the discharge of the duties of 
this office. 

At the last session of the Legislature, an act was passed author- 
izing the Governor to appoint agents, who were required to exam- 


ine the books, papers, &c., of the several School Fund Commission- 


ers, and report to him various particulars therein mentioned. These 
reports, when they are all received, will bring to light, unques- 
tionably, all suspended and doubtful debts due the School Fund, 
and all defaleations of School Fund Commissioners, if any have 
occurred, that have not been discovered. Several of these reports 
have been transmitted to this office by the Governor, and from 
them it appears that there are doubtful or suspended debts as fol- 
lows:

It would be interesting to know the ultimate amount of the 
School Fund of the State, but of course, in any estimate thé true 
sum can only be approximated. The average price of the land sold 
during the past year was $3 36 per acre; if the school lands remain- 
ing unsold, viz., 619,939.75 acres, are sold at that price, they will 
bring 32,182,997 55, which added to the existing School Fund, with- 
out making апу deductions for losses, шош to $4,918,541 20. ` 

А considerable sum will yet be received, it may be expected, from. 
the five per cent. fund. Thus far the State has only received five 
per cent. of the proceeds ef the sales of lands within its П, actu- 
ally made for cash. It iy known that most of the lands disposed of 
by the United States within this State, have been entered by land 
warrants. These warrants were issued to soldiers, in payment of 
what was conceived to be а debt; indeed, they had the option 
either to take a warrant entitling them to a specific quantity of 
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“money, or a warrant securing them a specific quantity of land. 
` Buch а disposal of the lands is, so far as this State is concerned, 
equivalent to a sale. The provision of the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved March 3d, 1845, granting to Iowa five per cent. of the nett 
proceeds of'sales of lands within it, was, in fact, the stipulation of 
a contract, the conditions of which, incumbent on this State, have 
` been performed, and we are as much entitled to five per cent. of 
the value of the lands disposed of by means of military land war- 
rants, as we are to five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sales of 
— lands actually made for cash. Upon this principle Congress has 
already, authorized the allowance, to the States of Mississippi and 
Alabama, of five per cent. of the value of all lands included in In- 
dian reseryations. It may be reasonably anticipated that this al- 
lowanee will be made by Congress to this State, and thero will be 
received from this fund, in addition to what has already been re- 
ceived, not less than $1,500,000. If our hopes in this respect are 


realized, it may be estimated that our permanent School Fund will 
reach 85, 500,000.

ADMINISTRATION OF THE SCHOOL FUND. 


The want of adequate provision for the examination of the books 
and accounts of School Fund Commissioners is a serious defect in 
the existing system of administering the School Fund. Section 
~ 1072 of the. code requires the Superintendent of Public Instruction 
to visit the several counties of the State and examine the books 
and accounts of School Fund Commissioners. When the number 
of couniies was small, this work might readily be performed, and it 
was done with fidelity by Mr. Benton. But the number now has 
become во large that it would be almost impracticable. І should 
have felt under obligation to have undertaken it, however, but I 
was relieved from it by the act before referred to, authorizing the 
appointment of agents for that purpose. But that act was only a 
temperary measure. 

An article in the new constitution renders an entire change nec- 
essary in the administration of the School Fund, and affords an 
‚ opportunity for making ample provison for a rigid supervision of 
its management. The article is as follows: “Тһе financial agents 
of the School Funds shall be the same that by law receive. and 
control the State and county revenue, for other civil purposes, 
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under such regulations as may be provided by law." In order to 
carry into effect this provision of the constitution, it would seem 
expedient to provide by law,—First, that the county Treasurer shall 
be entrusted with the custody of the School Кипа, the collection 
and disbursement of the interest thereon—and Secondly, the county 
Judge shall have the superintendence ot the sale of the school 
lands, the loaning of the School Fund, and the apportionmént of 
that part of it CES to his county by the proper State officer, 
among the School districts; but he should not have the possession 
of any money belonging to the School Fund—money received in 
payment for lands sold, should be paid to the county Treasurer, 
and money loaned to individuals or apportioned to school districts 
should be paid out on the order of the J udge. In order that he 

may discharge these duties and audit the accounts of the Treas- 
urer, he should, “at all times, have access to his books and papers. 
He should algo be required to keep the proper books, in which 
should be recorded his transactions in relation to the school fund. 
The power to make the apportionment of the interest of the 
permanent school fund should be transferred from the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction to the Auditor of State, and, in order 
to enable him to do this, the reports of the amount of interest col- 
lected. in the several counties should be made to him, and, the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction should be required to certify 
to him the number of children between five and twenty-one years 
of age, in the several counties. At present, the compensation of 
School Fund Commissioners is taken from the interest of the school 
fund, and, the amount of it is determined by the county officers 
with the approval of the Superintendent of Publie Instruction. 
It would be expedient, in ease the proposed change is made, that 
the whole compensation of the county Treasurers as well as that 
of the county Judge should be paid from the county Treasury. 
Under the existing system, much inconvenience is experienced and 
much expense is incurred by School Fund Commissioners, in 
counties, in which the interest collected is not equal to the sum, 
which their counties are entitled to receive, according to the appor- 
tionment of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, in conse- 
quence of their being obliged to obtain the deficieney by drafts on. 
School Fund Commissioners, who have a surplus; and, for this 
purpose, they are tr equently compelled to travel to considerable 
distances. All this inconvenience and expense may be prevented, 
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by empowering the Auditor of State to direct School Fund Com- 
missioners, having a surplus of school money, to deposit such surplus 
in the State Treasury. АП county Treasurers are required by law, 
8t stated times, to deposit the State revenue, which they have re 
ceived, in the State Treasury, at the same time, they might be 
ordered by the Auditor to deposit the surplus of school money in 
their hands; and Treasurers of counties, when there is a deficiency 
of school money, may collect the Auditor's Warrants drawn to sup- 
ply that deficiency, when they come to the Capite! to deposit their 
State revenue. I have thus stated, without going into detail, some 
-of the general principles of a system for managin,; the school fund, 
which seem to be required, in consequence of the adoption of the 
new Constitution.

SCHOOLS. 


There are eighty-four organized counties in the State. Reports 
have been received from the Schoo] Fund Commissioners of seventy- 
six. No Report has been received from Chickasaw, Mitchell, Mo- | 
nona, Story, Sac, Tama, Woodbury or Worth. Many of these 
Reports are more or less imperfect, and, from them it appears, that 
there is scarcely a county in the State, where all the districts have 
made, to the School Fund Commissioner, the returns required by 

‘law. These reports exhibit some facts which will not fail to secure 
` the attention of the Legislature and attract the notice of the friends 
of education throughout the State. By the annexed table marked 
A, it appears that there are in the districts from which returns 
have been received, 195,285 persons between the ages of five and 
twenty-one years, and of this number only 79,670 attended the 
` schools of the State. It must be remembered that this is поё Ње 
number of those who constantly attended school, but it includes 
every scholar who attcnded school at all; barely two-fifths of the 
whole number. Three-fifths of the children of the State, of the 
proper age to attend school, did not enter into the school room 
during the past year. More than ono half of the youth of the 
State are growing up in ignorance, notwithstanding the provision 
made for the support of schools. Inthe State of Ohio, from which 
more people have emigrated to this, than from any other State, 
four-fifths of the youth between five and twenty-one years of age 
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attend school; yet there, the absence from school of barely one- 
fifth of the children, of a suitable age, is considered a serious evil, 
demanding an etfectual remedy. The same table exhibits another 
.. fact not less striking nor less melancholy. There are 3,265 organ- 
ized school districts in the State, but there were schools maintained 
in only 2708. Ву the report of my predecessor fer the year 1856, 
it appears that there were 2850 organized school districts in the 
State, at that-time, and which of course received their proportion 
of the school money for the present year. There were then 142 
‘districts in which no school was kept during the past year, and 
which received their due portion of the interest of the school fund, 
notwithstanding the old constitution requires a school to be kept 
at least three months in every year, in every school district, and a 
similar provision is also contained in the new constitution. More 
full and detailed information respecting the common schools of the 
State would be desirable, but I have none in my possession that 
has not been derived from personal observation and inquiry. In 
several counties there prevails a laudable zeal on the’ subject of 
education, which has put their schools in a high state of improve- 
ment. But in general, my inquiries lead me to believe that our 
common schools are in a very unsatisfactory state. There is usually 
no examination of teáchers, and frequently most unsuitable persons 
are employed as instructors, and there is seldom any visitation of 
schools, to.insure fidelity on the part of teachers, and to inspire 
émulation on the part of pupils. It is gratifying, however, to find 
so large a sunt, $71,784,58, raised in {зэ school districts by volun- 
tary subscription. It indicates on the part of the people a desire 
for better schools and a réadiness to submit to the taxation requisite 
‚ to accomplish that purpose. 


SCHOOL LAW. . 


The deplorable condition of our schools is mainly to be attributed 
to the want of an efficient school law. Our. system is a patch work 
of laws, enacted at different times, incongruous and altogether un- 
suited to the present situation of the State. The defects of our 
laws have been long felt, and, frequently have occupied the atten- 
tion ofthe Legislature. At the extra session in July, 1856, an act 
was passed, authorizing the Governor to appoint Commissioners 
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to revise the school laws. Commissioners were accordingly ap- 
pointed, who prepared a law admirable in:most of its features, which 
was reported to the last Legislature, but it failed to be adopted.— 
The necessity of revising the school laws, has, at length, become so 
pressing that it can no longer be postponed. This subject must 
. eommand much of the time of the Legislature at the coming session. 

The gove orament has, heretofore, bee эп much employed in legisla- 
tion to enlarge the material resources, and promote the physical 
happiness of the people; this is, doubtless, a high duty; but it is 
an immeasurably higher duty to legislate for the development. of 
_ the moral and intellectual powors of the people. We are enjoying 
the fruits of our legislation in the increasing public and private 
wealch. The commercial revulsion, which has fallen with so heavy 
a hand on many parts of the country, has been but lightly felt in 
lowa. We are abundantly able to make liberal appropriations for 
the education of the people. The education of the youth of the 
- State is not simply a duty ; it is more—it is a debt due to posterity. 
With a deep feeling of the responsibility of the position to which I 
have been, most unexpectedly, called, I have thought that it would 
not be impertinent or inappropriate for me to suggest їо е Leg- 
islature, some features of asystem of public schools, which it would 
be becoming such a State as lowa to adopt. The great primary 
ebject of a system of schools should be, first, to provide for the in- 
struction of the whole people in all the elementary branches of 
knowledge, in free schools; and secondly, to provide for the edu- 
cation of teachers for these schools. To accomplish this object, it 
would seem expedient to establish two grades of schools; first, the 
eommon school in which shall be taught, tree of charg ge, all the 
youth of the State, in orthography, reading, writing, arithmetic, 
geography, English grammar and the elements of constitutional and 
administrative law; and secondly, the high or secondary schools 
` for the instruction, free of charge, of teachers for the common 
schools, in the art and theory of teaching, and also, in all the branch- 
es of knowledge requisite tor a liberal education ; and others, not 
intending to be teachers, may be allowed to pursue in these schools 
the same studies on the payment of a moderate fee for tuition. In 
. several States normal schools have been established, exclusively 
devoted to the education of teachers. There is no necessity for such 
distinct schools for the education of teachers. Young men, intend- 
mg to qualify themselves to become teachers, may successfully learn 
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' ehemistry, geology, moral philosophy, history and every other 
· department of knowledge, in the same way, in the same schools, 
and from the same professors, as those who intend to enter any oth- 
er profession. High schools for the education of teachers should be 
established in all the populous and wealthy counties. A county 
containing twenty thousand inhabitants, or more, should be required 
to erect a suitable building for the accommodation of such a school, 
and to raise not less than one thousand dollars, annually, for the sup- 


port of it, and upon complying with this requisition, should be en- _ 


titled to receive one thousand dollars in addition from the State 
Treasury; and any county containing less than twenty thousand 
inhabitants, should be entitled to receive also a thousand dollars from 
the State Treasury, on similar conditions. A scheme of public in- 
struction would be incomplete without some provision for a higher 
degree of mental culture, without an institution to facilitate the cul- 


tivation of philosophy in all its branches, and the pursuit of the - 


sciences in all their ramifications. We have such an institution in 
the State University already organized, and handsomely endowed. 
In the high schools young men should be prepared to enter the 
University, and, in the University, young men should be educated 
without charge for tuition, to become professors in the high schools. 
The próposed gystem, then, is thus constituted: 1st, the Common 
. School; 2d, the High School; 34, the State University—each in 
its order, preparatory to the other. It is intended to afford gratu- 
itous instruction to the whole people in all the elementary branches 
of learning, and furnish a liberal education, free of charge, fo such 
ав are intended for the profession of teaching, and to offer to all, fa- 
cilities for acquiring a liberal education, in the high schools, and for 
pursuing every department of knowledge to its utmost limits, in the 
university. The university and the high schools will be, doubtless, 
the most suitable place to pursue the studies assigned to them re- 
spectively, but the expenses of supporting students at a distance from 
home, апачће danger arising from the removal of the control of 
parental authority, will always be an impediment to many in the 
way of aequiring-an education in these institutions. It would in 
some measure remedy this evil, if teachers competent to instruct 
in most of the studies pursued in the high schools, were employed 
in the common schools.; for this reason, it is desirable that as many 
teachers as possible should receive a liberal education. 

In the present condition of our schools, the large number of 
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school districts which do not maintain any school, the number of 
children of proper age who never enter a school house, amounting, 
according to a table before referred to, accompanying this report, 
to three-fifths of the whole number—thes employment of teachers 
- without examination, often utterly incompetent, are facts deroga- 
tory to the character of the State. Tne most effectual remedy for 
these discreditable evils, is to provide, іп a new school law, for the 
election of а county superintendent of schools, who shall have a 
supervision over all the schools of the: county—and whose duty it 
shall be to establish school districts and determine their boundaries; 
to examine teachers and grant certificates of qualifieation; to visit 
every school in the county, at least twice during the year; to pre- 
pare the statistical statements, with regard to schools, and return 
them to the Superintendent of Public Instruction; to make annu- 
ally, a general and detailed report of the condition of the schools of 
his county, and to perform such other duties as may be required of 
him by law. ‘There should be elected in every township a commit- 
tee to consist of three, five or seven members, according to the pop- 
ulation of the township, to have the general superintendency of all 
the schools in the township, and whose duty it shall be, to see that 
suitable teachers are employed in all the schools; that none are 
employed who have not been examined, and received a certificate 
of qualification ; to visit each school, by some one of their number, 
as frequently as once a month, at least, during the term of its соп- 
tinuance, and see that the scholars are prompt and constant in their 
attendance, and to make, annually, to the county superintendent, а 
report, exhibiting the attendance, progress, and general condition 
of all the schools under their supervision. 

It is a difficult question to decide, whether a township shall. con- 
stitute а single district, or whether it should be divided into several, 
as it is at present. The tendency of the present system is to mul- 
ру districts so far, that they contain but а small number of schol- 
ars, and, of course, receive but а small portion of school-money. 
The consequence of this is, that, in many districts, no school is 
kept, and, in a greater number, it is kept for so short a time, as to 
be almost useless. If each township.form one school district, 
under the charge of a competent eommittee, they сап establish as 
many schools in different parts of the town, as the inhabitants 
need, and provide for the continuance of schools for the same 
length of time in all of the districte, thereby affording equal oppor- 
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tunities to all the children of the to wnship to obtain an education. 
Tt it were an original question, there is no doubt tha f township dis- 
tricts wouid be preferable. The principal obstacle in the way of 
its adoption, arises from the inconv enienee of sübstituting, for a а, 
system with which the people are familiar, one to whieh they are 
unaccustomed.

9. It gives to each family in the district the choice of schools to 
which to-send, and sometimes of districts, after the location of 
school houses is decided upon. 

10. It leads to the erection of more commodious school houses, 
with larger accommodations and means of instruction. 

11. It tends to secure the вегуісев of more accomplished teach- 
ers, the accommodations being better, and the choice of schools 
furnishing the strongest motives to keep them in the best manner. 

12. It offers facilities for classifying those of different ages and 
attainments, and of employing different grades of teachers in their 
Anstruction.? 


It is a part of the plan here suggested, as before stated, to pro- 
vide for the education of teachers without charge for tuition. The 
selection of teachers, to be thus educated, is a matter of the utmost 
consequence. A limited number of persons, designing to become 
teachers, is now selected by the Governor, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, and the Judges of the District Courts, who issue 
to them certificates, entitling them to receive instruction, free of 
charge, in the Normal Department of the University. But appli- 
eants for certificates are under no legal obligation to become teach- 
ers, and sometimes obtain certificates for the purpose of having free’ 
tuition, rather than for that of becoming teachers; and, in general,| 
little regard is paid to merit in making the selections. Іп the firstf 
place, young men should be appointed to be educated as teachersj 
solely on account of merit; and, in the second place, such induce 
ments should be offered to them, as to secure their acceptance of the 
appointment. То accomplish this, it is proposed to establish schol 
arships, in the High Schools, entitling any person elected to suchi 
scholarship, to receive from the county treasury, fifty dollars annus 
ally, towards his support in that school, for а term of three yearg 
-er more; on condition that he shall, after the termination of М 
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scholarship, agree to engage in teaching such school as shall be as- 


signed toshim by the County Superintendent, for a term equal-to 


that during which he has enjoyed the scholarship, and, for that term, 
fifty dollars per annum shall be deducted from his compensation, 
to reimburse the county for the sum he has received from his schol- 
arship. For the same purpose, upon the same conditions, and for 
the same term, scholarships should be established in the State Uni- 
versity, entitling the recipients of them to receive seventy-five dol- 
lars from the State Treasury, except that a University scholar shall - 
be required, after he has completed his education, to become a Pro- 
fessor in such High School as shall be prescribed to him by the 
Superintendent of Public Instruction. А scholarship in the High 
School should be a-signed to every township in the State. And, 
as experience has shown that females are euperior to the other sex 
in imparting instruetion in the elementary studies, and, at least, 
equal in the higher branches of learning, they should alter nately 
be appointed i in each township to scholarships in the High School. 
And, in the State University, & scholarship should be assigned to 
cach senatorial district. The scholarship in the High School should 
be conferred by the school committee, with the approbation of the 
county superintendent, upon the firet scholar in the township, in 


: point of talents, attainments and virtues. And the first scholars in 


the High ВоВе should be selected by the professors and county 
euperintendent, for the scholarships in the university. The design 
of these scholarships is to offer prizes to the youth of the State, for 
the attainment of every species of excellence; to institute a search 
for the *gems of purest ray serene, the dans unfathomed caves of 
ocean bear;” for the “flowers Dm to blush unseen, and waste 
their sweetness on the desert air;” to bring forth from their con- 
cealment, the souls “pregnant with living fire;” to raise the pro- 
fession of the teacher from the lowest to the highest rank; to сай 
into the service of the State, to form the minds of the future citi- 
zens, the most able, the most learned, the most virtuous men: to 
add a new impulse, and to give а new direction to the ambition of 
the generous sons of Iowa; to elevate the moral and intellectual 
character of the people; in a word, to make this Republic the fore- 
most in the confederacy. It is here proposed to assign in the be- 
ginning, one scholarship only, i in each township. It may be found 
expedient hereafter, to assign two ог more tothe more populous 


towns. 
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This scheme A educating teachers will not, even when it is car- 
ried into complete operation, furnish а suffici ^^ number to supply 

all the schools of the State, but t by bestowing on a large number 
-the means of obtaining a liberal education, it will elevate the tone 
and character of the whole body, and, at the same time, aiford am- 
ple opportunity for sclecting meritorious individuals among the 
people. It 15 probable that for some time to come, teachers will be 
selected very ‘much as they have been herctofore. It is to be 
hoped, however, that none will be employed without a duo exami- 
nation, or destitute of the requisite education; but most of them, 
if not all, may be improved by instruction in the art and practice of 
. teaching. For this purpose, in many States, teachers’ institutes 
hare been establ ished with eminent success. I have been solicited 
by many distinguished teachers to recommend these Institutes to 
the Legislature, EE in accordance with their wishes and the dictates 
of my own judgment, I w RE recommend а liberal provision for 
them in a new school law. 

А school law should contain some regulations respecting the 
erection of school houses, According to а table annexed to this 
report, : md marked G, there are: in the 8 tate 1686 school houses, 
О? these, 215 are of st Du brick, 936 framed, and 255 of logs. 
Prob: bly many of the a d Шү some of ез framed houses 
are of little v: Пис; S с expense of building them was doubt- 
less heavily зе by the districts by which they were erected. In 
most districts a school cannot be 1 kept until a school house is erect- 
ed, and they are usually obliged to impose a tax for the whole cost 
in a single year; а tax which in many cases must be oppressive, 
especially ifa commodious house is erected. It is not surprising, 
then, that there is a large. number of school houses unfit for the 
purpose. Every school house should be built of subtantial mate- 
rials, on an cligible site, spacious, well ventilated and warmed, 
fitted with seats and desks of the most approved style, and furn- 
ished with apparatus for ees the studies pursued in them. 
In order te insure the crection of such houses in every district, the 
site and plan of every school house should be approved of by the 
County Superintendent, previous to the commencement of the 
‚ building, who should be furnished with a copy of Barnard's School 
House Architeccure, to all him in discharging this duty. And for 
the purpose of relieving districts of the heavy burden of raising a 
` revenue in a single year, sufficient to defray the expense of 
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building school houses, and of distributing № over several years, 
they should be authorized to borrow money for that purpose, from 
the school fund or elsewhere, and the officer, having charge of the 
school money, should be required to make loans to ‘school districts 
in preterence to private individuals. 

The State of Iowa must always be essentially an agricultural 
State—the capacity of every acre of land in it, for cultivation, the 
inexhaustible ferti ity of the soil, and the salubrity of the lima te,_ 
all indicate it unmistakably as п land which must supply thous- 
ands of thousands oi “people, besides those who cultivate it, with 


food. It is the nature of ' agriculture to spread a people over a con- - 


siderable extent of territory, while the mechanical trades, manu- 
factures and commerce concentrate’ a population within a narrow 


compass, in'towns or cities. E towns spring up on the inlets | 


of the sea, upon the shores of great lakes, on the banks of n: wigable 
rivers, apon therapids and water-falls of the lesser streams, that fur- 


nish water power for manufacturing establishments, at the capitals . 


of States, and at the seats of justice of counties. This congregation 
of mechanics, manufacturers and merchants, in the town, is as ad- 
vantageous to the farmers, as the dispersion of farmers, over соп- 
siderable territory in tho country, is beneficial to mechanics, man- 
ufacturers and merchants. This distribution o employments is an 
arrangement of Providencs; it isa law of nature. But the concen- 
tration of people in towns me у go too far; there are many classes 
of society, the scholars, the men of leisure, the rich, who might 
as conveniently live in the country as in the town; these classes 
are almost universally allured to the town. Cities are the abodes 
of wealth, of genius, and of learning. Whe. the people would 
employ statesmen to толке their laws; they must resort to the 
towns. Of tho thirty-six membors of the convention, that framed 
our present constitution, twenty-nine were residents of cities or 
county seats. The süperioradvantages ot cities has engendered an 


arrogant јеси пр with regard to tho country, which has even made 7” 


its impression on our lang uage, and not upon our language alone, 
but upon the languages of ET countries, for ишаны» have been 
formed Бу the learned residents of cities. The wor ds that repre- 
gent our ideas of accomplishment and refinement are derived from 
words which signify cit y—thus, we say of arefined and accomplish- 
ed gentloman that he is civil, or urbane, that he is polite, the form- 
er words derived from the Latin Civis, inhabitant of a eity, and urbs, 
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city, and the latter from the Greek word meaning city—and aman 
of rough, disagreeable manners and vicious principles, 1 is called a 
boor, a pagan, a heathen, or a villain, words, i in former times which: 
meant, simply a dweller in the country, and were no more terms 


.of ердан, than farmer is at the present day. Іп the older states 


the population has increased with considerable rapidity for several 
years past, —but *his increase has taken place almost entirely in the 


.towns; in the agricultural districts the population has generally 


remained stationary; in some, indeed, it has dimimished. Several 
causes have co-operated to bring about this result —but the most 


` efficient cause has been the superior advantages enjoyed for edu- 


cation by populous towns. One school cannot conveniently ac- 
commodate a greater territory, than about three miles square, or 
nine square miles—in a district of this size, many of the scholars 
would be obliged to walk more than two miles to the school house. 


lt may be estimated that such a district will contain about one 


hundred scholars, when the State attains a population of a million. 
But the great city of New York, with its half million of people, its 
countless wealth, its boundless commerce, exceeding that of any 
other city in the universe, does not cover an area greater than nine 
square miles. I will not, however, take the city of New York, in 


comparison with a country district, to illustrate the unequal advan- 


` tages enjoyed for education, by the latter, but will take a populous 


‘town of ourown: the city of Dubuque, which is district No. 1, 


‚ Julien township, and a country district in the same county, No. 2, 
‚ of the same township. The number of scholars reported in No. 1 
is 8,989; in No. 2,69. It is probable, that by the apportionment 


of school money to be made in January next, each scholar will 
receive about one dollar—Dubugue city will then receive $3939—a 
sutlicient sum to compensate the teachers of the five schools in the 


city for a whole year, and district No. 2 will receive $69—scarcely 


sufficient to keep a single school three months. The two districts 
here selected tor comparison may be considered as fair represen- 
tatives of the city and country districts; it thus appears, that the 
interest of the school fund is so distributed, as to furnish schools 
for the education of children in the city, during the whole year, 
and for the children in the country districts, for only three months in 
the year. The disparity in the means of education between the city 


‘and country, is not confined to Iowa, it prevails throughout the 


world. It is not strange, then, that men of wealth should migrate 


one 


% 
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from the country to the city for the education of their children. 

Should this tendency of population to congregate in the town be 

encouraged, or, on the contrary, should it not be counteracted t 
Is it to be tolerated in this agricultural State, that the word farmer 
should go into the same category with villain, pagan, and heathen, 
and that aspiring politicians shall be obliged to coin a new word to 
flatter the cultivators of the soil? The rural districts are the abodes 
of industry, of tranquillity, and of virtue; and if, in the great cities 
are to be found the habitations of refinement and learniug, the gor- 
geous palaces оЁ wealth, and the sacred temples of piety, there are 
also to be found there, the purlieus of vice and crime, of famine, 
and of pestilence. Itisas much Юг the interests of the State, nay, 
it is as much for the interests of the city of Dubuque, that a child 
in district No. 2, Julien township, should be well educated, as a 
child in No. 1, in the same township—yet the State gives the lat- 
ter a four-fold advantage over the former. Апа this is done, not 
by a law, which may be repealed, but by the constitution. But 
this provision of the constitution applies to the interest of the school 
fund, and not to the money which may be raised by taxation. This 
Injustice may, therefore, be removed, and the town and country 
districts placed more nearly on an equality, by providing that the 
money raised by taxation, shall be equally divided among the dis- - 
triets of the county. 

I have now exhibited some of the features of a scheme for the 
education of the people, which it has seemed to me, befitting that 
Iowa should now adopt, at this early period in its career as a воуе- - 
reign State. It may, perhaps, be interesting to the legislature to - 
have an estimate of the additional expenditures, which the adop- 
tion of this scheme will impose on the State. 

1. The expenditure for the scholarships of $75 each, in the 
University, one for each senatorial district—thirty-six in number, 
will amount to $2,700, annually. 

2. The appropriation of $1,000 annually for the support of & 
high school for the edueation of teachers, to each of the counties 
containing twenty thousand or more inhabitants, which shall erect 
suitable buildings for that purpose, and raise annually by taxation | 
$1,000 in addition, will amount to $4,000 annually—there being 
four counties which contain twenty thousand inhabitants and up- 
wards, viz: Lee, Dubuque, Des Moines and Scott. |

Duc it must be remembered, that the sam approprmated for both 
classes of scholarships, irom the State, as we П а E s the county 
treasury, is to be refunded, and should not be c lored эз a tax. 
This sy-tem, in fact, imposes upon the State an annual ар] propria- 
tion of only 54,049; uid upon four of the most populous counties 

ofthe State, one ol $1,000 cach, which, it is presumed, they will 
raise with ae utmost cheerfulness. | 

As itis to be hoped, that we have arrived at а new epoch in our 
legislation on the subject of education, it will be an important 
question for the General Assembly to determine, what sum shall 
beraised, ia future, for the support of common schools. At present, 
the law requires that a tax of not less than one half mill,nor more 
than one iua Aud а halt, shall be assessed upon the property of 
every county, for the support of scho ifs Ido not believe that 
there is a member of the Legislature, who is willing that our 
Schools sould bo inferior to UMOR elsewhere; I do not believe 
that there is a citizen, who is widinz that they should be inferior, 
for thé sake of diminishing his taxes; if there be such a citizen, 
he dishouers her. I fee] that the rising genius ої the State would 

‚ indignantly re iius me, were I to propose a sum insufficient to 


‘make our schools equal to those of any other State. I have not 
- the means us d the amount г aised, by taxation, for the purpo- 
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| 

ses of education, in any State except Massachusetts. In that State, 

| tho amount raised by taxation, by the towns, in addition to the in- 
terest of the school fund, nearly as large as ours, for the wages of 

teachers alone, was, in the year 1855, $1,137,407 76,—cqual to one 
dollar to every inhabitant. It may be estimated that the popula- 
tion of Тожа amounts, at this time, to 650,000. If Iowa raised a 
sum proportionate to that raised by Massachusetts, she would raise 
$050,000. ` It must not- be forgciten, that Massachusetts, besides 
this amount, raises considerable sums for fuel, building and repair- 
ing school houses, and for the superintendency of schools. It would 
be advisablé, I think, to provide by law, that each county should 
be required to assess, for the maintenance of schools, a tax of not 
less than one and a half mills, and not more than two and a half 
milis on the dollar of the valuation of the property of the county. 
By the former tax, $815,000, which is tho sum authorized by the . 
existing law, and by the latter, $525,000 would be raised. If the 
counties would raise the latter sum, I have no doubt that that, with 
the income of the school fund, would, with an efficient superinten- 
dency, soon place oursschools in a condition as cligible as those of 

. any other State in the Union. The adversity which has fallen so 

| heavily on the Eastern States, and so lightly on this, has turned. 
the eyes of many people to the West. They are watching with . 
anxiety, your legislation with regard to education, to determine’ 
whether they will east their lot in this Statc. If your legislation 
is such as there is every reason to anticipate that it will be, а 
great addition may be expected to our popuiation during the ensu- 
mg year. | 


SCHOOL BOOKS. 


It is made the duty of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
by section 1062 ot the code, to examine and recommend, to the 
several school districts, “a uniform series of text books, to. be used 
in the schools thereof.” I have not felt it to be my duty to make 
any change in the list recommended Ьу my predecessor. I havé 
come to this determination, not so much on account of the superior 
merit of the books themselves, as on acount of the inconvenience 
and expense the change would cause to the people ot the State; for 
an entire change of the books in use in all our schools, would be 
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equivalent to imposing а tax of one hundred thousand dollars on 
the people of the State. The books in use possess a considerable 
degree of merit, but I might substitute others for gome of them, 
. were it not for the consideration above suggested. The success of 
our schools depends far more on the character of the teachers em- 
ployed than upon the character of the text books used. 


STATE UNIVERSITY. 


It 18, also, made my duty to exhibit. the condition of the State 
University, and the funds thereto appropriated. There were grant-

By the removal of the Capital to Des Moines, the capitol build- 
ing at а City has соше into the possession of the University, 
to which it was granted many years ago. In the meantime, it has 
been oceupied by the State, and has become very much dilapidated. 
The cornice is very much decayed, and the roof affords no protec- 
tion against the rains, and, in ether respects, the building needs re- 
pair. “It is estimated ‘that $5,000 will be necessary to put it ina 
suitable state for the occupation of the University. I therefore re- 
spectfully recommend an appropriation of that sum, for that pur- 
pose. 

The organization of the University, the arrangement of the de- 
partments, and the general regulations for its management, are 
shown in the catalogue, which is appended to this report. The 
Chancellor, the Professor of Natural History, and the Professor of 
Chemistry, have not yet entered upon the discharge of the duties 
of their Professorships, and it will be seen that Professors have not 
been appointed in the departments of Intellectual and Moral Phi- 
losophy. It appears, from this catalogue, that the whole number of 
students, male and female, in the University, is one hundred and 
twenty-four. Of this number, sixty-five are in the Preparatory and 
forty in the Normal Department. Some students are in both the 
Preparatory and Normal Departments, and some from both these 
departments receive instruction in the departments belonging to the 
University proper’; but there are probably not thirty of the whole 
number pursuing a regular university course. This is ind eed a very 
small number. But of the whole number of students, one hundred 
and three are from Iowa City, and of the remainder, fourteen are 
from Johnson county, and only seven from other counties in the 
State. Thirty students may be a small number for a whole State, 
but it is sufficiently large for а single city. We come, then, to this 
result,—that the benefits of the University are almost exclusively 
confined to Iowa City. This is not the fault of the people of that 
city. The University is established there by law, and they avail 
themselves of the advantages it affords them, as they have a right 
to do, by sending their sons and daughters there to be educated. 
We have a University munificently endowed, with able and faith- - 
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ful Professors; yet, our voung men are obliged to resort to other 
States to PR a Classical education: and the reason is this, we 
have тале no provision to accommodate them with suitable rooms 
for study. It costs a young man socking a liberal education, more 
to procure board and а suitable room for study in Тота City, than 
his whole education would cost in most of the colleges in other 
States. But let there be a suitable building erected to accommodate 
Students with rooms, a liberal education may be & quired with as 
little expense here, as in any college in the Unite. States. Other 
States have been obliged, not only to build such «.lifices for their 
соПесев, but also to endow them. The United States have en- 
dowei our Univ ersity with a liberal fand, and erected for tho State 

edifice, now im the possession of the Univ ersity, which will fur- 
nish rooms ior tho philosophical apparatus, chemical laboratory, 
library, and for recitation. It now remains only for the State to 
defray the expense of crecting the preposed building. It is indis- 
pensable that this should be dong, in order that the people of the 
whole State may participate in the advantages of the University ; 
if not, it must 1 ne а local institution, dev ied io the education 
of the boys and girls of Iowa О. This subject has given the 
trustees of the University much concern. The constitution does 
not permit the use of the permanent fund for any such purpose, 
and it requires them to appropriate the interest, annually, to the 
support of the University; and, accordingly, the interest has, an- 
 mually, been appropriated for the payment of the salaries of the 
Professors, the purchase of apparatus, and books for the library.

this office, at the threshold, I discovered the futility of any efforts, - 
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on my part, to improve the condition of our schools without a radi- 
cal amendment of the law. ' This subject, therefore, early occupied 
my attention. І here snbmit the result of my reilections to the 
wisdom ofthe Legislature. In preparing a law for the education 
of future generations, I ought not, nay, Г could not, keep out of 
view the rising glories of the State. There are many young men 
in the présent General Assembly, who will live to behold dwelling 
on the wide prairies of Iowa, a people as numerous as the popula- 
пот of England, when the fleet of Elizabeth vanquished the in- 
vincible Armada, or the inhabitants of the whole -territory of this 
confederacy, when the illustrious Washington drew the sword to 
achieve the independence of his country. The greatness of this 
State, in wealth and population, is inevitable. Our moral and іп- 
tellectual grandeur depend upon ourselves, and, in a great degree, 
upon the legislation of this session, and the appropriations, scanty 
or liberal, which may be made for institutions for ihe promotion of 
learning and virtue. : | |

Елгв, claiming to act as Superintendent of Public Instruction, and 
the letter of Joszpn C. Бтоме, also claiming to act in the same 
^ eapacity, countermanding the Apportionment and Instructions of 
Mr. Ears. . 

Mr. Елрз came into the office of Superintendent of Public In- 
struction by a good title, and at the date of the Apportionment, 
was in possession of the office, denying the right of Mr. бтомв to 
. Ц, and actually discharging its duties. І do not mean to express 
any opinion as to the rigt of either ot these gentlemen to the 
office in question; but admitting the right of Mr. Srons, under the 
appointment of the Governor, he could not, on the refusal of Mr. 
Елов to surrender the office to him, enter upon the discharge of its 
duties and require the obedience of School Fund Commissioners to 
his instructions, without first enforcing his right and admission to 
ihe office by the judgment of the proper judicial tribunal. This 
Mr. Бтоме has not done, and has never been in possession of the 
office. Mr. Eaps was Superintendent of Public Instruction 2n fact, 
and where the right to an office i8 in controversy, the acts of the 
holder of the office in fact, are, in general, valid and binding on 
other oflicers in the same department. 

It is, therefore, my opinion, that it is the duty of School Fund 
Commissioners to distribute the School Money according to the 
Apportionment sent to them by Mr. Елрв; and, that School Fund 
· Commissionérs upon whom draits were mado by Mr. EAps, for the 
purpose of carrying into effect that Apportionment, should pay 
them promptly on presentation.

Preparatory Depariment. 


E. M. GUFFIN, A. M., PRINCIPAL. 


- Those entering this Department, to reap the greatest possible 
benefit, should be well instructed in the elementary English 
branches—Reading, Writing, Spelling, and Mental Arithmetic, 
in the first exercises of Written Arithmetic; should have some 
knowledge of Geography and Grammar; should be of a suitable 
age, and sustain a good moral character. 

The principal object of the Preparatory School is, to fit the 
student for some of the Departments in the University. Іп it, the 
chief, and constant aim will be to make the pupil thoroughly 
efficient, as far as he goes. The course of instruction requires two 
years for its completion, and is sufficiently extensive and thorough 
to enable those who have gone through with it to enter any De- 
partment of the University.

Normal Department. 


D. FRANKLIN WELLS, A. B., PROFESSOR. 

The Normal Department, under the charge of the Professor of 
Theory and Practice of Teaching, is especially designed for the 
education of Common School Teachers. 

The course of study and training includes all the common and 
higher English branches of a ‘liberal education, together with the 
Theory and Art of Teaching, and Practice in the Model School. 
The studies are so arranged that the course can ordinarily be com- 
pleted in two years. | 

The candidates for admission are examined in Orthography, 
Arithmetic, Geography and English Grammar. They must sustain 
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ап irreproachable moral character. Both males and females’ will 
be admitted. Persons to the number of fifty, receiving certificates 
of appointment from the Governor, the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, or any-of the District Judges, will receive Instruction 
. free of charge. 

^ The members of this Department: will, to some extent, be com- 


` bined with classes in other Departments, when such combination 


can be made advantageously. They will share all the advantages 
enjoyed by other students ot the University. 

Lectures on the Science of Education and the Art of Teaching 
will be given frequently, and it will be the aim to make them 
practical. The best method of organizing, disciplining and in- 
structing schools, and the means by which the co-operation of 
parents in the work of education may be secured, will be familiarly 
discussed. 

There is connected with the Normal Department, a Model 
School, (or a school for practice,) composed of pupils of the ages 
usually found in public schools throughout the State. Each mem- 
ber of the Normal Department, before graduating, will be required 
to spend from two to four weeks. in the “Model School, as a teacher, 
where, under the superintendence of the Principal, he will havean 
opportunity of reducing theory to practice. By thus taking part 
in the administration of a well organized school, he will become 
familiar with the дева а of teaching, and be prepared to labor suc- 
cessfully after leaving the Institution. He well also learn the 
advantage of method and system in conducting the affairs of а 

“school. 

A diploma willbe awarded to those who, having completed the 
prescribed course of study, give satisfactory evidence of sound and 
accurate scholarship, combined with those other peculiar qualifica- 
tions so essential to the teacher’s success. 

The demand for good teachers is constant and increasing, and the 
advantages of this Institution are frequently offered to those who 
wish to prepare themselves for the high and responsible duties of 
instructors of youth. 

Worthy teachers will be assisted in obtaining situations, and 
school officers will, as far as practicable, be furnish with teachers, on 
application to this Department. |

principles of the science of Mathematics. 

In Surveying and Civil Engineering, students will be thorough- 
ly drilled in the use of instruments, by frequent field exercises and : 
by exercises in draughting. 

The design is to teach the art, as well as the science—to teach 
land surveying, in addition to book surveying. A practical knowl- 
| edge of these branclies must be acquired in the field—not in the 
| recitation room.

The business of each day during the term is opened with Chapel 
exercises, which consist simply in reading the Holy Scriptures and 
prayer.

The Trustees have framed the State University of Iowa for a 
HIGHER Insrrrotion or Learnie, and when the sciences and their 
applications come to be fairly required they intend to be fully pre- 
pared to meet that requirement. 

But while framed to furnish the loftiest style of culture, it can 
also adapt itself to the lowest. Ву its rejection of college classes, · 
and its adoption of independent departments, it is enabled to fur- 
nish to the student just what he requires, without, at the same 
time, compelling him to receive much that he does not want. Or- 
dinary colleges, by rendering classical attainments necessary to the 
entrance of the student, exclude many who design to fit themselves 
for the common pursuits of life, from their halls of learning. To 
this large class, those Departments of the University which require: 
ро previous classical attainment, offer a ready admission, and afford 
facilities for instruction. The Trustees, therefore, deem them- 
selves fortunate in having adopted an organization, which, while it 
offers to college graduates a scientific course of instruction, which 
they camnot there obtain, can at the same time furnish to those 
excluded from college halls, the means of perfecting themselves in 
farming, mechanical, commercial and other ordinary pursuits of life. 
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The Hon. the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

(GENTLEMEN :— The seventh section of an act of the General As- 
sembly of the State of Iowa, approved Jan. 22, 1855, entitled, “an 
act to amend an act entitled ‘an act to establish an Asylum for the 
Blind,’” required the Board of Trustees to make a biennial report 
of the condition of the Institution to the General Assembly. Since 
our last report, made in December, 1856, the sessions of the Gene- 
ral Assembly have been changed, and as no session will probably 
be held next year, we deem it our duty to submit our report at the 
present session. | 

The Institution for the Instruction of the Blind of Iowa, estab- 
lished in Keokuk, in 1852, by Samuel Bacon, the present Superin- 
. tendent, and adopted by the State, and removed to and established 
in this city on the 3d day of February, 1853, free to all the blind 
in the State, and supported at the expense of the State, commenced 
under favorable auspices; and although the attendance of pupils 
has not been as full as anticipated, nevertheless much good has 
been done for the benefit of those in attendanee, who have made . 
great progress in the various branches taught in the Institution. 

For the branches of study pursued in the Institution, and trades 
taught, we refer to the annexcd report of Samuel Bacon, Superin- 
tendent, as also much valuable information in regard to the condi- 
tion of the Institution, and suggestions for the benefit thereof. We 
also annex а list of pupils admitted to the Institution, containing ` 
the name, residence, age, sex, place of nativity, and also the cause 
of blindness of each pupil; and also the date of the decease or dis- 
charge of those who have ceased to be inmates thereof, г 

It will be observed that there has been no increase of pupils 
since our last report, although two new pupils have been admitted. 
during the year. This is owing to various causes, the greatest of 
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: which is the reluctance of blind children to leave their homes and - 
friends, to dwell among strangers, to attend an institution which 
they know but little about, and the benefits of which they do not 
understand, or appreciate. Another rcason, perhaps, is the hard- 
ness of the times and scarcity of money; many parents of blind 
children being unable to clothe them suitably, or to pay their fare 

^to the Institution. One of the pupils has diéd since our last report. 
We have a list uf some thirty pupils who are said to be desirous of 
attending the Institution, and it is to be hoped that most of. them 
will be in attendance the ensuing term. There is ample room in 
the Institution to accommodate that number in addition to those in 
attendance. And we desire to call the attention of members of the 
General Assembly to this subject, and hope that each member will 
visit the blind in his county or district, and explain the objects and 
benefits of the Institution, and exert his influence te induce them 
to attend and secure to themselves an education, both literary and 
mechanical, which will qualify them.to become useful citizens, and 

. enable them to support themselves, instead of loitering about home, 
not only in darkness, but in ignorance, unable to pursue any usefül 
pursuit, а burden to their friends, or the community in which they 
reside. |

We consider the annual appropriations made by the act of the 
224 of January, 1855, as amply sufficient to defray the expenses of . 
_ the Institution, until the General Assembly shall see fit to make a 

| permanent location, and provide for the erection of suitable build- 
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ings for its use, which we beg leave to recommend to the favorable 
consideration of the Legislature, believing that а sum sufficient for 
that purpose could not be appropriated for a better purpose; and 
in view of the fact that the State University has been permanently 
located by the Constitution, whether it would not conduce to the 
best interests of the Institution to fix it permanently in the imme- 
‚ diate vicinity of the University, that the advantages to be derived 
from the same, and a free access to its Library, might be enjoyed . 
by the Institution for the Instruction of the Blind. 

In conclusion we would beg leave respectfully to recommend the 
_ Institution to the favorable consideration of the General Assembly, 
` and to express our entire confidence in the capacity and fidelity of | 
the officers and teachers in the Institution, and our satisfaction 
with the manner in which they have discharged their duties in 
their respective stations.

REPORT OF SAMUEL BACON, PRINCIPAL, 
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JANUARY 2, 1858. 
To the Board of Trustees of the lowa Institution Jor the Education 
Of the Blind: 
GENTLEMEN :—Owing to the adoption of the new Constitution, 
' it beeomes my duty to make this, the Third Biennial Report, а 
year sooner than formerly. The year just past is one of less pros- 
perity to the Institutien than any.since its commencement, which 
was in the month of August, 1852, in the city of. Keokuk, with 
three pupils, two of whom have since died—one, John Statford, 
during the past vacation, at home. 

The Institution. was opened here, under the- patr onage of the 
State, the 4th of April, 1858, since which there have been thirty- 
two admissions. Accompanying this you will find their names; | 
those that have died, or have signified their intention not to return 
are appropriately marked. 

For the support of this Institution, nothing n more is needed ; it 
is believed that the present law will afford sufficient support for the 
school for any number of pupils, % the aid of suitable buildings. 
To this subject the attention of the Legislature has been so often 
invited to no purpose, that I despair of ever seeing the Institution 

| "any more conveniently situated than at present. But if the pres- 
ent Legislature should be more disposed to permanently locate the 
Institution, and make an appropriation for a building at some other 
place than Iowa City, it would be useless to remove the school un- 
til the building should be completed. I would therefore suggest 
the propriety “of leasing and fitting up a building for a term of 
years, where we can have more yard room, in order that the pupils 
may have more exercise in the open air. 

This Institution is free to all the blind of Iowa, of suitable age 
and capacity to receive instruction. Nothing is expected of them 


~ 
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or their friends, except to detray their travelling expenses to and 
from the Institution, and furnish them with suitable clothing. The 
term for instruction commences the first Monday in September of 
each year, and closes the third Saturday in June. The pupils are 
expected to spend their vacations at home with their friends. 

The course of instruction is thorough, and as extensive as the 
age of the Institution will admit. 


There are three Departments, Academical, № usical and Indus- 
trial, each of which has its allotted portion of tin: ». | There is ample 
time left for recreation. The pupils rise at half ast five, breakfast 
at seven, dine at half-past twelve, take tea at halt;past five, retire 
a nine. School commences at six in the morning, and from that 
until half-past twelve, three hours are devoted to literary branches 
and two to music. Afternoon, three hours to labor; one hour in 
the evening is devoted to reading some useful book. The 'Aca- 
demical course at present embraces Geography, Reading raised 
prinf, Writing, Grammar, Logic and Rhetoric, Arithmetic, Alge- 
bra and Geometry. Music embr aces the theory and composition, 
as well as vocal and instrumental music. In the Industrial De- 
partment, the females are employed in. sewing, -plain and fancy 
knitting, and béad-work. The males are employed in broom- 
making. . 

In addition to the above course, the news of the day is read to 
the pupils from the various papers sent to the Institution, gratis, 
for which the editors have our thanks. 


The discipline is mild but firm, free from corporeal puni shment, 
keeping the improvement of the тиг constantly in view. 


We know of no reason why the discipline of the blind should 
differ a particle from that of the seeing, on the course of instruction. 
The manner of conveying that instruction is necessarily different 
forthe want of suitable apparatus; the method pursued is oral, 
which makes it more thorough and consequently better, but more 
laborious for the'teacher. Хо sectarian views are taught, but a due 
reverence and respect for the Supreme Being is inculcated at all 
times in the Institution. If the weather will permit, all the pupils 
are expected to attend church on the Lord's Day. 

Whenever any other test than that of suitableness is applied in 


the selection of officers for the Institution, it might as well be closed 


for all the benefit it will be to the blind, who are naturally suspi- 
' 2 
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cious and reflective; by brooding over their wrongs, they will be- 
come worse instead of better. 

Whether it will be my lot to preside over this Теа much 
 longeris a question of time. I have labored long and hard and 
am weary. It has been the height of my ambition to be at the 
head of a well-ordered Institution, in a suitable building. But this 
І despair of ever seeing in Iowa, where there is so much squabbling 
about localities as to prevent proper legislation, and where from 
the recent settlement of the inhabitants, and their little knowledge 
of one another, it is во difficult to obtain statistics so as to increase 
the school as fast as desirable. | | 

In conclusion, gentlemen, permit me to express the hope that 
you may remain in the Board so long as I am Prineipal.

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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Dod 


Gentlemen of ihe Senate and 
House of Representatives : ; 

I congratulate you upon thecontinued prosperity of our state, 
Bince you were last assembled, its population has continued to in- 
erease, and its resources of every character to be each day more 
and more developed. The earth has yielded liberally of its abun- 
dance, and peace, good orderand happiness everywhere prevail. 
It becomes us to be devoutly thankful to that benign Providence, 
that has blessed our beloved State with another season of prosperity 
and happiness, and brought us to the commencement of another 
official year. 

You are convened under the provisions of a new organic law. - 
You are expected to provide the proper methods for carrying that 
law into full effect. Your labors will exercise a potent influence 
upon the future character and prosperity of the State. That influ- 
ence will extend to a period long after the last of you shall cease to 
be interested in human affairs. Itis not tobe doubted, that you 
appreciate the just responsibilities of your position. Itis expected 
that the spirit of moderation and prudence will preside over all 
your deliberations. It is hoped that all your legislation will be 
stamped with the utmost simplicity and singleness of purpose, and 
that you will abstain. from all measures, which, from their doubtful 
tendency, may necdlessly distract the public mind’ and throw it into 
agitation and controversy. 

“AN the general laws of the state require some modifications to 
adapt them to the provisions of the nèw constitution. Several new 
acts of a general character will also be necessary. Special legisla- 
tion is opposed to the true theory of a Republican government, and 
is the source of great corruption.: The new constitution inculcates 
most strongly the duty of general legislation, and declares that “in 
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АП cases where a general law сап be made applicable, all laws shall 
be general, and of uniform operation throughout the State." It is 
in express terms declared, “that the General Assembly shall not 
pass local or special laws in the following cases :” 

«For the assessment and collection of taxes for state, county or 
“road purposes: 

“For laying out, opening and working roads and highways: 

“For changing the names of persons: 

“For the incorporation of cities and towns: 

“For vacating roads, town-plots, streets, alleys, or -public 
“squares: and 

“For locating county seats.” | 

It will be very important that the legislation on these subjects 
ghould be very full and. specific. 

The general election law will require very material changes, and 
I again submit to the General Assembly, the propriety, when re- 
visiug this law, of incorporating into it provision for making a 
complete registration of all the legal voters in the state. In no 
other way can the ballot boxes be protected against fraud, and the 
elective franchise preserved in its purity. The argument that a 
registry law from its complexity would be too burdensome to be 
complied with, is entitled to no consideration. It is predicated 
upon the idea, either that the General Assembly is incapable of 
maturing a simple and judicious law on this subject; ог that the 
` people of the State are incapable of comprehending and enforcing 
one; neither of which suppositions can be admitted to be correct. 
Such laws have been in operation in several ofthe States ever since 

the foundation'of the government, and have met the approval of all 
classes of citizens. With such a law, and with the strict and honest 
enforcement of the naturalization laws, we shall cease to see parties 
arrayed against each other on account of the birthplace of those who 
compose them, and every bona fide citizen will be secure in his just 
weight in the affairs of the State. Without such a law, judging from 
recent events, it is feared that popular elections will become a 
reproach. 

The revenue law will also require revision, and so far as it relates 
to the State taxes, should be wholly changed. At present the county 
collectors and treasurers, although elected by the people of the 
several counties, are regarded in some degree as State officers.— 
Should they fail to make return ofthe State revenue as required by 
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law, suit is brought by the State on their official bonds. Should a 
defalcation occur, the State sustains ће loss. This ought not to be. 
The county treasurers ought to be in no sense, State officers. Each 
county should be responsible for its proportionate amount of State 
revenue, and under no contingency should the State be compelled to - 
institute suit against these officers, and in default of recovery to 
suffer from {нег delinquency. The transactions of the State should 
be solely with the counties.. 

The result of the present system, is that the county treasurers are 
almost independent of State control, and the prompt receipt of 
money due to the treasury cannot be relied on. Besides it operates 
to the injury of those counties that pay their quota of the revenue 
promptly. А few counties make prompt payments, while others ` 
fail to do so. Auditor’s warrants are issued to discharge the State 
indebtedness, which should be discharged with the money due from 
delinquent counties. These warrants draw eight per cent. interest, 
which is paid from the State treasury, and is contributed by the 
counties that are not, as well as those that are remiss in the discharge 
of their obligations. | 

The amount now in àrrear from the several county treasurers, а 
very small part of which will ever be received by the state;—prob- 
ably not two per cent.—is $62,401,94. | 

I recommend that each county be required to pay Из proportion 
of the State revenue by afixed day, under suitable penalties for non- 
payment. If the county treasurers neglect their duties or default, 
let the burden fall upon the counties that elect them, where it belongs. 

It is much doubted whether the law of last session, substituting 
county for township assessor, was any improvement upon the for- 
mer method of assessment. Judging from my own observation,.I 
do not hesitate to conclude, that many millions of dollars worth of 
property was overlooked at the last assessment, and is this year un- 
taxed. lrecommend the old law, in this рай cular to be restored. 
Sound poliey requires that administration as well as legislation 
should be brought as directly home to the people as possible. There 
must ultimately be а thorough township organization throughout 
the State, and the sooner the people become accustomed to it, the 
less difficult and burdensome it will become, and the more perfect 
and satisfactory will be the transaction of public affairs. 

Itis believed, that an assessment of real estate is not required 
more than once in two or three years. If this be so, alarge aggre- 
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‘gate county expense might be saved. Biennial or triennial assess- 
ments might have a tendency to stimulate improvements and eause 
money, eredits and personal property to pay their proportion of 
taxation, which at presentis not the case. 

The constitution requires the General Assembly to provide for 
taking an enumeration of the inhabitants of the State in 1859, and 
every two years thereafter. Аз the law stands at present, this enu- 
meration must be taken by the county assessors. Мо one need be 
told that it is utterly impossible for these officers to perform this 
duty, and discharge the other duties imposed upon them. Besides, 
many of them are incompetent to perform it. (If it is important 
that the census of the State be taken, it is important that it be accu- 
rately taken and thoroughly compiled: Iknow no way in which 
this can be done, but by authorizing the census board to appoint 
officers for the purpose. 

The people ofthis State have indicated their opinion, that so long 
as banks of issue are tolerated in other States, our interests require 
thatsimilar institutions be established here. If we must have a 
paper currency, it is infinitely better that it should-be’ issued and 
secured and redeemed at home, under our own laws, than that it 
should beissued under laws of which we are ignorant, and con- 
trolled by men with whom we have no community of interest. 

The constitution authorizes the General Assembly to establish, 
with the subsequent approval of the people; 

1. А Біле Dank with branches, to be founded upon an actual 

> specie basis, and the branches to be mutually liable for each other's 
issues. 

2. А general freë banking law with the restrictions and limita- 
tions imposed by Art. 8, Sec. 8 of the Constitution. 

In acting upon this subject, it will doubtless be ever borne in 
mind by the General Assembly, that banks are to be established to 
secure the public welfare, and not to promote the purposes of stock- 
holders and capitalists; and that it is far better that banks should 
realize small profits, than that the publie should be liable to injury 
by their suspens:on or failure. 

Тһе system of common school organization contemplated by the 
new constitution, will, no doubt, result to the advantage of the 
State, if fully and properly carried into execution. Under this sys- 
tem, the members of the board of education are to be elected in 
the several judicial districts in the State. It is presumed that they 
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will be selected on account of their peculiar fitness for the positions 
they are to occupy. They will bring to the board their experience _ 
as educationists, and they ‘will be able to represent the true con- 
dition and wants of every part of the State. They will stimulate 
the zeal of the people in their several districts in behalf of educa- 
tion;—they will instruct the subordinate school officers in the dis- 
charge of their duties,and thus secure the uniform execution of 
the school laws throughout the commonwealth. 

It would be very desirable that the members of the board of ed- 
ucation should have a general supervision of the acts of the county 
school fund commissioners, with authority to require additional or 
new official bonds when deemed necessary, and with power of sub- 
stitution in cases of malfeasance or incompetency on the part of 
the incumbents. · The fact is notorious, that thany of the school 
fund commissioners lack the clerical ability to properly discharge 
the duties of their office. The affairs of some of these offices are 
in almost inextricable confusion, and a reform must be effected 
in their management, ог considerable loss will be sustained by the 
State. 

In compliance with the provisions of an act entitled “an act con- 
cerning school monies,” approved January 28th, 1857, I appointed 
agents to examine “the books, vouchers, securities and other docu- 
ments” of several of the county school fund commissioners, select- 
ing for thé most part, those offices to be examined where it had . 
been reported that the business had been loosely done, or where 
the officer had charge of the proceeds of а part of the “five hun- 
dred thousand acre grant,” as well as of the “sixteenth section 
grant.” The reports show that in amajority of cases the books 
are tolerably well kept, and that there is по immediate danger of 
loss, though there is a suspended debt in nearly every county. In 
some’ counties, however, the fund commissioners have accepted as 
security for money lent, mortgages upon land not within the coun- 
ty, and in some instances upon ideal tracts of land. In many in- 
stances, mortgages are improperly drawn and acknowledged, and 
in some cases they stand as the second or third encumbrances.— 
Some of the commissioners accepted the records and papers belong- 
ing to their office from their predecessors, without inquiring into 
their character or correctness, and such is the confusion of the 
records, and so limited is the knowledge of these officers of ac- 
counts and titles, that it is impossible for them to render an intelli-

gible report of the condition of the school lands and monies under 
their control,’ The agents were in some, counties compelled to 
make complete abstracts of title to all the lands in the county that 
had originally been school lands, in order to ascertain what tracts 
had been sold апа what remained unsold. If the members of the 
board of education are required by law to make annually а thor- 
ough personal examination of each séhool fund commissioner's 
transactions, a uniform system of doing business will, in a little 
time, be established, and the school fund will be а 
_ An agent was also appointed to examine into the pretended loans 
of school monies made by the late Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, James D. Eads, with power to secure as far as possible, 
the future payment thereof. The agent, J. M. Beck, Esqr;, of 
Fort Madison, has been indefatigable in his efforts in this behalf, 
' and has succeeded і in securing а large amount of doubtful indebt- 
‚ edness. The exact condition. of these transactions of the late Su- 
_ perintendent, will be learned from the report of the agent, which 
I herewith transmit for your consideration. It will be observed 
that the deficit will probably amount to forty-six thousand four hun- 
. dred and three eighty one hundredth dollars, for the payment of 
which recourse must be had to the official bonds of Mr. Eads. 
^ Iagain call your attention to the revision of the school laws of 
. the State, as prepared and submitted to the last General Assembly 
by Messrs. Horace Mann and Amos Dean. It can safely be said, 
that the general provisions of that report met the approval of the 
friends of education in the State. Indeed, the report was accepta- 
ble to a large majority of the members of the last General Assem- 
bly; but failed to be enacted into a law for reasons not connected 
with the merits of the report itself. The obstacles then in the way 
of its adoption have since been removed by the adoption of the 
_ new constitution, and I know no reason why it ир not now be 
considered and enacted into a law. | 
I cannot forbear repeating the opinion ence to the General 

Assembly three years ago, “that the public schools should be sup- 
ported by taxation of property, and that the . present rate system, 
or per capita tax upon scholars, should be abolished." I have 
seen no reason to change my opinion on this subject, but, on 
the contrary, I have been every day more and more strength- 
ened in the conviction that it 15 the only wise and politic method 
of educating the people. The per capita system is based upon the 
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idea that education is а personal benefit for which those who receive 
it should pay, whilst the true theory of popular education is that 


it is a public benefit for which the public should pay. 
The capitol building at Iowa City has been surrendered to the 


trustees of the State University. The building is out of repair, and 
requires considerable change in its internal arrangements to adapt 
it to the purposes for which it is to be used. I recommend the 
General Assembly to appropriate a sum sufficient to put it in com- 
plete order for the uses for which it is now designed. 

The report of the trustees of the university will be laid before 
you. The time has come when this institution should be put in 
vigorous operation and be made a benefit and honor to the state. 
The constitution requires the General Assembly to *encourage by 

all suitable means the Promotion of intellectual, scientific, moral 
and agricultural improvement.” I know no more pràcticable 
method of. compliance with this constitutional injunction, than by 
the organization of the universit y upon the basis of the report sub- 
mitted by the commissioners to the General Assembly at its last 
session. 

"The report of the trustees of the blind and deaf and dumb asy- 
| lums will be laid before you. The deaf and dumb asylum is in a 
| prosperous condition and only lacks the proper accommodations, to 
| answer all the reasonable desires of the friends of the institution 
| and of the children in charge. I recommend that this institution 
| be permanently established at some point in the state, and that 


| steps be taken to erect a proper asylum building. 
The pupils at the blind asylum are so few that it does not seem 


| necessary to maintain an institution for their instruction. They 
сап be educated ' by the State in similar institutions elsewhere, at 


| less expense than is now annually appropriated for this purpose. 
I am pleased to be able to say that the hospital for the insane at 


| Mount Pleasant has advanced rapidly towards completion, and can 
| he made ready for occupancy during the present year. The main , 
| rear projection, embracing the ког. bakery, washrooms, laun- 
| dry, chapel, dining room, servant’s room, &c., is under roof, and 
EB can be plastered in the early spring. The whole east half of the 
| building сап be raised to the roof in thirty days, the material being 
| cow all upon the ground. The west half is raised to the bottom of 
the second story windows, and a considerable portion of the stone 


| required for the completion of this wing is also prepared and upon 
| the ground.

The whole work is of the most substantial character; the plan 
of the structure meets the approbation of all who are familiar with 
the treatment of insane persons, and I think I hazard nothing in 
saying that when completed the hospital will be creditable to the. 
State. | | 

The amount already expended, including labor, materials of va- 
rious descriptions оп- hand, glass, sash and window frames for the 
entire building, stock, &c., is 8188,548,01. Тһе estimates of 
amounts that may be necessary to complete the building, out build- 
ings, furnish steam, gas and water, and to prepare the hospital 
grounds, will be found in the report of the commissioners, herewith 
communicated. | | 

It may be thought by some that the size of this building is 
greater than the necessities of the State require, and more expen- 


sive than the finances of the State will justify. 


In response to such suggestions, I beg leave to say that there 


are now insane people enough in the state to fill it to its utmost 
capacity, and that, while it has thus far been most substantially 


°. built, no money has been spent, nor does the plan contemplate the 


expenditure of any, for useless finish or adornment. When it is 
remembered that each patient requires a separate dormitory, en- 
closed by brick walls, thus requiring three hundred rooms for the 
inmates alone; that'there are day-rooms and associated dormitories; 
dining-rooms, wash-rooms, bathing-rooms and water-clósets, in each 
of the sixteen wards; and that there must necessarily be large ac 
commodations for baking, cooking, washing, ironing, &oc., &c., for 
a houschold of nearly four hundred persons, the magnitude of the | 


building and its cost will not be surprising. 
No one who examines the census returns of this State for 1856, 


and informs himself of the proportion of insane cases that become 
chronic and incurable when treated as they now are in this State, 0 
the proportion that are cured when sent immediately to an asy- 
lum, will hesitate to believe that humanity, economy and safety, 
require that this institution should bé immediately completed, and 


hereafter liberally supported. 
Tt will be necessary for the General Assembly to determine upon 


what system the Hospital, when completed, shall be conducted. 
At present there is no provision for the admission of patients, and 
it will be necessary to declare upon what conditions they сап be те 
ceived, and who shall have the general supervision of the interests 
of the institution. mE | 
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In compliance with the instructions of the General Assembly, I 
have caused the report of the Geological Survey of the State to 
be printed at Albany, New York, mde the immediate supervision 
of Prof. Hall. "The work has been issued from the press, and is 
now in transit to this place. I am pleased to be able to say, that 
it is regarded by men of science, who have had access to the proof- 
sheets, as one of the noblest contributions that has ever been made 
to the scientific history of the country, and is 1955: of by all as 
an honor to our State. 

My successor will submit to you, during the session, the estimates 
of Messrs. Hall & Whitney for carrying forward the work to com- 
pletion. 

There are now several independent military companies in the 
State, to whom State arms have been distributed. Many of the 
companies are uniformed, fully equipped, and well disciplined. 
Yet, there is no law of the state under which they are organized, 
or that would strictly authorize the Executive authority to call them 
into the field, in cases requiring their services. 

The experience of the past year has demonstrated the necessity 
for some military organization in the state, and I therefore commend 
the subject to your consideration, 

Accompanying this communication you will receive the report 
. of the Treasurer of State.

‚ The expenses of the State during the two past years have been 
greatly increased by the extra session of the General Assembly in 
July, 1855, rendered necessary by the grant of land to the State for 
railroad purposes, by the recent constitutiona! convention, and by 
the erection of a hospital for the insane at Mint Pleasant. The 
amount expended for these three purposes exc :»ds the sum of two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

It will' be observed that the estimate of resources for the years 
1858 and 1859, is based upon the supposition that the present rate 
of state taxation shall be continued. It will be for the General 
Assembly to determine whether or not this.rate of taxation shall be 
adhered to. It is believed that owing to the present scarcity of 
money and the stagnation in business, a small amount only of the 
state revenue now due, will be promptly paid. I therefore submit 
to the General Assembly the propriety of borrowing upon the bonds 
of the State, the amount allowed by the Constitution. I have rea- 
son to boliovo that six per cent. bonds gau be negotiated at par. 
Should this course be adopted, thepresent liabilities of the State 
can be immediately discharged, the charitable institutions ean be 
carried forward to completion, and the rate of taxation for the years 
1858 and 1859 can be reduced at least one-third. | 

The act of January 29, 1857, in relation to the Des Moines River . 
Improvement, authorized the making of a new contract for the 
prosecution of that work. This action of the General Assembly 
was founded upon the conclusion that the contract of June 9, 1854, 
with the Des Moines Navigation and Railroad Company, was in- 
valid and nugatory, from never having been approved by the Gov- 
егпог. The Supreme Court haa, how ever, since decided that as 
this contract was subsequently recognized and acted upon by the 
State authorities, the original detect has been cured, and cannot now 
be made a ground of objection. 

But from the report of the joint committee of the two houses at 
the last session of the General Assembly, it would seem that the 
terms of this contract had never been complied with by the Com 
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pany, but that it has been disregarded i in its most essential particu- 
lare, whereby the purposes for which it was entered into have not 
been and will not be attained. If this be true, you may teel it to 
be your duty to rescind that contract, for the reasons stated in the 
report, and make other arrangements in relation to that munificent 
grant, now in danger of being frittered away -without any useful 
result. | 

The report above referred to also indieates that the Des Moines 
Navigation and Railroad Company have not only forfeited their 
| charter by a failure to comply with the requirements of the statute, 
| but that they have engaged in practices calculated to deceive and 
| defraud, проп a large scale, innocent and unsuspecting persons, both 
at home and abroad. If this be true, it may- be- thought a matter 
| of sufficient public importance to justify you in directing the At- 

torney General to institute proceedings to vacate the charter of the 
| Company, and thus prevent it from perpetrating any further wrongs 
under the authority of the laws of this State. 

The report of the Commissioners will furnish you the specific i in- 
tormation that may be necessary as the basis for any action on the 
subject that may be deemed desirable. 

By the act of Congress admitting Iowa into the Union, approved 
March 3d, 1845, it is declared “ that five per cent. of the net pro- 
ceeds of sales of all public lands lying within the said State, which 
| have been-or shall be sold by Congress from and after the admission 


of said State, after deducting all the expens 8 incident to the same, 


| Shall be appropriated for making publie roads and canals within the 
said State, as the Legislature may direct." This act of admission 
was aecepted by the State on the 15th of January, 1847, with the 
provision that “the General Assembly shall have the right, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the second section of the 10th ar- 
ticle of the Constitution of Iowa, to appropriate the five per cent. 
of the net proceeds of sales of all publie lands lying within the 


State which have been or shall be sold by Congress from and after 


the admission of said State, atter deducting all expenses incident to 
the same, to the support of common schools."  — 

At the time this contract was made between the State and the 
United States—for it ean be regarded in no other light than a con- 
tract —the United States disposed of the public lands in no other 
way than by бола fide sales for money. This obligation on the 
part of the Federal Government was based upon the obligation on 
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the part of the State that lands belonging to the United States 
. should not be taxed, and that the lands of non-residents should not 
be taxed higher than the lands of residents. | 

The State had reason to believe that the same policy would be 
continued. Since that time, however, the policy has been changed, 
and immense quantities of land have been entered by military land 
warrants, issued to former soldiers in the United States army. The. 
law authorizing them to be issued, provides that these warrants 
shall be received in payment forlands. Тһе Government, there- 
fore, receives a consideration for the land thus entered, in the dis- 
charge of its obligations upon the warrants. It is exceedingly un- 
just for the government to destroy the fund which it holds in trust 
from the State, for the purpose of rewarding those who have ren- 
dered it service. Between private persons, the same state of facts 
` would justify а recovery in a court of law. It seems to me that 
the same principle should prevail between the two governments. 
The military land warrants located in this State up to the 30th June, 
- 1856, covered 10,929,692.30 acres. Тһе per centage due to the 
State thereon is $689, 980 20. I have no means of knowing the 
number of acres located in the fiscal year ending 30th June, 1857, 
but I judge that the aggregate per centage now due to the State 
approaches very near $1,000,000. 

I recommend that Congress be again memorialized on this sub- 
ject, and that suit be authorized to be instituted against the United 
States, for the recovery of the amount due, in the Court of Claims. 

During the past three years, my attention has been frequently 
ealled to the pr obability | of acollision between the Indians and the 
settlers in the west and north-western counties of the State. I have 
repeatedly addressed the President of the United States, the Secre- 
tary of War, and the Commissioner of Indian affairs; warning them 
of the apprehended danger, and urging that а о steps be 
taken to remove the Indians beyond our limits. Copies of my let- 
ters to the membersin Congress from the State of Iowa, under date 
of 30th January, 1855, and to the President of the United States, 
under date of 3d December, 1855, I herewith transmit: 

Without any military organization in the State, and without any 
power to act, exceptin the event of an actual hostile invasion; 
residing ren.ote from the scene of anticipated difficulty , and fearful 
that some exigency might arise that would require prompt and еп- 
sa action; in January, 1855, I requested Maj. Wm. Wil- 
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liams, of Fort Dodge, to assume а general charge of this subject, 
and authorized him as far as I had power to do so, to act in my 
behalf, in any contingency that might arisein connection with the 
Indians. | 

In Febr uary last, Ink -pa-du-tab’ s band of Sioux Indians madea 
hostile incursion into the State, and perpetrated most horrible 
atrocitiesin Dickinson county. When intelligence of this event 
reached Fort Dodge, Maj. Williams at once enrolled three compan- 
ies ofmen under Capt’s.. Richards and Dancomb, of Webster coun- 
- ty, and Captain Johnson, of Hamilton county, and proceeded to the 
scene of difficulty. "These heroic men left their homes in the most 
inclement season of the year, and endured almost unheard of suffer- 
ings and privations; crossing swollen streams flooded with ice, and 
traversing uninhabited prairies in the most tempestuous weather, 
that they might save their fellow-creatures from a savage butchery, 
or rescue them from a captivity worse than death. 

Two of their number, Capt. J. C. Johnson, of Hamilton county, 
and William Burkholder, of Webster county, perished on the 
march. Others returned frozen and maimed. The expedition did 
| not overtake the Indians; but they reached the scene of their bar- 
| barities, gave to the dead a christian burial, and brought back with 
| them, two children, the sole survivors of the slaughtered settle- 
| ment. у 
| The men who thus gallantly and humanely perilled their lives, 
| have received no compensation for the time employed in the expe- 
| dition, or for their outfit. The Federal Government is in equity 
bound for their compensation. The Indian tribes are under its 
protection and control. It has allotted to each tribe a scope of 
country for its exclusive occupation. It has sold lands to settlers 
in this State with the understanding that these tribes shall be con- 
fined to their respective limits, and that the possession of the land 
purchased shall never be disturbed by the Government, or those 
| under its management. If the savages break over their bounds 
| and inflict injury upon others, the Government should respond to 
| the parties injured, for the damages sustained, and for the expenses 
incurred in protecting themselves against a repetition of the injury. 
| Tothis end, I recommend that a memorial be addressed to the Con- 
| gress of the United States. 
| But many of the members of Maj. Williams’ command ате un- 
able to await the tardy action of Congress, and Itherefore advise

that the State assume the payment, and reserve the same from any 
appropriation that may be made. | 

Accompanying this, will be found the report of Commissary 
General. C. D. Richards, showing the amount expended on account 
of this expedition, &c.:— 

I submit to the General Assembly, whether some public recog- 
nition of the noble gallantry and untimely death of Messrs. J al 
son and Burkholder, is not alike due to their memory, and to the 
gratitude of the State. | 

I do not anticipate any further trouble from the Indians. Тһе 
rumors put afloat in regard to future difficulty can generally be 
traced to interested persons who seek by their circulation to accom- 
plish some ulterior purpose. To be prepared for any such emer- 
gency, however, I have established a depot for arms and ammuni- 
tion at Fort Dodge, and have procured a cannon, muskets and 
ammunition for another depot in Dickinson county. : 

I transmit herewith, the Report of the Inspectors of the State 
Penitentiary, to which I solicit your particular attention.

By an oversight, doubtless, no appropriation was made by the 
last General Assembly for the support of this institution. To meet 
the current expenses, the Inspectors were compelled, with my ар- 
| prov al, to divert towards this purpose, 4,000,00 of the appropria 
tión for the construction of wall, hospital, Жо. This diversion be- 
came necessary to the very existence of the institution, and it is 
hoped it will meet your approval. 

There has been a great increase in the number of convicts, and 
more cells and wor k-shops are required for their accommodation. 
The amount of appropriation that will be required for their con- 
struction, will be learned from the accompanying report 
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[ ат happy to be able to вау that the health of the convicts has 
been good during the year. There have been no deaths, and no 
‚ escapes or attempts at escape. "The discipline has been excellent, 
and the moral condition of the institution quite as good ав could be 
expected. ù и 

I also transmit for your DR a presentment of a Grand 
Jury of Lee county upon this subject. 

The necessity for a hospital for the sick, and apartments for 
female convicts, is urged with great force by the Grand Jury as 
well as by the Inspectors, and must, I think, be apparent to all. 

Iwould сай your attention to the fact that the edition of the 

“Code of Iowa” is exhausted, and that there are no copies of some 
` of the session’ laws. 

It will be necessary to make provision in some way for their 
republication. Many officers, in the new couuties especially, who 
are entitled to copies of the laws, are unsupplicd, and must remain 
во, until some further provision is made. 5 

I cannot close this communication, without briefly id your 
attention to the extraordinary doctrine announced by some of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court of tlie United States in the recent сазе 
of Scott vs; Sandford, and which the people of this country are now 
ealled on to endorse as the true construction of our national con- 
stitution. 

The founders of this republic entertained, no doubt that con- 
gress had power to make all needful rules and regulations for the 
government of the territories of the United States, and that a pro- 

hibition of the introduction of African slavery within these territo- 

ries was legitimately within the scope of this authority. Such 
was the universal sentiment of the country, aud the principle was 
recognized in numerous instances by Congress prior to 1854; when 
the Missouri Compromise line was obliterated and the territories of 
Kansas and Nebraska created. The new and specious theory of 
"popular sovereignty?" was then promulgated. Тһе people of Icwa. 
were besought to acquieseein the repeal of the Missouri Compro- 

mise, on the ground that by the principle established by the Kansas 
- Nebraska act, the people of the territories would have the power 
to determine for themselves, whether freedom or slavery £hould 
prevail within their several jurisdictions. It was contended that 
the inevitable effect of giving the people the power to settle this 
question for themselves would be to establish freedom in every 
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. territory—that such was the vitality, and vigor, and advantages 
-of free institutions over slave institutions; that so apparent were 
- the withering influences of slavery upon all the best interests of во- 
- ciety, that no intelligent people would encourage о? allow it to be 
established within any of the new territories. There was such a 
degree of plausibility and fairness about this agreement, that i 
received the support of a considerable portion of the American 
people. 
`’ Ваб the theory of popular T A and the theory of the 
^ power of Congress overthe subject of slavery in the territories, 
have alike been overthrown by the decision of the Supreme Court. 
After overturning the law as it had been settled more than seventy 
years, by deciding that Scott was not a citizen because of his Af- 
rican descent ; that he had no right to bring suit; that the court 
had no jur ее of the сазе, for the reason that there was no 
case legitimately before it, for the want of a proper party; a ma- 
jority of the Judges proceeded to pass upon what they were pleased 
to consider the merits of the case. | 
| I am aware, that except upon the single question of the citizen- 

‚ Ship of Dred Scott, their opinions are entirely extra-judicial, and 
entitled to no more weight than the opinions of any other citizens, 
But they are worthy of your consideration, because they foreshad- 
ow the opinion that will be authoritatively announced whenever 
the proper state of facts shall be presented that may seem to justify it. 

It is first declared, by a majority of the judges, that Congress 
. has no power over slavery in the territories, and as a natural corol- 
· .lary cannot delegate to the people of the territories a power it can- 
not itself exercise. Iiis declared that the Constitution plants 
. Slavery upon all the publie ee and there nurtures and pro- 
tects it. 

It is no longer held, under this ER that freedom is national 
and slavery local, confined to the limits of the States that see fit 
to uphold it. Slavery is in effect declared to be a national institu- 
-tion, belonging not to the States, but to the United States. It is 
fastened upon every foot of soil belonging to the Government, and 
thereis no power in Congress, or in the Territorial Governments to 
expel it. Whatever Territory may be hereafter acquired by the 
United States, will instantly become slave soil. Wherever the flag 


of the country goes, there goes slavery with its chains and mana- 
cles. 
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The logical result of this decision goes still further, i carries 
slavery into every State in this Union. 

One of the Justices of the Supreme Court even declares, * that 
the only private property which the Constitution has specifically re- 
cognized and has imposed it as a direct obligation both on the 
States, and the tederal government to protect ; and enforce, is the 
property of the master in the slave; no other right of property is 
placed by the; constitution upon the same high ground or shielded 
byasimilar guarantee." Ш thisbetrue, the whole union is slave 
territory, and there is no power on earth to abolish it. If both the 
States and the federal government are bound fo protect this right 

of property, there is nothing to prevent slavery from taking pos- 
session of Iowa to-day. 

But it is not true. There is no such obligation imposed upon 
the States. Theconstitution no where regards slaves as property. 
They are uniformly spoken of as “persons.” . Аз © persons” they 
are enumerated and entitled to representation. As “persons” they 
are subject to rendit ion as fugitives from “service or labor,” as 
are apprentices and minors. As “persons” their “immigration . 
or importation" could not be prohibited prior to 1808. 

It needs no argument to show that this decision is unwarranted 
by the facts presented to the courts; that it is revolutionary in its 
character; subversive of the policy of the founders of the repub- 
lic, and violates the rights of the states. Being wholly extra-judi- 
cial, so far as relates to the power of congress and the States over 
slavery, it cannot bind the conscience, or command the obedience 
of any man. 

I trust that as the representatives of the freedom loving citizens 
of Iowa, you will explicitly declare that you will never consent 
that this State shall become an integral part of agreat slave repub- 
"Не, by assenting to the. abhorrent doctrines contained in the 
Dred Scott decision, let the consequences of dissent be what they 
may. 

The condition of affairs in Kansas, certainly demands your con- 
sideration. | 

Nothwithstanding the grossest frauds and the most unequal leg- 
islative apportionment, the people of that untortunate Territory 
have declared by an emphatie majority in favor of freedom. Мо 
candid mind ean now doubt that at least four fifths of the bona fide 
citizens of the territory desire to erect it into a free State. |

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But the more evident it is that the people do not desire slavery 
fastened upon them, the more desperate aro the efforts of the sla- . 
very propagandists to thwart the popular will We have seen 
within a few weeks, a small number of persons pretending to be 
the representatives of only a small minority of the people, pro- 
claiming what thev call the constitution of Kansas. That consti- 
tution recognizes slavery as already established, makes provision 
for its protection aud undertakes to bind posterity against its abo- 
lition. The attempt is made to subvert every principle of popu- 
lar government, by fastening this constitution upon the people 
without their consent. Conscious that it would be overwhelmingly 
- defeated if fairly submitted for their approval or disapproval, they 
are denied the privilege of determining for themselves the charac- 
ter of the institutions under which they are to live. They are no-: 
permitted to settle for themselves any of the important questions 
eonneeted with their judieiary, representation, taxation, internal 
improvements, education, finance, State indebtedness, or personal 
rights. For the purpose of riveting slavery upon them, a blow is 
thus struck at the very foundation principle of popular govern- 

ment. Had a similar attempt been made by the reeent constitu- 
. tionsl convention in this State to force a constitution upon the peo- 
ple regardless of the popular will, it would Jy have resulted in 
a revolution. 

This pretended constitutional convention, iti ig true ‚ proposed а sep- 
arate article which was submitted to the people, and which if adopt- 
ed, establishes slaver y in Kansas upon a more barbarous system than 
isk nown to any of the slave States of this Union. But по one was 
permitted to vote either Юг or against this separate article until 
he first voted for the constitution. He was not allowed to vote 
against it. Theas, whether the soparate article was adopted or re- 
jected,if the constitution which could not be voted against, is per- 


. mitted io stand as the organic law of the State, Kansas must be- 


We cannot be indifferent to the efforts of the people of Kansas 
to perpetuate freedom тп that territory. We ought not to be indif- 
ferent. No people are deserving of freedom who do not sympa- 

шле with those who are struggling to attain it. The people ој 


Kansas are the champions of popular government every where.— 
They are bringing to the test the great principle enunciated by 


come a slave State. 
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our revolutionary fathers that government derives its power by 
the consent of the governed. 

If the recent constitutional convention of Kansas, defended as it 
was by federal bayonets against the just indignation of the people, 
can succeed by trick and fraud in fastening an obnoxious constitu- 
tion upon them, aud take away from them the power to amend it 
until slavery shall beeome further strengthened, there is an end to 
free government and American liberty. 2 

The people of Iowa look with alarm upon the constant aggres- 
sions of the slavery propagandists, but I confess that I look with 
equal alarm upon the manifest tendeney of our government to 
consolidation. 

The events of the few past years would seem to indicate that 
the predictions of some of the men who achieved our liberties 
for us, are being fulfilled. Our government is fast becoming an 
elective mónarchy. The States are gradually lesing their conse- 


‚ quence and will soon be reduced to the condition of mere munici- 


pal appendages to the central power. The influence ofthe federal 
covernment is prostituted to interference in State. affairs, even to 
that of municipal elections. The doctrine inherited trom our an- 
cestors that standing armies are dangerous to the liberties of the 
people, is repudiated by constant and strenuous efforts to increase 
the nationalarmy. The federal government now asks to control 


all the banking institutions in the States by virtue of some law of 
Congress.  Sineeure offices are created for the purpose of in- 


fluencing public opinion. The army of office-holders scattered 
through the states, uttering the sentiments, disbursing the : money, 
and obeying the commands of the Central Authority, govern in a 
great degree the sentiment of the country” Thus, the federal gov- 
ernment, instead of being as it was designed to be, the mere crea- 
ture and under the control of the States, is fast becoming their mas- 
ter. | J 

This centralizing influence of the government—the immense in- 
crease of our national expenses—the history of slavery propagan- 
dism in Kansas, and the complicity of the federal government 
therewith; the attempt to overthrow the clearest right of self-gov- 
ernment for the purpose of extending the institutions of slavery, 
and the efforts to destroy the rights of the States by political de- 
cisions of the supreme court, should remind the freemen of lowa 
that their political rights are in danger, 
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. taining the integrity of the state governments against the corrupt- 


ing influences of federal patronage and power. Е 
Closing with this communication my official connection with the 


. government, I may be permitted to avail myself of the occasion to 


return to my fellow citizens my heartfelt thanks Юг the honor and 
confidence they have bestowed on me, and to assure them of my 
continued aspirations for the advancement of our beloved State in 
virtue, prosperity and happiness.

Qn assuming: the office of Chief Executive of the State, it 
becomes my duty, to point out to you, as a co-ordinate branch of 
the Government, some of the principles, which in my opinion, 
should guide us in the administration of its affairs. 

Legislation is а high sovereign power, to be exercised with great 
wisdom. Its sanctions are found in the proper discharge of our 
responsibilities to the people from whom the power is derived. 

We have reached an important juncture in the history of this 
State, and are charged with the initiative of,laws and measures 
bearing upon its administrative policy which gives peculiar empha- 
sis to our public duties. 

Aside from this, there аге other circumstances connected with - 
our Federal relations, and the financial posture of affairs, by which 
all business transactions have suddenly been deranged; the com- 
mercial sky over-clouded, the whole country smitten ав with a palsy, 
and this period marked as one of uncommon solemnity. 

But өуегу age must teach its own lesson. The lesson ot 
this age, of great movements and great peril is first, that of 
limiting the credit system to its rightful sphere. Secondly, that 
of giving back to agriculture her just. and full proportion of the 
industrial forces of society; Тог it is plain, that when the commer- 
cial classes .become numerically larger than is necessary , for. the 
exchange and distribution of the products of the earth, and the 
fabries.of ita work-shops, (as unquestionably was the case at the 
commencement of the late financial and commercial crisis) the 
effect must be to disturb that equilibrium in the division of labor, 
во. essential-to a healthy condition of the world's business. 

- This undue enlargement of buyers and.sellere.in which ів in- 
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cluded the whole circle of traders and speculators, whether in шекг-: 
chandise or land, at the expense of field culture, has contributed 
in my judgment its full share їп bringing upos the country that 
embarrassment which 18 its just retribution. 

Its effect is to engender a spirit of cupidity and reckless specu- 
lation; it multiplies the employment of unnatural expedients te 
live easy, and without much toil. This is subversive of the law of 
our being. Toil is the Providentially appointed allotment of man 
at birth. Husbandry in its enlarged sense is, the basis of society, 
furnishing not only the pabulum of life, but the material for cloth 
ing the world. 

All other branches of business are but its incidents. Thin the 
ranks of its votaries, and crowd the channels of trade and com- 
merce, and you bring into being a train of disturbing evils that 
must result in disaster. 

No maxims. of political economy, however well observed—no 
system of currency, however nicely adjusted or guarded, can com- 
pensate for this departure from the law of labor. 

Let agriculture, the vanguard of all other occupations, have its 
full and appropriate share of the industrial forces of the country, 
with a commerce just equal to a fair distribution of its products, 
. always following, and never in anticipation of its annual crops, and 
the world’s affairs and business will in the main flow on with com- 
paratively a smooth and full stream. 

Happily for the people of Iowa, the sun in its brilliancy looks not 
down upon a fairer land, for the exemplification of this great regu- 
lating element in the economy ‘and business of life. · Here the 
ignorant and humble, as well as the more intelligent and elevated 
peasant—the amateur husbandman—the pr ofessional and literary 
man—the statesman and politician, and the representative men of 
„the highest style in the country, may pay their homage to this pri- 
meval employment of man, and secure to general husbandry its 
highest conception and development as a system and as a science. 

There is not perhaps another* 50,914 square miles in one body 
upon the globe, that can offer so many broad acres of unrivaled 
fertility, and of such high adaptations for the staples of life, as the 
State of Iowa. Two of the largest navigable rivers in the world, 
lave her eastern and western borders: her plains abound in coal- 
beds and other mineral. There are no natural causes of insalubri-- 
` ty within her realm. The course of her prairies and the physical 
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configuration of the surface, invite the atmosphere of the snowy 
mountains in copious currents over her extended plains, bearing 
upon their wings the invigorating vitality that gives quickness and 
elasticity to the step, and endurance to the toiling energies of its- 
-people. 

This goodly land, thus blessed in its natural conditions: has 
undergone an almost magical transition from Nature’s wilderness 
to the “cultivated fields; the flourishing villages and populous cities 
of civilized and еш нса man; and inthis attitude presents а 
gubject of reflection unsurpassed in interest in the annals of the 
world. 

The condition of State екі which it rapidly attained, has 

recently been amplified; andis now about to manifest itself through 
а more perfect organization, legislative, judicial and executive. 
Over this combination of supreme powers you are called to extend 
a legislation that shall give effect, and operation to its recently mod- ` 
ified and improved fundamental law; to revise, correct and har- : 
monize existing enactments; to establish a policy suited to the 
rapidly unfolding resources of а State, and to lay the foundations 
ef an empire that can under benificent laws and a wise system of 
field culture, support five to eight millions of inhabitants. 
.  Itshould be our aim to emulate, if not surpass, the best model 
~ of a State Government in the Union. We are one of a great con- 
fedaraey of States; each existing under its highest form of organ- 
ization as а body politic; each in its-constitutional sphere indepen- 
dent of the others, and all possessing their own peculiar system of 
poliey, adapted to their geographical positions, the habits and pur- 
suits of their people and the capabilities of theirsoil. None are 
perfect, yet all are commissioned to promote the public weal. It 
is a noble contest between a galaxy of sovereign States, as to which 
shall present to the world the model Government. 

The first great element of all prosperity is to conduct the affairs 
of the State upon christian principles. In this way the Divine 
will is honored, and the spirit of God breathes through the com- 
bined intelligence of the people. This principle in our own polit- 
ical system raises itself in majestic serenity above the strifes of 
parties, and the conflicts of sections, and being based upon the 
dictates of pure reason, promotes a degree of perfection in systems 
of State policy-not otherwise attainable. 

One important method of displaying a just regard for the prin- 
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ciples ot christianity is to give due attention to the benevolent insti. 
tutions of the day. The hand of charity should be extended to all 
the varieties of human want; multiplying: its forms of action in 

proportion to the forms of suffering; in the erection of hospitals, 
lunatic, and deaf and dumb asylums; in establishing dispensories 
and poor-houses; in opening receptacles for the reformation and: 
punishment of the vicious and wicked; founding institutions-of 
learning of & high order, with charity scholarships, and perfecting 
ar common school system. Itis known thatthroughout our State ` 
there are many unfortunate human beings bereft of reason, for 
whom no adequate provision has yet been completed. There are 
others to whom the light of Heaven comes not, whose eyes are 
closed to Ње happy smiles of friends, and the beauties of the world; 
and some who hear not the voice of love and the whispers of 
living nature. The poor maniac needs prompt and efficient sym- 
pathy and kindness and restoration to society, and whilst humanity 
rejoices over the result of institutions reared for-his benefit, expe- 
_ riencecheers us with the knowledge that we can almost open the 
eyes of the blind and unstop the ears of the deaf. 

These public enterprises demand no specification at my hands on 
this occasion. Their establishment is among the duties which 

every State owes to its citizens, and we should endow and foster 
them in all their best forms and appointments. 

‚Т only mention them, to вау, that as God has given unto us the 
fairest heritage in all the earth to inhabit, let us not dishonor the 
gift, by erecting upon it institutions, or passing over it a code of 
laws less wise and beneficent than those of other countries, or 
which shall fail in their conception and design to reflect back the 
beauty, richness and excellency of the land they are intended to 
bless. 

Upon this idea has the lunatic asylum at Mount Pleasant, been 
wisely commenced. Let it go for ward and be completed upon the 
principle and design of making it a model institution of the kind, - 
as every other kindred institution should be.- It is only upon this 
line of policy that we ean hope to lay claim to anything like State 
superiority in this department of the publie service. 

Economy in the administration of the publie business should 
never be overlooked. But true economy consists in a faithful and 
wise application of the means of the State, in commanding the 
services of the best men, ordaining the best system of laws, and 
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establishing the highest order of institutions. In Фе just accepta- 
tion of the principle of public economy we cannot accept any other 


- terms. 


In the main each State is to perform her own works of charity. 
But there is one description of these humane and provident insti- 
tutions to which I desire to make special reference, as they are 
. national rather than localin their character. I allude to marine 
hospitals. We have distinguished precedents for calling the two 
great rivers that wash our shores, inland seas. They bear upon 
their bosom a heavy and a growing commerce, next in importance 
to that which floats upon the more expanded realms of the open 
seas. ` The vessels of many States ply upon their waters, and they 
throw upon our borders annually no inconsiderable number of 
afflicted and disabled watermen. These are not our citizens alone; 
they belong to the carrying trade of the whole country, and they 
should be kindly cared for at the public expense. Our associated 
relation to the general Government makes it your.duty, early and 
persistently to press upon the consideration of Congress the іш: 
portance not only of erecting marine hospitals at the proper points, 
but that also of custom-house and postal buildings, at those places 
made ports of delivery, and where distributing post offices have . 
been established; if-the amount of business connécted with -these - 
branches of the publié service will justify the same. 


Cordially approving and adopting the views and suggestions 
eontained in the message delivered by my worthy predecessor upon 
all the ordinary topios of legislation, it is only necessary for me to 
recur in general terms to some of those things which impress my 
own mind with their importance.

The unexampled increase of our population the last two or three . 
years, has had the effect to exhaust all the copies of the Code, as 
well as the pamphlet laws subsequently enacted, leaving a largo 
body of our citizens destitute of the means of knowing the laws. 
under which they are living. | 

This evil should be remedied at as early a period as practicable. 
Six years. practice under the Code has brought to light many de- 
fects, especially in the chapters regulating our civil procedure, 
which ought: now to be reformed. ‘This done, the publication of а 
new edition of the Code and pamphlet laws, including the new 
practice act, might perhaps be left to individual enterprise, as it is 


known there are persons now preparing and taking the initiatory 
steps for such a publication. 

Irejoice to know that the people of Iowa have been singularly 
fortunate in the selection of so competent and intelli gent а body of 
men for the transaction of their business. No occasion has arisen 
in the State, in my judgment, demanding the exercise of more 
wisdom, sound discretion, and statesmanship, than the опе on which 
you are now convened. 

But in view of the great amount of other business which will 
occupy your attention during the session, I beg to recommend the 
appointment of two or three competent legal gentlemen to act at | 
once in conjunction with special committees constituted for that pur- 
. pose, іп revising, amending and getting up a more efficient and 
perfect practice act, to the end that the same may go out with the 
publieation of the other laws їп Ше spring—and the people of this 
State be blessed witha system of civil and criminal procedure, under 
. which the great principles of justice and right can be administered. 
—4all wrong suppressed—goodness ang virtue protected—and evil 
_ deers punished. 

In this connection I cannot forbear making а to Ње great 
inadequacy of the State Penitentiary to effectuate the objects pro- 
posed. 1618 under the management of highly competent inspec- 
tors, who can, with the generous aid of your body, make it what it 
should be, a first class, self-sustaining institution. The absolute 
demands of criminal justice in this direction, admit of no denial ог, 
delay. The report of the Inspéctors will tell its own story, and 
command, I doubt not, your very considerate and prompt attention. 

The йс experience of the whole country attests the indis- 
pensable utility of railroads. Although diffusive in the benefits 
they bestow, extending themselves to every class in community, 
yet the country is indebted for the most part, to individual, capital 
_and enterprise for their construction. This fact should bear down 
with great urgency upon the mind both of the State and National 
government, to hold up the hands and encourage the hearts of the 
noble and self-sacrificing few, who manifest a willingness to peril 
much of their fortunes, to push forward a description of improve- 
ment that marks one of the great features of the age. 

The new Constitution contemplates important legislation upon 
` eur judiciary and militia system, upon the school lands and funds, 
and a radical change in our educational department, as well as other

subjects, upon all which it will afford me pleasure to communicate 
freely with you during your deliberations. | 

The questions of currency and agriculture are new subjects of.. 
legislation in this State, authorized and enjoined by the Constitu- 
tion, and possess no ordinary significance. 

In the absence of a national paper currency, and with an estab- 
lished policy of seventy years’ standing in the use of a mixed cur- 
rency of paper and metal by the States, each for itself providing 
and regulating its own cireulating medium, it would seem to be 
the very climax of human folly for a single State, possessing 
equal powers, to dean wholly upon other States and foreign corpora- 
tions for its currency. Yet Iowa, from the beginning, has been 
guilty of this great folly, the effect of which has been to keep out 
| that amount ог fair proportion of gold and silver, which a wise 
and well regulated banking system would have necessarily supplied ; 
and subjected us to the necessity, as well as.all the hazard, of em- 
| ploying the paper of a thousand banking institutions in otlier States, 
| at an immense annual cost, in the shape of interest, failures, and 
| counterfeits; and now, when the whole country is overtaken by а 
| money crisis, in which many of these banks have gone into liquida- 
| tion, and others withdrawn their i issues, we find ourselves entirely 
| destitute of a circulating medium. 
|. It is needless to disguise the fact, that like the balance of the 

civilized world, we are » greatly in debt—with no disposition, how- 
| ever, to break faith with our creditors. Possessing millions of pro- 
| duce and other good property, still we have no money or available 
credit to meet our liabilities. 

А sudden enforcement of these liabilities under the circumstances, 
would be as diastrous as it would be cruel towards the people of 
this State; and the question may be seriously propounded, whether 
any principle in ethics would be violated in affording reasonable 


№ time and that relief which shall be fair to all parties, for the liqui- 


| dation of these liabilities. | 

Ав the State їп its sovereign capacity has clearly been at fault 
[ in not providing the way for supplying a safe, sound and reliable 
| currency of her own; that our people might be placed on an equal 
| footing, and with like advantages and privileges enjoyed by the 
| people of. other States, she is bound by every consideration of fair- 
| Ress, to repair and uphold the falling fortunes of the people, so far 
| a8 Ву are affected by the want of a home circulating medium. 
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According to the statistics of the Federal treasury, there is-now 
in the country $260,000,000 of dollars of specie; $60,000,000 of 
this form the basis of bank issues in other States. Had we ten 
years ago established a wise State Banking System, endowing it 
with the attributes and powers of similar institutions, the proba- 
bility is, that to-day we would have had our fair proportion of this 
specie, both in the circulation of the State and the vaults of our 
banks, justifying the issue of an amount of paper which by its plia- 
bility to sudden emergencies, would greatly rclieve our people ia 
these days of evil portent, or at least keep them ‘om falling intoa 
worse condition than our fellow countrymen in other States. 

Forgetting however the errors of the past, let us make haste te 
retrace our steps;,do now what shonld have been done years ago— 
make provision for a sound and an adequate currency of our own. 
· Itis competent for you to frame a general law, under which either. 

or both of the banking systems contemplated by the Constitution 
may be established. It is perhaps unnecessary for me to indicate 
my opinion in regard to the relative merits of the one or the other; 
ог to venture any suggestions as to the provisions which should 
ontef into the frame work of either. The very large amount of 
gold and silver in the country justifies the conclusion, that an ac- 
tual specie basis would be obtained under a banking law wisely 
conceived ав to the privileges it conferred and the limitations it im- 
posed. There is often powerin words. Confidence is an important 
element in all banking operations. The word State, in а government 
well ordered and conducted, is with many the synonym of confi- 
dence. These facts, with others, would determine my own mind in 
favor of a wisely adjusted State Banking system. Let it be estab- 
lished under the best lights you can EUM protecting the bill- 
older, inviting the capitalist, issuing no bills under the denomina- 
tion of five dollars. 
* The constitutional requirement upon the General Assembly te 
encourage and foster agricultural improvement, must have had its 
origin in a knowledge of the fact that the legislation of the country 
терр has been disposed heretofore to ignore “this first born 
_of civilization.” 

It is true that a high state of prosperity requires the promotion 
of every branch of industry, and the cultivation of all the arts and 
sciences; but agriculture is the precursor of all these, and from the 
character of our soil and the nature of our geographical position, 
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must be the great leading avocation of our people, and therefore 
the first interest to be considered and improved, | 
' But the question recurs, how ean this injunction of the Constitu- 
tion be carried out, and the highest capabilities in the economy of 


field labor and general husbandry be attained, by anything which 
the State in its sovereign capacity can do? 


It is believed that the first step in this direction, after affording 
due encouragement to county and state agricultural societies, is to 
establish an agrieultural-.bureau as a distinct department of State, 
similar in its functions and appointments to the one proposed and 
enacted by one branch of your body three вена ago, but lost in the 
other. 


It should hold «ће same relation to the people of this State, that 
a similar department in the Patent Office at Washington City does 
tothe whole country. Putting itself in connection with that Office, 
and all the agricultural societies in the land, its great office would 
be to introduce new and valuable seeds, both of the cereals and 
vegetables; direct their culture; gather up agricultural statistics 
and information from the best farmers everywhere, and disseminate 
the same largely among the generation of free laborers who now or 
may hereafter oceupy our plains. 

But, secondly, agriculture, jn her higher aims and purposes, is a. 
science, and demands the application of scientific knowledge to the 
labors of the field. This involves the necessity, at a proper time, 
of establishing agricultural schools, in connection with experimen- 
tal farms, where the natural sciences bearing upon her domain, may 
be taught and applied; such as geology — organic chemistry—bot- 
any—physiology—zoology—atmospheric properties and influences, 
&с. To elaborate the connection between these sciences and the 
objects of agriculture, which has its out-goings in the infinite, is - 


neither expectod nor demanded in this communication. " 


I only speak of one other method of maintaining an elevated 
system of agriculture, and that is to keep all her киш 
and processes under the dominion of free labor. 

To work is a privilege, as well: as one of the conditions of life 
Labor intelligently directed by the masses is the source of untold 
blessings, affecting no less the moral destiny of the race, than the 
physical improvement of the state. It is strange in this age of 
the world, and in a land of constitutional liberty, we are compelled 
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to insist upon the freedom of labor; yet the necessity of doing Po; 
is no less strange than painful. | 

This birth-right of the American citizen has been seriously men- 
aced, by а growing sentiment in favor of slave labor in one section 
of the Union. The two cannot exist upon the same soil. The 
introduetion of the one is the disparagement of the other. They 
are natural and irreconcilable foes. 

Free labor is diffusive in its benefits,—equalizes the condition of | 
men—strengthens the moral principle of. a country—is progressive 
in its movements, availing itself of the aids of science in its several 
departments of industry ; whilst slave labor dispenses its benefac- 
tions to the few—presses hardly against the interest of the many— 
_ brings premature decrepitude upon the country, by its wasteful and 

exhausting tillage, and to Нав must not only enlarge but often 
change the field ot its operations. This naturally induces a spirit 
for territorial aggrandizement in order to perpetuate slavery, and 
to extend the political power of one section of the/Union, in dero- 
gation of the rights of the other, and has brought on a contest be- 
tween freedom and slavery that has absorbed all the other political 
questions of the day. 

The meeting of these two systems of labor face to face in Kan- 
sas, has imparted no little interest to this conflict. Passing by, 
however, the monstrous frauds, u surpations, violence, and utter 
disregard of the democratic pu of allowing the. people to 
choose their Ówn rulers and make their own laws, which thus far 
have marked the progress of this contest in that Territory, I beg 
leave to go back of all these, and refer to an assumption of power, 
or constitutional right, which has justly alarmed and excited the 
-jealousy of the North, and, it is apprehended, will give long con- 
tinuance and bitterness tothis unfortunate contest. I allude to the 
recent interpretation of the Constitution of the United States which 
nationalizes slavery, and opens the door for its universality in all 
the Territories of the government. This extraordinary construction 
of the charter of our liberties, was first enunciated by the southern 
| gection of the Supreme Court in the Dred Scott case, afterwards 
adopted by one of the political parties of this country, and followed 
up by a distinct recognition on the part of the present Chief Mag- 
istrate of the Union. - 

This distinguished functionary has been. pleased to inform the 
people of this country, that slavery, under the Oonstitution as now 
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expowndedy may: not only be extended beyond the bounds where it.. 


now is, but that it already exists practically or ‘theoretically in all 
the national domain. 

If this be во, the investiture of this privilege in 350,000 slave- 
owners, is a virtual abnegation of the rights of 25,000,000 of non- 
slaveholders in the occupancy of all these lands. For; it will be 
confessed that free and voluntary labor will not unite with invol- 
.untary and compulsory labor.in reclaiming all these territories and 
‘transforming them into the culture, the arts and the adornments of 
civilization: . 

But, it is said from high authority, asa palliative for the exercise 


ef this right under the Constitution to take and hold slaves upon о 


the free territories of this country, that “when the residents of such 
Territories proceed to form а State Constitution, then % 28 thew 
right to decide the important question for themselves, whether they 
will continue, modify or abolish slavery.” 

But, how a right recognized and guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States, can be thus summarily disposed of, is not 
readily perceived. It must be founded upon the idea either that 
the Constitution is not the paramount law of the land, or that it 
eontains a limitation upon this right. It is believed that noither 
-of these postulates can be maintained: and it tollows that if this 
right exists at all, it is an absolute, continuing right, as. the other 
franchises of that venerable instrument are, which no State power 
ean divest, either after it has been exercised, as in Kansas, or in 
anticipation of its exercise, ав Iowa has attempted to do, in pro- 
hibiting itin her Constitution. И this construction be the true 
one, then, ав a logical consequence, and as has already been claimed 
in some quarters, slavery exists theoretically in all the free states 
of this Union, and the right need only be asserted to make it so 
practically. 

By thus interpreting the Constitution of the United States, so as 
to make 16 sanction the legal right to own and hold slaves wherever 
the flag of the Union goes, the people of the free North are made 
| an involuntary party to all the evils, political and moral, Which at- 
| tach themselves to this institution, and must share with the South 
whatever responsibility there may be connected with it as a sub- 
sisting national establishment. They protest against being impli- 
cated іп so great а wrong. То their moral sense, slavery is odious. 
and forbidding, They had been accustomed to view it as.a State 
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institution, over which neither bey nor the General Government 
За any control. . 

But if this new politieal faith on йө: во exciting ів nouum 
obtain, it must be regarded as the foreshadowing..of: evil. дауне 
the commonwealth. Under it, the enfranehisement of free labor 
is everywhere in peril. Towa, the offspring of those liberal semti- 
ments that prevailed in the better days.ot the Republic, whenit 
was deemed no infringement either on the Constitution or the rights 
of the South, to consecrate Aer 8022 to freedom, has been no idle 
spectator of these aggressive movements against the rights.of the 
North. In the late election, she recorded her protest against that 
perversion of the Constitution, which is breaking down one of the 
fortresses of liberty in this country. She has been taught to be- 
lieve that that sacred instrument was intended as the “bond of de- 
liverance from gll wrongs and freedom to all ranks.” And whilst 
itis no part of her purpose to eherish animosities towords any one 
section of our common country, but would rather counsel peaceful 
relations and good neighborship, she intends to resist all inroads 
upon the faith and doctrines of the framers of the Constitution, as 
well as all encroachments upon the principles of political equality, 
And if it is permitted her to have limbs, free to toil, hearts, free to 
beat, and minds to think, she will continue to give evidence of her 
loyalty to the national buon: the perpetuity of. which is the herald 
and pledge of “the hope, that comes to all.”

The Commissioners appointed “to locate and superintend the 
erection of a building to be used as an Asylum for the Insane of 
the State of Iowa, at or near Mount Pleasant, in Henry "County," 
by Act of the General Assembly, approved January 24th 1855, beg 
leave, in accorance with the requirements of the 11th Section of 
said Act, to submit the following report: 
For the purpose of presenting their whole action in the premises, 
they will briefly recapitulate the main features of their former report. 
On the 17th March, 1855, in discharge of their duty, they pur- 
· chased a tract of land containing опе hundred and seventy-three 
acres, near Mount Pleasant, well adapted 1n every respect for the 
purpose intended, and paid twenty-five dollars per acre for the same. 
The act aforesaid having authorized the Commissioners to visit 
such Asylums as they might deem necessary before determining 
upon a plan of building, &c., they examined nine or ten ot the 
principal Hospitals for the Insane, in the United States, and by 
personal inspection of these institutions, and the information fur- 
 nished by their Superintendents and other officers, endeavored to 
make themselves АББА у acquainted with the subject matter of 
their mission. 
From this inspection and information they were convinced that 
he sum of fifty thousand dollars appropriated by the 6th Section of 
the Act aforesaid, was wholly. inadequate to construct such a build- 
ing as the wants of the State required, and further, that a Hospital 
| should be erected as a whole, and not in detached parts, 
In view therefore of the, great importance of their trust, and with 
à full appreciation of their responsibility, the Commissioners adopted 
the plan of the Hospital now in progress of construction at Mount 
Pleasant. 


This plan is for a building sufficient to accommodate about three 
hundred patients. It is thus described in their former Керогі:-- 
“Tt will have an area of fifty thousand superficial feet, and the 
entire length of the foundation is twenty-two hundred and thirty 
feet. The wings running East and West from the center building 
uniformly, are three stories, being forty-two feet high. The center 
part will be four stories, or fifty-four feet high. The whole outside 
of the building to be cut stone, (that being the best material for 
Asylums) and lined or backed up with brick, leaving a vaulting, or 
space for dead air. The interior of the building to be divided into 
rooms entirely by brick walls, in which are to be carried all the flues 
tor heating and ventilation. The heating will be done by hot water 
or steam, circulating in the basement, and the lighting by Gas.” 
The roof will be of galvanized iron, which material has been tested 
in this country and England, and is now much used to cover public 
buildings. 

The Commissioners believing that the employment: of а compe- 
tent Superintendent to take charge of the construction of the Нов- 
pital would insure better work, at lower prices, than by letting it 
out by contract, selected Henry Wiwsrow for that purpose, who 
has been in clare of the building since 22d Oct., 1855. They take 
pleasure in adding that a more faithful and competent officer cannot 
be found. 

The present condition of the building, the amount of money 
expended and labor performed, the materials on hand, «е., &c., 
are fully set forth in the Report of Mr. Winslow, the Superintendent 
hereto attached, marked A, апа to which special attention is directed. 

‘The first appropriation for the erection, &c., of the Hospital for 
the Insane, was made by Act of the General Assembly, approved 
January 24th, 1855, and was for the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 

At the extra session of the Legislature, convened July 2d, 1856, , 
an additional sum of fifty thousand dollars, and the proceeds of the 
sales of the Saline lands, were appropriated, and the limitation or 
restriction contained in the 6th Section of i Act of January 24th, 
1855, was repealed. 

The further sum of forty. thousand dollars was appropriated by 
an Act approved January 28th, 1857. 

А statement of the several amounts appropriated and реш: : 
will be found hereto attached and marked “ В.” | 

The Commissioners are aware that the erection of Hospitals for 
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the Insane requires a large expenditure of money. The early con- 
struction of institutions of this character will be deemed true 
economy, when it is vemembered that of all recent cases of insanity, 
eighty or ninety per cent recover, if properly treated, and of those 
neglected or improperly treated, very few get well. 

The building in progress of erection at Mount Pleasant, was 
planned by the highest authority in the country, and when com- 
pleted will be superior to any edifice of the kind in the West. -No 
building oflike character and architecture can be completed at a 
cost of less than two hundred, or two hundred and fifty theusand 
dollars. It is only those who are familiar with the subject, that can 
realize the lar ge expenditure requisite to be made, and the paper 
marked “О? is hereto attached to afford some idea of the character 
of the buildings which the experience and intelligence of the age 
require for Hospitals for the Insane. 

During the past season the Commissioners labored under many 
disadvantages, and the derangement of money matters throughout 
the country threw great and unexpected obstacles in their way. 
They have continued to progress with the work, and if liberally 
aided by the General Assembly, confidently expect to have the ` 
Hospital ready for the reception of patients during the present year. 

The construction of the Hospital is a work of great magnitude, ' 
requiring time and money, and in order to complete it at the earliest 
possible period, they ask that a further appropriation of one hun- 
dred thousand dollars be made at the present session of the Legis- 
lature. This may be sufficient to complete the building, improve 
yards, erect out-houses, fences, &c., &c. It is desirable that the 
full amount necessary to finish the ‘work, should be made at this 
session, as two years will probably elapse before the General As- 
sembly meets:aegain. 

For the same reason the Commissioners recommend the passage 
‹ of a law for the organization, management, &c., of the Hospital at 
Mount Pleasant.. They reiterate thé suggestions of their former 
Report, that the title * Hospital for the Insane," be adopted in all 
legislation on the subject. | 

They have pushed forward this work as rapidly as the aid fur- 
nished by the State would permit. They desire to see the Hospital 
made ready for patients at an early day. Humanity and economy 
‚ demand that this shall be done. The Insane are calling from every 
quarter of the State for а place of refuge. They are calling from 
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jails, and poor-houses, and out-houses, and other miserable places 
for the speedy completion of this work. ‘It is for the General As- 


. sembly to say how that call to which no ear should be deaf, shall 


be answered.

_ Propositions relative to the Construction of Hospitals for the Insane. 


At а meeting of “Tam Association or MEDICAL SUPERINTEND- 
ENTS OF AMERICAN Іквтттрттохв FOR THE INSANE," held in Phila- 


. delphia, May 21, 1851, the following propositions relative to the 
_ construction ara arrangements of hospitals for the insane, after 


mature consideration, were unanimously adopted, and directed to 
be published in the Medical Journals of the continent, as the sen- 
timents of the Association on the subjects referred to, viz :— 

I. Every hospital forthe insane should be in the country, not 


within less than two miles of a large town, and easily accessible at 


) 
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all seasons. 

· П. No hospital for the insane, however limited its capacity, 
should have less than fifty acres of land, devoted to gardens and 
pleasure-grounds for its patients. At least one hundred acres 
Should be possessed by every State hospital, or other institution for 
two hundred patients, to which number these propositions apply, 
unless otherwise mentioned. 

ПТ. Means should be provided to raise ten thousand gallons of 
water, daily, to reservoirs that will supply the highest parts of the 
building. | 

ТҮ. No hospital for the insane should be built, without the plan 


· having been first submitted to some physician or physicians, who 


have had charge of a similar establishment, or are practically ac- 
quainted with all the details of their arrangements, and received 
his or their full approbation. 

V. The highest number that can with propriety be treated in 
one building is two hundred and fifty, while two hundred is a ре 
ferable maximum. 

VI. All such buildings should be constructed of stone or r brick, 
have slate or metalic roofs, and, as far as possible, be made secure 
from accidents by fire. 

VII. Every hospital, having provision for two undead or more 
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| patients, should have in it at least eight distinet — for each sex, 
making sixteen classes in the entire establishment. 

VIII. Each ward should have in it a parlor, a corridor, single 
lodging-rooms for patients, an associated dormitory, communicating 
with a chamber for two attendants; a clothes-room, a bath-room, 
a water-closet, a dining-room, a dumb waiter, and a speaking-tube 
leading to the kitchen, or other central part of the building. 

IX. No apartments should ever be provided for the confinement ' 
of patients, or as their lodging-rooms, that are not entirely above 
ground. 
| X. No class of rooms should ever be constructed vibes some 
_ kind of window in each, communicating directly with the external 

atmosphere. 

XI. No chamber for the use of a single patient should ever be 
less than eight by ten feet, nor should the ceiling of any story oceu-

ХПІ. The stairways should always be of iron, stone, or other 
indestructible material, ample in size and number, and easy of 
ascent, to afford convenient egress in case of accident from fire.

XY. The main centr al building should contain the offices, re- 
ceiving-rooms for company, and, apartments entirely private, for 
the superintending physician and his family, in case that officer 
resides in the hospital building. 

XVI. The wings should be so arranged that, if rooms are Те 
on both sides of a corridor, the ee houd be furnished at 
both ends with movable glazed sashes, for the free admissien of 
both light and air. | 

ХҮП. The lighting should be by gas, on account of its conven- 
лепсе, eléanliness, sáfety, and economy. 

XVIII. The apartments for washing clothing, &c., should be 
detached from the hospital building. | 

XIX. The drainage should be undergr ound, and all the inlets 
to the sewers should: be properly secured to prevent offensive em- 
anations. 

XX. All hospitals should be warmed by passing an abundance 
of pure, fresh air from the external atmosphere, over pipes or plates, 
containing steam under low pressure, or hot water, the temperature 
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of which at the boiler does not exceed 2199 F., and placed in the 
basement or cellar of the building to be heated. | 

XXI. А complete system of forced ventilation, in connection 
with the heating, is indispensable to give purity to the air ofa ‘hos- 
pital for the insane; ; and no expense that is required to effect this 
ebject thoroughly can be deemed either misplaced or injudicious. 

XXII’ The boilers for generating steam for warming the build- 
ing should be in a detached structure, connected with which may 
be the engine for pumping water, driving the washing apparatus, 
and other machinery. 

XXII. All water-closets should, as far as possible, be made of 
indestructible materials, be simple in their arrangement, and have 
a strong downward ventilation connected with them. 

XXIV. The floors. of bath-rooms, water-closets, and basement 
stories, should, as far as possible, be made of materials that will 
not absorb moisture. 

XXV. The wards for the most excited class should be constructed 
with rooms on but one side of a corridor, not less than ten feet wide, 
the external windows of which should be large, and have pleasant 
views from them. 

XXVI. Wherever practicable, the pleasure grounds of a hospital 
for the insane should be surrounded by a substantial wall, so placed 
as not to be unpleasantly visible from the building.

From a communication of the Surveyor General, I learn that the

The Commissioner of the General Land Office, in his Annual 
Report, sets forth the, following States as having returned lista of 
selections of swamp lands, viz:

and that the total quantity selected by the thirteen States amounts 
to 54,174,281.76, at the date of June 30th, 1857. О 

The quantity аа by. the several counties in this State is 
given as 1,752,296.20 acres. 

‘The Commissioner further states that there have been “approved” 
to eleven of the above States (all except Iowa and California) the 
amount of 40,188,564.Б1 acres.

Why Iowa has not had her selections approved as well as her 
sister States, is perhaps owing to her failure to have any one espe- 
cially to look after this interest, as the other States have. 

The Commissioner has, as it 18 seen from the statement here 
given, thrown out about ten per cent. of the selections made by the 
States; but it is impossible to average it so аз to conjecture what 
will be the quantity approved to this State, as in the case of some 
of the States their entire selections are approved, while in others 
large reductions Яге made. 

The lands to which this State is justly entitled, dudes the act of 
September 28, 1850, are estimated to be worth at least $5,000,000, 
certainly a sum sufficiently large to demand prompt attention at 
our hands. 

It is also estimated, from the best data NONIS that fifty per 
cent. of these lands have been entered under the act of March 24, 
1855, referred to in my rdport, and probably seventy-five per cent. 
of these entries have been madé with “ warrants.” 

For the twenty-five per cent. as cash entries, the State is entitled 
to the money received; and for the other seventy-five per cent. en- 
tered with warrants, upon all selections approved by the Commis- 
sioner, the State is entitled to scrip to enable her to enter other 
lands in lieu thereof. 

From the public papers, we learn that the Commissioner of the 
General Land Ofliee has restored to market certain lands in the 
State which had before been withdrawn, and there can be but little 
doubt that within a very short time after the date of their being so 
offered for sale, (to-wit, the 15th of February next,) the most, if not 
the whole of the same, will be entered by speculators, who have 
flooded the State with warrants for this purpose. 

When these lands are once entered, and the State comes iuto the 
possession of the scrip to which she is entitled, for the purpose of 
entering lands in lieu of those of the swamp land selections, per- 
mitted to be entered by the aforesaid act of Congress of March 2d, 
1855, the very grave question arises, where is the State to select 
the lands to which she will hereafter be entitled, when her selection 
shall have been approved? She must go to the Territories, for all 
the lands ia her own limits will have been exhausted. 

Under these circumstances, is it not advisable to seek the inter- 
position of the General Assembly, by a respectful memorial to the 
President of the United States, to again. withdraw these lands from

The question as to the extent of this grant, under the decision of 
your predecessor, has been fully considered in the Attorney Gene- 
ral's opinion of 29th May, 1856, (Opinions, vol. 7, page 69;) and 
’ the conclusion at which he arrived, as sanctioned by your immedi- 
ate predecessor, is to this effect: 

That a proposition be made to the State of Iowa and its. assigns’ 
to acquiesce in and accept the decision of Secretary Stuart as final, 
which gives to the State the lands along the course of the Des Moines 
up to the northern boundary of the State; provided the State, or 
its assigns, agree to acquiesce in and accept that decision as final. 

‚ The Attorney General further holds that if the State declines 
tlie propositions, the Secretary 18 discharged from any obligation to 
act on the decision of Mr. Walker and Mr. Stuart, and must fall 
back on the first decision of the government, and refuse to approve 
any more selections above Raccoon Fork. No final action on the 
part of the State authorities in the matter has yet been filed in this 
office. 

The lands above the Raccoon Fork are intersected by three of 

the railroad grants under act of 15th May, 1856.

In submitting a Report of the detailed operations of the Land 
Office of the State, for the past’ year, 1 have extended it to the 
first of the present month, (December), for reason that owing to 
the removal of the Archives of State to the New Capitol, it could 
not be prepared at an earlier date. ` 

Having myself, in common with many of оог fellow-citizens, 
felt a desire for more information relative to the workings of the 
office, than could heretofore be obtained from any one source, I 
early resolved to trace ont the various Acts both of Federal and 
State legislation upon this subject, embracing as they do, all the 
lands in which the State has an interest. 

In this however, I have been not а little embarassed, for to 
my surprise, the State of Iowa, only ten years organized, does not 
own or possess’ а perfect: copy of her Laws; not a State office nor 

even the Library contains a copy of the Laws or Journals of the 
Legislature, to the latter of which are appended the Reports of 
the several officers periodically submitted to the General. Assem- 
bly. From these however, selected from various sources after 
much difficulty, I propose, in connection with the detail of the 
operations of the office, to submit an abstract of the аы

1, 500,000 ACRE GRANT. | 


. Congress, by ап act entitled “Ап Act to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds of the sales of the public lands, and to grant pre-emption 


Tights," Approved, September 4th, 1841, enacts in the 8th Sec- ' 


tion of said Act, “ That there shall be granted to each State, (Ohio 
&c.,) specified in the first section of this [the] Act, Five Hun- 
dred Thousand Acres of Land, for purposes of internal i improve- 

ment. * * * “And there shall, and hereby is, granted to 
each new State that shall be heruka admitted into the Union 
"upon such admission, so much land as, including such quantity as 
шау have been granted to such State before its admission, and 
while under a Territorial Government, for purposes of internal 
improvement аё aforesaid, as shall shake Five Hundred Thousand 
Acres of Land, to be selected and located as aforesaid ;” that is, 
€ within the limits of said States respectively, and in such man- 
ner asthe Legislatures thereof shall direct." 

The Constitutional Convention of Iowa, which — on 
the 7th of October, 1844, in the second Section of Article tenth, 
provided, that ** The Legislature shall encourage, by all suitable 
means, the promotion of intellectual, scientifie, moral, and agri- 
cultural improvement. The proceeds of all lands that have been 
or hereafter may be granted by the United States, to this State, 
for the support of schools, and the Five Hundred Thousand 
Acres of Land granted to the new States, under the Act of Con- 
gress (before cited,) Approved, September 4th, 1841, shall bè, and 
remain a perpetual fund; the interest of which shall be inviola- 
bly appropriated to the support of schools throughout the State." 

On the 3d of March, 1845, Congress passed an act entitled * An 
Act for ne admission of the States of Iowa and Florida into the 
Union.” In which the United States assents to the diversion of 
this Grant from purposes of “internal improvement" to those of 
`° the “support of schools,” upon the condition, however, that à ma- 


te

jority of the qualified electors assent to the provisions of the Act 


of Admission aforesaid. That Act having materially changed ~- 


the boundaries of the new State the electors rejected the Con- 
stitution and thereby the Act of Admission giving the assent of 
the United States to this transfer named. 

A second Constitutional Convention met on the 18th of May, 
1846, and adopted a Constitution which was ratified by the peo- 
ple in October, as declared by the Governor’s Proclamation, of 
November 2d, 1846. But the State was not admitted into the 
Union until the 93 of December, 1846, when Congress passed 
“Ап Act forthe admission of Iowa into the Union.” 

This date then, and not the 2d of November, as heretofore впр- 
posed, is the day of the year trom which the existence of the 
State Government should be dated. 

This act, like the rejected Act of March 84, 1845, assented to 
the transfer of this Grant in the mannerheretofore specified. But 
notwithstanding the Legislature in 1847, and again in January, 
1849, so construed the Act in question, there seems to have been 
some doubt somewhere, for Congress, by an Act approved March 
2d, 1849, entitled “An Act declaratory of the Act for the admis- 
sion of the State of Iowa into the Union,” expressly declares 
“That by the act entitled ‘An Act for the admission of the State 
of Iowa into the Union,” approved December 28th, 1846, the 
‘United States assented to the application for the support of Com- 
mon Schools, as made in the second Section ofthe tenth article of 
the Constitution of said State, ‘Of the Five Hundred Thousand 
Acres of Land’ granted to said State, by the Act of the fourth of 
September, one thousand eight hundred and forty-one.” , 

The General Assembly at its first Session, by an act entitled 
“An Act to provide for the management and disposition of the 
School Fund,” approved February 25th, 1847, provided for the 
selection of this Grant, under which “any person capable of con- 
` tracting, having settled upon public lands * * may signify to the 
Fund Commissioner of the County wherein the land is situated, 
his desire to have the same recognized as school lands, and there- 
upon the same shall be returned by the Fund Commissioner, with 
the date of their selection, to the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, to be by him registered as lands selected by the State

under the grant from Congress, referred to." It is in said Act 
further provided, that “The Superintendent of Public Instruction 
shall report from time to time, all selections made under the pro- 
visions of this act, to the Secretary of the Treasury of the United 
` States.” Я 
. This Act was found to work very imper fectly, and at the en- 

suing regular Session, “Ап Act supplemental to the Act of Febru- 
ary 25th, 1847,” was passed and approved, the 15th of January, 
1849, providing for the appointment of Commissioners “to select 
the remainder of the five hundred thousand acres of land” afore- 


said, under “the instructions of the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office of August 6th, 1847.” 


The remainder ef the lands thus selected were approved by the 
proper Officer as appears by the certificate of the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office, bearing date the 12th of September, 
1854, and a Book of Township талан with all the tracts, so 
approved, noted thereon. 

The Act of the General Жай last cited, ‘authorizes the 
' “Superintendent of Public Instruction to sell any. of the lands 
thus selected by the School Fund Commissioner.” And the 7th 
section of the Act to establish a State Land Office, with a Regis- 
ter thereof, and to define his duties,” approved January 95th, 
1855, provides that “по patents for any portion of the State Lands 
now set apart for edueational purposes shall issue, except upon 
the written requisition of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, which requisition the Register of the State Land Office shall 
Ше and record." There is no provision of law directing the 
School Fund Commissioners, as to the officer to whom they shall 
forward the certificate of final payments, the consequence is that 
they send them indiscriminately, to the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, Seeretary of State, and the Register of the State 
. Land Office—the former being the only proper person to receive 

‚ them. 

Of the (500,000) five hundred thousand acres of land, granted 
the State by the Act of September 4th, 1841, (252,673%,) two 
hundred and fifty-two thousand six hundred and seventy-three 
and eighty-one hundreths acres have, to this date been patented ; 
being a fraction over one half of the whole Grant. 


и 
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А. much larger quantity has, however, been sold, but as the 


. certificates of sale are only sent up upon the final payment, and: 


as а large number of the School Fund Commissioners have- 
“failed to comply with the provisions” of an act, entitled “Ап 
Act requiring the School Fund Commissioners of this State, to 
file a copy or transcript of the School Lands sold in their respect- 
tive counties, with the Register of the State Land Office,” ap- 
proved January 28d, 1857, it is impossible to ascertain the 
amount. It is believed, however, from data, in the Office of Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, that 444,000 acres, or about. 
nine tenths of the whole number have been sold. 

The following table will show the number of patents issued, 
and the number of acres sold as patented during these several pe- 
riods: the first by the Secretary of State, prior to the 14th of 
May, 1855, or from March 16th, 1849, when the Register first 
entered upon the duties of the office; the second to the 14th. of 
November, 1856, the date of the last Report of this Office; the 
third to the present date; and the last the total number.

By “An Act supplemental to the act for the admission of the 
States of Iowa and Florida into the Union,” approved March 3d, 


. 1855, it is enacted that in lieu of the propositions submitted to 


Congress, by the ordinance of the Constitutional Convention of 
October, 1844, which is rejected, that certain other propositions 
shall be submitted to the Legislature of the State of Iowa, for 
their acceptance or rejection; among which are the following, 
being part first of section sixth of that Act which provides “That 
Section numbered sixteen, in every township of the public lands, 
and, when such section has been sold or otherwise disposed of, 
other lands equivalent thereto, and as contiguous as*may be, shall 
be granted to:the State for the use of schools.” | 

The people rejeeted the Constitution eontaining the Ordinance 
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and propositions and upon the adoption of the Constitution of 
May, 1846, Congress, by an act entitled “Ап Act for the admis- 
sion of the State of Iowa into the Union,” approved December 
28th, 1846, declared “That all the provisions of the Act of March 
9d, 1845, aforesaid, be, and the same are hereby declared to con- 
tinue and remain in force, as applicable to the State of Iowa, as 
. hereby admitted and received into the Union.” 

The General Assembly by “An Act to provide for the man- 
· agement and disposition of the School Fund,” before cited, pro- 
vided for the sale of said lands. 

From an estimate, carefully made by the Hon. Mr. Fisher, Su- 
‚ perintendent of Public Instruction, and kindly furnished this 
Office, there are, of these “Sections numbered sixteen," (1582) 
fifteen hundred and eighty-two, or (1,012,480) one million twelve 
thousand four hundred and eighty acres. 

Of these fhere have been patented, (395) three hundred and 
twenty-five, sections 16th, or (208,430-54) two hundred and eight 
thousand four hundred and thirty and fifty -four hundredths acres» 
or one fifth of the whole. | 

There has, however, (as іп the ease of the “ 500,000 Aere 
Сталь”) been a much larger quantity sold, for the same reason . 
as before, (the failure of the School Fund Commissioner to Re- 
port) the correct amount is not known; but, it is estimated that 
640 of the 16th sections, 100, 000 acres, or five fifths of the whole 
number have been sold.

The Secretary of the Treasury of the United States, by virtue 
of an act, entitled “An Act granting two townships of Јава for 


“а 
и 
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the use of a University, іп the Territory of Iowa," approved July 
20th, 1840, “Set apart and reserved from sale, * * * two entire 
townships for the use and support of а University, within the 
Territory, when it should become a State," and Congress, by the 
act heretofore cited, entitled “An Act supplemental to the Act 
for the admission of the States of Iowa and Florida into the 
Union,” provides in thé second part of the sixth section, “That 
the seventy-two sections of Land set apart and reserved for the 
use and sapport of a University, (by the act of July 20th; 1840, 
aforesaid) are heroby granted and conveyed to the State, to be 
appropriated solely to the use and support of such University, in 
such manner as the Legislature may prescribe.” | 

Tbe General Assembly of Iowa, at its first session, by “Ап Act 
to locate and establish a State University," approved February 
25th, 1847, prescribes that the two townships, or-72 sections of 
land, granted by the acts of Congress aforesaid,” be donated to 
the “State University of Iowa,” established by said act, and pro- 
vides for the appointment of Trustees, and vests in them the 
power of disposal of said lands," in the same manner and under 
the same regulations, as may be provided by law for the disposi- 
tion and regulation of the ‘sixteenth sestions' in the different 
townships." | | 

It was not until the 19th ‘of November, 1856, that the State 
received from the General Land Office, at Washington, “a true 
copy of the several lists of lands selected for University purposes 
and which had been approved by the Seeretary of the Interior." 

This List was deposited with the Secretary of the Board of 
Trustees of the State University, without being recorded in this 
‘Office, (as we think it should have been,) as the archives of the 
State should show the various tracts of land granted to it by the 
General Government, although the State may have subsequently 
ceded them to other parties. And we respectfully suggest that 
it would be well, when the Trustees of the University have re- 
‘corded it, that the original List be returned to this Office to be 
filed and recorded in the same manner as other Grants have 
been. 

The patents for these lands are issued upon the Cer tificate of 
the Secretary of “the Board of Trustees.” Of these 72 sections 
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there have been patented, (8) eight sections, containing (5,649:90) 
five thousand six hundred and forty-nine and ninety hundredths 
acres, or"one ninth of the whole; while itis believed there have 
been sold 47 sections, 30,000 acres, or two thirds of the whole, 
excluding the sales declared *to be utterly null and void," by 
the Act of January 28th, 1851. 

Table No. 3 will exhibit the number of patents issued and 
acres sold, for the three several periods already named.

Under this head it is proper to mention, that the certified lists. 
as approved, do not contain two entire townships, or 72 sections, 
but only 45,957:94 acres, leaving, (in the language of Commis- 
sioner Hendrick, in his letter aforesaid,) “still due to the State ` 
of Iowa to close the Grant, (122:6) one hundred and twenty-two. 
and six hundredths acres." It remains for the General Assembly 
to direct how it shall be obtained. 


4, SALINE LANDS.

By the Act of Congress, of March 84, 1845, heretofore cited, in 
Section sixth, part fourth, it is provided “ That all Salt Springs 
within the State (of Iowa,) not exceeding twelve in number, with 
six sections of land adjoining, or as contiguous as may be to 

each, shall be granted to the said State for its use; the same to 
be selected by the Legislature thereof, within one year after the 
admission of said State, and the same, when so selected, to be 
used on such terms, conditions and regulations, as the Legislature 
of the State shall direct, “ provided, that the General Assembly 
shall never lease or sell the same, at any one time, for a longer 
period than ten years, without the consent of Congress.” 
| Тһе General Assembly by “Ап Act in relation to the Salt 
Springs, granted to the State,” approved February 24ih, 1847, 
directed the method for the selection. On the 5th of February, 
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1851, the General Assembly passed “ An Act to dispose of the 
Saline Lands belonging to the State, and to appropriate the pro- 
ceeds thereof.” Тһе first section of this act provides “That as 

soon as the Congress of the United States consent thereto, the 
Saline Lands belonding to the State may be sold.” Тһе second 
section provides that * the sales shall be made by the same offi- 
cer, as though the lands formed a portion of those set apart for - 
- the improvement of the Des Moines River.” And the fifth sec- 
tion further provides that “the proceeds of the sales of said 
lands shall constitute a fund for founding and. supporting а Lu- 
natic Asylum.” |, 

Congress by an act, approved May 27th, 1852, entitled “ An 
Act to relinquish to the State of Iowa the lands reserved for 
Salt Springs therein” —“ grants in fee simple to the State, to be 
disposed of, and the proceeds to be applied as the Legislature of 
the State shall direct, the twelve Salt Springs and six sections of 
land contiguous thereto, ” 


There is no data in this office from which to learn whether any 
sales were effected under the provisions of the act:of 1847. The 
General Assembly at its 4th Regular Session passed an act en- 
titled * An Act to dispose of the Saline Lands," approved Janu- 
ary 28d, 1858, in which the sales are to be effected “ by the same 
officer, and under the same regulations as though the lands 
formed a portion of the School Lands of the State.” Section 
16th, directs that “the proceeds arising from. the sales shall be 
disposed of according to law, * * and until so provided, to be 
paid annually into the Treasury of the State.” Бу the aet en- 
titled * An Act for a further appropriation for the State Insane 
Asylum," approved July 14th, 1856, (Extra Session,) it 18 provided 
that “ all monies arising from the sale of the Saline Lands of the 
State, whether in the hands of the Treasurer of State or any other 
person, * * shall be appropriated to the further construction of 
the State Insane Asylum at Mt. Pleasant.” < 

At the Extra Session of 1856, there was passed “Ап Aet au- 
thorizing the Register of tie State Land Office, to close the Sa- 
line Grant,” approved July 14th, 1856, which was accomplished 
on the 19th of December, 1856, when the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office transmitted to this Office, * A certified copy 
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. efthe approved Saline Selections.” The following Table will 
show the counties in which the Salt Springs (7) are located; the 


second column the number of the Spring ; and the third the num- 
ber of acres. |

Of the 72 sections of Saline Lands, embracing 46,101'58 acres, 
there have been patented 20 sections, or 18,186-27 acres, being 
about two sevenths of the whole Grant. I have no means of ap- 
proximating even to the amount sold, which is undoubtedly very 
much greater. The sales of these lands are included with those 
of the 16th section and 500,000 Acre Grant, which returns have 


not yet been received from many of the School Fund Commis- 
sioners. d | 


5, SWAMP LANDS. 


It is enacted by the act of Congress, entitled “ An Act to en- 
able the State of Arkansas and other States to reclaim the 
ш Swamp Lands” within their limits,” approved September 28th, 
1850, “That to enable the State of Arkansas to construct the 
necessary levees and drains to reclaim the swamps and overflowed 
lands therein, the whole of these swamp and overflowed lands, 
made unfit thereby for cultivation, which shall remain unsold at 
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` the passage of this act, shall be, and the same are ге hereby granted: 
to said State.” Itis far ther provided in the 4th section of this act, 
“That the provisions of this act be extended to, and their bene- 
fits be couferred upon, each of the other States of the Union in 
which such swamps and overflowed lands, known and designated: 
as aforesaid, may be situated.” 


An important provision of this act seems to have been by the 
State wholly overlooked. It is enacted in the second section, 
“That it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Interior, as 
soon as practicable after the passage of the act, to make out an 
accurate list and plats of the lands described as ‘aforesaid, and 
transmit the same to the Governor of the State, and at the re- 
quest of said Governor, cause a patent to be issued to the State 
therefor, and on that patent the fee simple to said lands shall 
vest in the said State, каше to the disposal of the ани 
thereof.” 

The General Assembly passed an act, approved February 5th, 
1851, entitled, “ Ап Act in relation to the Swamp Lands within | 
Ше State of Towa,” which provides for their management and dis- 
position by the ** Commissioner (Register) of the State Land Of 
Пее, four years before the creation of said Office. The act pro- 
vides a mode of selection different from that set forth in the act 
of Congress, which has led to much confusion and greater delay. 
And finally authorizes the sale of the lands, although the title 
was then and now is in the United States. 


Under this act the Governor, upon whom devolved the duties 
prescribed in the act previous to the election of the Commission- 
er, was authorized * to direct the county surveyor, in which said 
lands may be located, to make the examination and return a list 
of the same, to the Commissioner of the State Land Office, or the 
authority acting in that capacity." Under this provision, since 
the creation of the State Land Office many of the Surveyors or 
Agents have returned said lists to this Office, and when so те- 
turned, the lists aforesaid have been recorded and the original 
for vuded to the ofice of the Surveyor General at Dubuque. 

By the provisions of an act, approved January 24th, 1853, en- 
titled * An Act supplemental to ап асі entitled ‘An Act to dis- 
pose, of the swamp and overflowed lands within this State, and to 
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pay the expenses of selecting and surveying the same, approved 
January 18, 1851, the County Courts are directed “ That, во’ 
soon as the examination and survey of the swamps and overflowed 
lands in any of the counties of this State, shall be completed by’ 
the County Surveyor (or other person appointed for that pur- 
pose,) а full and complete return of thé same shall be forwarded 
to the Secretary of State, whose duty it shall-be to report: the 
same to the Surveyor General.” 

In consequence of this provision many of the “ lists” continue 
to be forwarded to the Secretary of State and by him reported di- 
rect to the Surveyor General, so as utterly to preclude this Office 
from knowing whether the counties have all made the selections 
or keeping a complete record of the lands so selected. 

By the Act of J anuary 18th, 1853, the title of which 18 cited 
above, [to this act is appended: not the date of approval, but 
that of its publication, (February 2d, 1853,) which has caused 
some confusion in subsequent legislation as we shall hereafter 
вее] the State “grants to the counties allthe swamp and over-: 
flowed lands, granted to the State, which may lie or be situated 
in them respectively, for the purpose of constructing the neces- 
sary levees and drains, to reclaim the same.” 

This act further provides that in all those counties where no 
selections have been made, the County Court shall appoint some 
competent person to examine said lands and make due report 
and plats to the County Court, which Court shall transmit to the 
proper officers, lists of all swamp lands in each of the counties, in 
order to. procure recognition of the same, on the part of the Uuited 
States.” 

Not knowing who are the “ proper officers,” (owing to the con- 
flicting legislation,) the County Courts transmit the returns indis- 
eriminately to the Secretary of State, Register of Land Office and 
Surveyor General. 


Again, under these provisions the Governor has appointed 8ev- 
eral Agents to examine and report upon the character of the 
lands; and the County Courts in other cases have made such ap- 
pointments, and in those cases where the Governor has appointed, 
the County Courts refuse to compensate the Agents, but ' Io 
them to the State for compensation: 
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Buta single surveyor or agent, the agent in Davis County, 
has returned to this office the plats-of the lands selected. This ' 
act further provides for:the election of drainage Commissioners, 
who have in charge the conducting of the sales of swamp lands. 
It also provides for pre-emptions - upon: said lands, under which . 
provisions some doubt has arisen -to what extent they apply.— : 
This provision is repealed бу. An Actin relation to the swamp 
lands of this:State,” approved. January 24; 1857, but it does not 
affect the rights. of-actual settlers on said lands, acquired undér 
the repealed provisions.. 

On the- 25th January,. 1855, the. General Assembly passed 
“Ап Act to amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to dispose of the 
swamp and overflowed:lands within the State,” ? approved, Jan. 
13th, 1858, which provides that the “ unorganized Counties shall 
not sell or dispose of the swamp or overflowed land granted to 
the State and situated in their limits, until the titles to said lands 
shall be perfected in the.State." It is, we think, to be regretted 
that such aprovision had not: have been, at an earlier day, ex- 
tended to the.organized counties, and thus saved much useless 
and conflicting legislation ‘upon this subject, for, after seven years, 
же 'агв. по nearer acquiring:a title to these lands. У 

Congress, by the Act of March 2d, 1855, entitled “ An Act for 
the Relief of Purchasers and Locators of Swamp and Overftow- 
ed Lands," direets “ that, the President of the. United States 
cause patents to be issued, as soon as.practicable, to the purchasers 
от locators who have.made entries ef the public lands, prior to 
the issue of. patents to the State.” | 

These.entries of the publie lands- (before selected, but not ap- 
proved as swamp lands), of which these, and large numbers in 
this State, were made under instruetions of the Commissioners of 
the General;Land Office (approved by the Secretary of the In- 
terior), of February 11th, 1855, which opened the question as ‘to 
the character. of the lands, whether: they were “swamp ‘and 
overflowed lands,” or-“ lands:dry and fit for cultivation; and free 
from regular and periodical overflows.” 

It is further enacted, in the 2d section, “Та upon due proof, 
by the authorized agent of the State, before the Commissioners 
of the General Land Office, thatany of the lands purchased were 
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swamp lands, within the true intent and meaning of the Act 
aforesaid, the purchase money shall be paid over to the said 
State, and where the lands have been located. by warrant or scrip, 
the said State shall be authorized to locate a шашу of like 
amount, &oc." 

The years 1851 and 1851 were remarkable in our history ; the 
first for tue unusual high waters that prevailed, overflowing lands 
that were never before “in the memory of the oldest inhabitants” 
submerged : the latter for the great drought that prevailed, dry- 
ing up lands, that were, if not чү before, periodically at 
least, covered with water. 

It cannot be controverted, in the ioga of the General As- 
sembly's Memorial, but that “ the selections in some cases may 
have embraced dry and tillable lands," nor on the contrary, but 
that many of the entries made under ө instructions of the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, instead of having their 
charaeter determined by their condition at the date of the passage 
of the act, (September 28th,'1850,) when they were swamp and 
overflowed lands in the true intent and meaning of the Act, had 
their character determined by the condition of things following. : 
the drought of 185+. 

At the Extra Session, on the 12th July, 1857, the General As- 
sembly Memorialized Congress, to pass. Ап Act confirming the 
grant to the State, and authorizing patents to be issued for all the. 
lands that have been selected and reserved from sale, &c. 

On the 3d of March, 1857, Congress passed an act, entitled. | 
“Ап Act to confirm to the several States the Swamp and Over- 
flewed Lands selected under the Act of September 28th, 1850, 
and the Act of the 2d of March, 1849." 

This Act provides * that the selection of swamp and overflowed 
lands granted to the several States, by the Act of Congress, ap- 
proved Sept. 28th, 1850, heretofore made and reported to the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office, so far-as the same shall 
remain vaeant and unappropriated and not interfered with by an' 
actual settlement, under any existing law of the United States, 
. be and the same ате hereby confirmed, and shall be approved. and” 

patented to the said several States, in conformity with the provis- 
ions ОЁ the act aforesaid, as soon as may be practicable, after the. 
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passage of this law,” that is, after 3d March, 1857. But to this 
act there 15 appended a proviso, materially interferring with the 
rights partially accruing to this State by virtue of the selections. 
made prior to the даје of the Circular of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office aforesaid. The proviso declares “Thatnoth- 
ing in this act contained shall interfere with the provisions of the- 
act of Congress, entitled, “An Act for the relief of purchasers. 
and locators of swamp and overflowed lands,” approved March 
2d, 1855, which is continued in force, and extended to all entries 
ad locations of lands claimed as swamp lands made since its 
passage.” 

It is estimated that in a large number of the counties in which 
are located swamp and overflowed lands, at least fifty per cent of 
these lands selected as such by the State authorities, have been 
so entered and located by purchasers under said act of March 24, 
1855, and thereby lost to the State and the several counties in 
which they are situated. It is true, that under the provision of 
the act of Congress aforesaid, the State may substantiate, or rath- 
er is permitted to substantiate, “ by due proof, before the Com- 
missioner of the General Land Office, (at Washington.) the fact 
that any of the lands purchased were swamp lands, within the 
true meaning of the act of September 28th, 1850, and when the 
lands have been entered with coin, the purchase-money shall be 
paid over to the State, and when located by warrant or scrip, the 
State shall be authorized to locate a quantity of like amount, 
upon any of the public lands subject to entry, and patents shall 
issue therefor.” | | 

Such is a synopsis of the legislation upon this vexed subject, 
by Congress and the General. Assembly, since tlie date of the 
Grant, in 1850. ee 

Owin g to the conflicting legislation before alluded to, it is im-- 
possible for this Office to furnish the number of acres selected as. 
“Swamp!#Lands, for the counties in which the selections were 
made. | 

I extract from a Report of “Swamp land selections” made to 
the General Assembly, in 1854, by the Surveyor General, the 
following counties, which had made selections to that date, (Ре--

The average: for a county would be 
(22,474°74) twenty-two thousand four. hundred arid seventy-four 
and seventy-four hundredthsacres. The total number of counties 
that have reported their selections.to this and the Surveyor Gen- 
eral’s Office is (62) sixty-two of the (81) eighty-one -organized 
counties. | = d 

The act оЁ Congress, of the 34 of. March, of the present year, 
(1857,) confirms to the State these lands, and directs that the.se- 
lections reported to the General Land Office shall be approved 
and patented to the State, ехсері such as have been entered un- 
der the law of 1855. | | 

To secure her rights, then, the State wants, (1), the approval 
and patents for the lands reported and not secured to individuals 
by the act last cited ; (2), she wants the money-payments received 
on the lands entered, paid over to her; (8), and the scrip for 
lands located with warrants and script that she may enter other 

. lands in lieu thereof. 

The following table will show the dates of the several Grants 
to the State, and of the approval of the seléctions, made in pursu- 
ance thereto by the proper Department.

An average period of ten and a half years has elapsed between 
the date and the approval of the Grants to the State, only seven 
and a half years have elapsed since the date of this Grant; so 
that those (and they are legion,) interested in these lands, may 
reasonably hope to secure their lands, or other lands in lieu there- 
of, within the next three years. | 

And to accomplish so desirable a result, I would suggest, that .

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the Governor be authorized to. employ an Agent to attend to 
this matter alone, until it be accomplished. 

I am credibly informed, that two or three States interested, 
have so done, and already received their patents and lands, or 
serip in lieu of those granted to * purchasers and locators,? under 
the law of 1855. 


6 DES MOINES RIVER LANDS. 


These lands, while they have been the subject of much legisla- 
tion, are likely yet to require much more. .І have, therefore, at 
the instance of some of the members elect, continued, in reference 
to them, the synoptical history of the past legislation as conve- 
nient references for those who may wish to study their history. 

While yet a Territory, Congress granted these lands in an act 
approved August 8th, 1846, entitled “ An Act granting certain 
lands to the Territory of Iowa, to aid in the improvement of the 
Navigation of the Des Moines River,in said Territory," which 
provides “that there be, and hereby is, granted to the Territory 
of Iowa, for the purpose of aiding said Territory to improve the 
navigation ofthe Des Moines Hiver, from its mouth to the Rac- 
coon Fork (so called;) in said Territory, one equal moiety in al- 
ternate sections, of the publie lands, (remaining unsold, and not 
otherwise disposed of, encumbered or appropriated,) in a strip 
five miles in width on each side of said river; to be selected 
within said Territory, by an agent or agents to be appointed by 
the Governor thereof, &c.” 

By the second section of the act, the Territory is ; not to convey 
ог dispose'of said lands “except as said improvements shall pro- 
gress; that is, the said Territory or State may sell so much of 
said lands as shall produce the sum $30,000, and then the sales 
shall cease, until the Governor shall certify to the President of 
the United States, that one half of said sum has been expended 
upon said improvements," when a like quantity may be sold, &o. 

The 4th section provides that upon the admission into the 
Union of the Territory, t: з land shall become the property of 
the State, for the purposes contemplated i in the act, and no other; 
provided, that the Legislature shall accept the same. 

By a J oint Resolution, passed January 9th, 1847, the State of 
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Iowa, which had before (Dec. 98th 1846,) been admitted into the 
Union, accepted the Grant for the purposes specified in the act 
atoresaid. And by an act, entitled “ An Act creating the Board 
of Public Works, and providing for the improvement of the Des 
Moines River," approved February 24th, 1847, the General As- 
sembly vested the control of the work in a board consisting of a 
President, Secretary and Treasurer, elected by the qualified elec- 
tors of the State, and provided that “the improvements should 
consist of a system of slack water navigation, by means of dams 
and locks ; commencing at the mouth of the Slough on the Miss- 
issippi River, and progress regularly up said Des Moines River.” | 
Section 23d of the act provides that “as far as practicable, the 
‘work shall be done by contract,” to be paid out of the proceeds 
arising from the sales of the lands which were to ђе sold by the 
Board, under the regulations adopted for the sale of United States 
lands. 

At the Extra Session, in 1848, (January 24th,) the General 
Assembly passed “ An Act supplemental” to the act last afore- 
said, providing for pre-emptions, and preventing trespasses upon 
said lands. 

At the Regular Session of the next year, (January 15th, 1849,) 
in “ An Act for the re-organization of the Board of Public Works, 
&c.," the General Assembly changed the tenor of the several 
members of the board, provided for monthly meetings and re- 
ports, for the manner of passing title to purchasers of lands, &c. 


This, and the act to which it was supplemental, was repealed 
by * An Act to secure a more vigorous prosecution and early 
completion of the Des Moines River Improvement, and amenda- 
tory and supplemental to all other acts now in force in relation 

thereto,” approved February 5th, 1851. This act. abolishes the 
' offices of the Board of Public Works, and creates those of “ Coni- 
missioner and Register of the Des Moines River Improvement," 
to be appointed by the Governor. To the first is committed the 
oversight and control of the Works; and to the second the per- 
formance of all duties connected with the sale of the lands.. It is 
further provided that all contracts shall be approved and signed 
Әу the Governor as well as GIBSON and Register, to give 
them validity." 
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Section 29 of this act, provides that “if the Commissioner and 
Register can contract for the completion of the entire improve- 
ment below Keosauqua, with any company by pledging the en- 
tire net proceeds arising from the.sale of the. lands,:lying below 
the Raccoon Forks, and water rents and tolls below Keosauqua, 
they are-authorized so to do.” 

This last Act was further amended at the Session of 1852, (Jan- 
uary 9th, 1853,) in an act, entitled “ Ап Ас to amend ‘an aet 
to seeure the more vigorous prosecution of the Des Moines River 
Improvement,’ and amendatory and supplemental to all other 

ets now in, force, in relation thereto, approved February 5th, 
1851." Ву which the Commissioner and Register are authorized 
and empowered to sell and dispose of all and any lands which 
have been, or hereafter may be granted by Congress, for the Des 
Moines River, in such manner as they may deem most expedient 
for the early completion and vigorous prosecution of said im- 
provements.” Full and adequate powers are indeed conferred 
upon-these officers under this act, to make any disposition- of 
these lands for the purpose of securing an early completion of. 
the work, which they may please; limited only by the approval 
of.the Governor. | 

АЕ the same session, January 24th, 1853, the appointing power 
is withdrawn from the Governor, and the election of these Offi- 
cers (Commissioner and Register,) vested in the qualified electors 
of the State. And to aid those who may be so elected, two as- 
sistants were appointed by the General Assembly in the 2d sec- 
tior of the act. | 


The power to construct, heretofore vested in the Commissioner 
and Register is continued in the former officer, and his two- as- 
sistants, limited by а provision that all such contracts with any 
Company, shall stipulate for at least thirteen hundred thousand 
dollars, being faithfully expended by such company in the pay- 
ment of the debts and liabilities of said improvements.” 

In all contracts to be made, the State is to be protected from 
all liability, and the company contracting, to look alone to the 
funds ‘belonging to and arising from said improvement. 

The General Assembly on the same day passed a “ Preamble 
and Joint Resolution, asking Congress to remove certain restric-

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tions in the aet granting lands to aid in the improvement of the 
Des Moines River." 

If those “ restrictions” have been removed, I have been una- 
ble to find the act, so providing. 

These acts comprise all the State legislation upon the subject, 

except the act of the last Session, approved January 29th, 1857, 
entitled, “Ал Act in relation to the Des Moines River Improve- 
ment.” In which it is provided, section 6, * That it shall be the 
duty of the Register of tle Des Moines River Improvement, as 
early as practicable, to transfer and deliver over to the Register 
of the State Land Office, any and all vouchers, plats, books and: 
other things belonging to and connected with said Register’s Of- 
fice.” 
. Section Т, * That the office of Register and the office of As- 
sistant Commissioner be and the same are hereby abolished, and 
the Register of the State Land Office, be and he hereby is re- 
quired to do and per form all the duties heretofore performed by 
the Register of the Des Moines River Improvement.” 

Very much of the history of this celebrated Grant is contained 
in the quas? legislation of the Officers of: the General and State 
Governments to which I have had no access, as none of the 
“vouchers, plats, books and other things belonging to and con- 
nected with said Register's Office,” have, as yet, been “ transfer- 
red over to this Office." | 

The Office ot Register of the Des Moines River Improvement 
was loeated at Ottumwa, and that of Register of State Land Of- 
fice, at Iowa City, and the General Assembly made no appro- 
priation to cover the expenses of the transfer and delivery, and 
neither of said Officers would incur the same, having no guaran- 
tee that the accounts would be audited, consequently things re- 
main now as at the date of the passage of the act. 

On the 8th of August last, Commissioner Manning notified 
this Office that he had “made a requisition upon me, [you] to 
certify $30,000 worth of land at 1:25 per acre, ав per terms of 
contract, to the Des Moines Navigation and Railroad Company, 
. conditioned that the requisition should be deposited with the 
Chief Engineer, subject to the order of the Company aforesaid, 
as soon as they shall perform $30,600 worth of work in addition 
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· to that already done.” In this same communication the Com- 
missioner direeted me “to advise him of the presentation of said 
requisition, before the transfer was made, to give him an оррог- 
tunity to approve or disapprove of the transfer." 

On the 16th of October, I received a communication from the 
Commissioner of: same date, desiring me “ to decline certifying 
Des Moines Improvement lands till further advised.” On the 
24th of the same month, the Company through its authorized 
agent, presented to this Office, the Requisition aforesaid, and 
called upon me to Certify the Lands specified—which I declined 
to do. | 

Subsequently I agreed with the Agent to submit the legal 
question involved, to the Attorney General, and should he, in 
his “ opinion," over rule my view 'of the law ot the case, to re- 
verse my opinion and act accordingly. 

The Attorney General affirmed my decision, and subsequent ly 
the Company have applied for а Writ of Mandamus to enforce 
the issuing of the certificate, in which condition things remain at 
this date, (December 5th.) | | | 

Ко patents for these lands, sold previous to the creation of 
. this Office have been issued during the past year, but remain on 
hand for the reason reported. by my predecessor, they * not be. 
ing made out in со with law—nor containing the proviso 


. required by law." | 
T, FIVE SECTION GRANT. 


On the 3d of March, 1845, in * Ап Act supplemental to the 
act for the admission of the States of Iowa and Florida into the 
Union," section sixth, part third, Congress provides “ that five 
entire sections of land to be selected and located under the direc- 
tion of the Legislature, * * are granted to the State (of Iowa) 
for the purpose of completing the public buildings of the State, 
or for the erection of public buildings at the seat of government, as 
the Legislature may determine and direct.” 

The General Assembly passed an act, entitled “An Act to 
provide for the location of the Seat of Government of the State of 
Iowa, and for the selection of land granted by Congress to aid in 
erecting Public Buildings,” approved February 22d, 1847. This 
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act designates three Commissioners to * select the lands granted 
by Congress to aid in erecting public buildings," and on the 4th 
of February, 1847, the Commissioner of the General Land Office, 
approved the selection, as follows:

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At the last Session, the General Assembly passed an act en- 
titled “ An Act requiring the School Fund Commissioners of this 
State, to file a copy or transcript of the School Lands sold in their 
respective counties; with the Register of the State Land Office," 
approved January 984, 1857. 

The first Section of this Act provides * that within six months 
after the taking effect of the act, the School Fund Commissioners 
· shall file in the Office of the State Land Office, a full and com- 
plete list, or abstraet of all the lands which have been sold in his 
county, showing, by different tables, that which belonged to the 
sixteenth sections, or lands selected in lieu thereof; also, the 
lands belonging to the Five Hundred Thousand Acre Grant, 
made by the General Government to the State of Iowa, on her 
admission into the Union; also, the Saline lands; showing the 
date of sale, the price per acre at which the 1ап was sold, show- 
ing the amount of money paid on said land, and the amount yet: 
| due; the interest the money is bearing, and when it will become 
dus: also, the name of the purchaser and whether a final 
certificate of payment or a certificate of purchase has been 
issued.” 

It is also made their duty to furnish these Lists, annually: 
thereafter, on the 30th day of June. . 

The 3d section provides that it any School Fund Commissioner 
shall fail or refuse to comply with the provisions of the act, 
he shall forfeit and pay to the School Fund of his county the sum 
of one hundred dollars; and it is hereby made the duty of the 
Attorney General to see that the provisions of the act are com- 
plied with by the several School Fund Commissioners of the State, 
and. to institute suit for the violation of its provisions.” 

The act taking effect from and after its publication in the Iowa 
City papers, in which it was published on the 31st of January, 
1857, as appears by the Secretary’s Certificate. The date on 
which all such lists or abstracts should ‘have been filed in this 
Office, was the first of August last. 


Early in September, very few having complied with its provis-

From which it will be seen that for ty-nine conuties have reported 
the Lists, while thirty-two have failed to report. 

The reports received, came to hand at so recent а date that it 
has been impossible to ascertain the number of acres of the sev- 
eral descriptions of land sold, as few if any of the Officers have 


footed their columns; nor йл the reports been recorded, nor 


can they be, without additional clerical force being furnished the 
Office. | | 

The Office should be furnished with a Book of,Diagrams or 
Plats, of all the lands granted to the State, gotten up in the style 
of the Plats of the 500,000 Acre Tract, furnished the Office at an 
early day, by direction of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- - 
tion. In this Book all townships, properly arranged, containing 
any of said lands, are platted with the selections as approved, 
noted thereon in colors, so that when sold they can be so marked, 
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and thus enable any опе looking into the’ matter, to distinguish 
the sold from the unsold, and the lands selected from those not 
belonging to the Grant. The expense of such a Book would not 
probably. exceed one hundred dollars: 

Ап effort (which seems to meet with general favor in the val- 
ley of the Des Moines,) will be made to have the Des Moines 
River Lands diverted to the construction of a Railroad up the 
valley, with the consent of Congress and those interested in the 
present condition of things. If not successful in this, and possi- . 
bly otherwise, further legislation will be required to enable this 
Office to perform the duties assigned to it by the Act of January 
29th, 1857. | 

It appears from a communication from the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, dated Nov. 4th, 1854, that the State Agents 
selected upwards of 20,000 Acres more than it was entitled to, 
under the act of September 4th, 1841. The General Assembly 
-on the 11th January, 1855, authorized the Governor of ‘the State 
to adjust said grant with the Commissioner aforesaid, by deduct- 
ing from said Lists the amount necessary to close it.” 


SEAT OF GOVERNMENT. 


The General Assembly by an act, entitled “ An Act to relo- 
cate the Seat of Government,” approved January 25th, 1855, 
among other provisions made it the duty of the Commissioners 
to relocate the Seat of Government of the State, to obtain as 
much land as is necessary for the Capitol Buildings, and also any 
and all grants and donations of land and town lots, within their 
power, to the State.” i 

The Commissioners relocated the Seat of Government in this 
City, (Des Moines) and in accordance with the"provisions of the 
act aforesaid, “ obtained donations of lands and lots,” and took 
* proper conveyances” to the State, of the following lands and 
town lots, viz. :

“ Commencing at à point, S. thirty-two degrees thirty minutes 
W. one and sixty-five hundredths chains from the N. W. corner 
‘ of the S, W. quarter of section two T. seventy-eight N. of К. 
twenty-four W.; thence N.seventy-four degrees thirty seconds 
E. six hundred and eighty feet to a stone; thence S. fifteen de- 
grees thirty seconds E. three hundred and sixty feet to a stone; 
thence S. seventy-four degrees thirty seconds W. six hundred and-

Besides these two conveyances, J. A. Williamson and Т. А.“

seconds E..from the N. Е. corner of Capitol Square, distant one 
thousand five hundred and fifty-four feet; thence М. fifteen de- 
grees W. three hundred and eighteen feet; thence N. seventy- 
five degrees E. three hundred feet; thence S. fifteen degrees E. 
three hundred and eighteen feet; thence S. seventy-five degrees 
W. three hundred feet to the place of beginning—two and nine- 
teen hundredths acres.” ‘This Bond is not recorded, but filed in 
the Secretary’s office. i ; 
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All of said Lands and Town Lots are situated in the City of 
Des Moines, upon beautiful wooded eminences, and the policy of 
the State should be to “spare the trees;" protect and improve the | 
grounds by a good, substantial fence, and otherwise, and guard 
against that vandalism which pervades so generally in this State 
to destroy, that the succeeding generation may have something to 
do in repairing their ravages. Better, far better, at less labor 
and expense, preserve the beautiful groves of native growth, 
than ій after years expend greater sums to replace them.

COMMITTEES REPORT. 


The Special Committee, appointed by the House of Representa- 
tives to investigate the alleged frauds in the location of the Cap- 
itol of the State of Iowa, and to whom was referred the Memorial 
of citizens of Polk County alleging that the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to locate the Seat of Government did not act for the best 
interests of the State, but that they did act fraudulently апа cor- 
ruptly in making such location, have had the whole matter under 
consideration. and beg leave to | \ 


REPORT; 


The charges contained in the Memorial appeared to the Com- 
mittee not to be sufficiently explicit or specific, they therefore noti- 
fied the Memorialists through W. C. Burton, one of their number, 
that to warrant an investigation more specific charges should be 


preferred. Accordingly certain of tbe Memorialists, whose signa- . 


tures are thereto subscribed, preferred the charges accompanying 
this Report, tnarked F, for the convenience of reference. 

The substance of these charges, it will be seen, is 

First—That the said Commissioners, viz: J. H. D. Street, Stew- 
art Goodrell, Benjamin К. Pegram, Guy Wells and J ohn А Г. 
Crookham, in making the location оп the Eastside of Ње Des 
Moines River, did not act with a “strict regard to the interests of 
the entire State," and 

Second —That they ог а majority of them, suffered themselves 
to be and were improperly influenced in their decision, and were

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induced to make and did make sail location for the promotion | of 
their private and personal ends and not with a strict regard to the 


. interests of the State, and that said Commissieners did locate said 
- Seat of Gevernment or Capitol at the point where the inhabitants . 


and proprietors of the land did offer to and did pay the said Com- 
missioners the largest personal bribe or bonus for said location. 
- These charges, the Memorialists offer ed to prove, if an opportu- 


‘nity were given them so to do. 


In the outset of the investigation, your Committee thought it the 
most prudent and proper course to make the examination ex parte, 
but'some of the parties accased complained of this course, and 


` asked the privilege of appearing before the Committee by counsel, 


which was granted; thenceforth the investigation assumed a mre 
formal course as will be: seen by the-testimony appended to this 


` Report.— . 


То sustain the first charge the Memorialists introduced the testi- 
mony ef F. C. Grimmel, Lovell White, W. C. Durton and others. 
From the testimony of Mr. Grimmel,it appears that twenty 
acres of land was offered to the Commissioners for the State to be 
used as the location of the Capitol—this land appears from the 
testimony to have been worth nearly one hundred thousand dol- 


,Jars. It appears from the testimony of Lovell White, W. C. Bur- 


ton, F. R. West and others, that besides this twenty acres of land, 


various persons, pr oprietors of lands and otherwise interested on 


the wést side of the river, offered, or gave the Commissioners no- ` 
tice that they would offer, $200, 000 worth of real estate at a fair 
price, as a further inducement or bonus to the State, for the loca- 
tion of the Capitol on the west side of the Des Moines River, or in 


- Des Moines City proper. When the Commissioners received the 


notice that the subscription for thé $200,000 worth jot real estate 
would be made and offered to them for the benefit of the State, | 
they signified their willingness to give the proposition due conside- | 
ration, and delay their final decision till the -next day: but it ap- 


-pears that instead of so delaying, or giving the parties interested | 


in the raising of the $200,000 aforesaid an opportunity to present 
their proposition, they came to a decision which debarred those in- | 
terested parties from making their proposition in time for its having | 


. any effect. 


Compared with the advantages and benefits both in the location | 
itself and in the comparative va'1e of the land offered by Grim- 


/ 
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mell and others on the west side of the Des Moines, your Commit- 
tee are ot opinion that the Commissioners did not act with a “strict 
regard to the interests of the entire State," in preferring the loca- 
tion on the east side of the river, where the Commissioners receiv- 
ed.less land and worth at the time not more than $150 pér acre— 
and without taking into consideration the personal and private 
ends which might have influenced the Commissioners in giving a 
preference to the location which they did make, your Committee 
cannot perceive by what considerations of advantage or benefit to 
the State the Commissioners were actuated. 

It may be proper to add that the subscription actually made a asa 
part of the $200,000 proposed to be raised on the west side of the 
river, amounted to $159,330. It will be seen also from the testi- 
mony that the accused attempted to prove that these subscriptions 
were not made in good faith, but as the Commissioners could have 
required the payment of these subscriptions as a condition prece- 
dent or contingent upon the location of the Capitol, your Commit, 
tee set no value upon that part of the testimony. Your Committee 
are therefore of the opinion that each and all of the Commissioners 
did not act with a strict regard to the interests of the entire State, 
and that the first charge is “substantiated. | 
‚ То prove the setond charge, the Memorialists introduced, among 
others, Messrs. Baldwin, Scott, Williamson and Mitchell, upon 
whose testimony they velied to show that a large amount of prop- 
er ty, estimated to be worth about fifty thousand. dollars, was given 
-tothe Commissioners as a bribe, bonus or gratuity to influence them 
in making the location. These witnesses, as the Committee have 
already reported to the House of Repr bsentsitives, refuged to testify 
on important points of. the investigation; and the House have not 
yet determined whether they. should' or should mot give true and 
proper answers to the interrogatories of the Committee. This 
contumacy of the principal witnesses, as your Committee are ob- 
liged to consider it, leaves the Committee without evidence, which 
may, if elicited, settle the whole question at issue. But even with- 
out this, sufficient hag been elicited to convince your Committee 
that Mr. Pegram, one of the Commissioners, was influenced, as 
charged, in ар the location by personal and private м 
tions and that he, the said Pegram, did receive a bribe or bonus in 
consideration of his vote for the location of the Capitol. "That these 
conclusions are warranted, your Committee are of opinion by the 
' evidénce before them and which RECORDARI this Report. 
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It appears from the testimony of Mr. Van, that two hundred and 
fifty lots were set apart by proprietors of land and town lots on the . 
east side of the river to influence the location of the Capitol, and it 
appears from the testimony of both Mr. Lyon, who gave some 
property, and of Mr. Baldwin who received it for his influence with 
the Commissioners, as it was understood, that town lots or interests 


|^. in town lots were given to effect the location. It has already been 


stated as the opinion of the Committee that Mr. Pegram was brib- 
ed, and if anything was wanting to confirm this belief, it is furnish- 
ed both in the testimony of Mr. Baldwin and of others who prove 
the close intimacy which existed between Baldwin and Pegram 
pending the sessions of the Commissioners. Indeed it appears 
. conclusive that Baldwin was the agent or go-between Pegram, if 
-~ not more of the Commissioners, and the proprietors of lands and 
. Others interested in town property on both sides of the river. He, 
Baldwin, appeared to have Pegram, if not а májority of the Com- 
missioners for sale to the highest bidder, whether by the knowledge 
or consent of the Commissioners, except Pegram, is left to pre- 
sumption, 
Mr. J. B. Stewart testifies that Guy - Wells, one of the Commis- 
. мопегв, was interested to the extent of ten acres at the time, and 
before the Capitol was located, in lands near the said location, 
which, of course, would be lar goly appreciated in value by the lo- 
| sation, It appears further that this purchase was made at or about 
‘the time the act was passed for re-locating the Capitol or Seat of 
Government. Your Committee content themselves with stating 
thie fact although they might be warranted in drawing an inference 
unfavorable to the Commissioners from the circumstance of his 
being interested as before stated. 

Although there is no positive testimony connecting My. Street 
and Mr. Crookham m with any of the two hundred and fifty lots | 
which were said to be placed at: some persons disposition for the 

-use and benefit of the Commissioners, yet the circumstantial testi- 7 
mony of several of the witnesses goes far, if not to a necessary 
extent, to connect them in interest with some of that property, 
and that they became so interested in consideration of their having 

. voted to locate the Seat of Government where it now is. The tes- 
timony by which it was expected, and by which only it could be 
proved that they and it was alleged, that all of the Commissionerg 

. except Pegram, could be positively idehtified with fraud and cor- 
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ruption, was withheld and it was not in the power of the Commit- 
tee to bring it out. In justice to themselves the Committee will 
state here what is already known to the House, that they made a 
special report of the fact that several of the witnesses refused to - 
testify, or more properly speaking, that they refused to answer in- | 

terrogatories put to them, and that the House have not up to this 
time directed what disposition should be made of these witnesses. 

With regard to the fifth Commissioner, Mr. Goodrell, there’ ар- 
pears to be nothing in the testimony elicited implicating him in 
the frauds alleged in the second charge. It does appear that ће 
purchased property near the Capitol site after the location was 
made, as of course he had a right to do. 

In bringing this investigation and report to a close, your Сош- 
mittee beg leave to say that the position in which they have been 
placed was disagreeable in the extreme. Placed between two ex-. 
eited parties whose passions were aroused, it was extremely diffi- 
cult to avoid incurring the displeasure ef one or the other in every 


- step of the investigation, but we trust that our duty to both parties 


and to the State has been discharged with all the impartiality 
which disinterested umpires could bri ing to such an - investigation. 
Of this, however, let the proper tribunal be the judge. 

Finally, in order that the conclusions of the Committee may not. 
mislead or prejudice the judgment of others or in any way affect | 
_ other persons opinions than their own, they hereby append the | 

testimony taken by the Cemmittee to this Report.

The under Bened. a member of the aforesaid Committee, desires 
to state a few particulars in which he does not fully agree with > 
majority of the Committee. ~ 

The undersigned does not give his opinion ав to whether the io- 
cation of the Capitol, made by the Commissioners, was the best 
that could have been made or not, believing as he does that the 
Committee is not called upon to express an opinion upon that point. 
He conceives the question to be decided by the Committee to be 
whether the Commissioners knowingly and intentionally disregard- 
ed the best interests of the whole State. The question as to where 
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the location should, under ali the circumstances, have been made, 
is one about which men may honestly differ, being simply a matter 
‘of opinion. He does not desire that the Commissioners should 
suffer on account of having acted contrary to what he might con- 
. ceive to be for the best interests of the State. Не would not have 
them judged by his mere opinion, nor does he believe that they 
ought to be judged by the opinion of the Committee, unless the 
Committee believe from the evidence that they have wilfully dis- 
regarded the interests of the whole State. As one of the Com- 
mittee, bound to believe that the Commissioners acted in ассог- 
dance with their oaths, until the contrary is proved, the undersign- 
ed feels bound to say that, with the exception of Commissioner 
_ Pegram, һе can see no sufficient evidence of a wilful disregard of 
the interests of the State. 

The undersigned believes from the evidence that at least a very: 
. considerable part of the subscription which was raised on the west 
side of the river, was not dona fide, and that а number of those 
who signed the same did so without expecting ever to: be called 
upon to pay the same. The undersigned does not believe that the 
. amount of said subscription, which itis reasonable to presume 
would have been paidin realestate at the then inflated prices, 
ought to have been sufiicient to induce the Commissioners to lo- 
cate the Capitol at any place where, in their opinion, it ought not 
to have been located with a view to the future of the State. The 
undersigned deems it proper to say that there is some testimony, 
tending strongly to show thatthe subscription was not presented 
to the Commissioners, until after they had agreed upon a location. 

The undersigned is not willing to presume that the answers of 
witnesses who refused to testity, "would implieate persons who are 
not implicated by the other testimony. He thinks such a pre- 
sumption both dangerous and unwarranted. When the answers 
are elicited he will give them all the force they deserve., | 

The undersigned thinks there is по force in the fact that Guy 
Wells owned а small tract of land near where the location was 
made, inasmuch as he purchased it long before the location was 
made and before the law was passed under which he was appointed 
а Commissioner. Тһе undersigned believes that the charges are 
sustained by the evidence as to Commissioner Pegram, but not as 
to the other Commissioners. |

The investigating Committee met at their room in the Capitol, 
. at Des Moines, pursuant to adjournment—Mr. Collins in the chair. 
Present, besides the chairman, Messrs. Mahony, McCrary, Antho- 
ny and Melliser,—all the Committee. | 
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francis Је. West, a witness of lawful age, was introduced and 
sworn, and gave evidence, as follows: 

I can’t say that I can substantiate the charges. I wil answer 
any question you may put tome. I cannot say that I know of 
the Commissioners being influenced by any bribe. I have some 
indirect knowledge. I have myself to protect. І can state that I 
believe they [the Commissioners] were influenced to make the lo- 
cation here. I was told*by third parties that a certain sum would 
place it over there, but not by the Commissioners. One of the 
Commissioners proposed to sell me, a day or two after the location, 
"tty lots for $10,000. It was Mr. Pegram. I don’t think the title 
was vested in him. I think he was to get fifty lots for the location, 
but the title was not in him. It was to be vested іп any one who 
purchased. I did not learn that from either of the Commissioners. 
І met him [Pegram] the day before the location, and he said we 
might have had the Capitol over the river, if we had done our 
duty. “Mr. Baldwin made a proposition to procure us the location 
on the other side of the river for some $20,000. I do not know 
that the proposition came from the Commissioners, but I supposed . 
it did. I thought then that if the amount required by Baldwin. 
had been raised, that the Capitol would have been located on the ' 
other side.. I до not know anything about апу of the Commis- 
sioners réceiving any money for locating the Capitol. І did not 
want to know about it. The proposition made by the other side 
‘of the river to give $200,000 to the State as an inducement, I think 
was not received by the Commissioners. I understand that the 
Commissioners treated the chairman of the Committee rather cool- 
lv. The night the Capitol was located, a man came to my room at 
midnight and told me it was all up. Went down to Baldwin's 
room. Found him in bed. Pegram (as I understand and sup- 
posed) was in bed with Baldwin. He [Baldwin] told me that it 
was too late—that $40,000 would not change it. | 

C. C. Van was called and sworn, and gave evidence as follows: 

I don’t know that I know myself of the inducements offered 
the Commissioners, if any. I have heard rumors. One of the 
Commissioners, [ Mr. Pegram] said something about seme lots he 
was to get here, but 1 По. not recollect whether he was to buy them 
or not. І understood at the time that he wasto get them asa 
bonus. І think- there were fifty lots. I don’t know that he told 
ne whom he got them from. А few days after the location was

He did not tell me how he got the lots or who from. I inferred | 
from his conversation that he was to get the lots tor locating the 
Capitol, but he did not say so. І don't know of any relation. ex- 
isting between Baldwin and the Commissioners. Baldwin was 
here and appeared to know what was going on, but he did not say 
he was an agent. I had a conversation with Baldwin—he stated. 
to me that if the west side would raise, I think it was $50,000, that 
he had no doubt but what the Capitol would be on the west side 
of the river. Iunderstood the $50,000 was to be given'to the 
Commissioners. I believed him to be acting for the Commission- 
ers. He did not mention the Commissioners. 

Harrison Lyon called and sworn, and testified as follows: 

If there was any fraud in the location of the Capitol, I don't 
know it. І have only heard from the other side of the river. 1 
own part of the land where the Capitolis. I know nothing about 


‚ it of my own knowledge. I never deeded а lot to Mr. Pegram in 


my life. Isold Mr. Baldwin, I think, ten lots, about the time the 
Capitol was located. The consideration for which I sold Baldwin 
the lots was, that he was to use his influence to get the Capitol on 
this side of the river. I let him have the lots to use his personal 
influence in favor of locating the Capitol. I did not intend the 
lots to go to the Commissioners. I do not know whether Baldwin 
gave the Commissioners anything or not. `

The Committee, charged by the House of Representatives to in- 
vestigate the charges of fraud, in the location of the Capitol of 
lowa, met pursuant to adjournment. 

С, С. Van was sworn and testified as follows: | 

I did not see any notes in the possession of Pegram. He told 
me he had them. I understood from Mr. Paldwin there were 250 
lots at the disposal of somebody in case the Capitol was located 
here. I understood that Pegram sold some lots to Williamson and, 
Scott. Ido not know where he got the lots. I told him he had 
acted foolishly, beeause they could repudiate the notes. He 
thought they would be paid, as he could assign them to third per- 
sons. Baldwin told me he was to share in the profit, and my шь 
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derstanding was that he got 59 lots. There were 250 lots set apart 


2 to be given to the бр oe. Baldwin said he was to have 


а share. Crookham and Street were not to have a full share—such 
is my impression. It was thought less would do them. Baldwin 
told айе he had got $1000 that the Commissioners knew nothing 


about, in addition to the 50 lots. Не did not tell me who from. 


When I came here I found out from Baldwin that there were 250 
lots to be given tothe Commissioners. He asked me what we 
could give on the other side. 'The 950 lots were estimated at 
$10, 000. At that time Baldwin said he was in favor of the west side 
_ of the river, and said he thought a majority of the Commissioners 
were also, and that he thought $50,000 would secure it. We de- 
termined that we would not give that amount to the Commission- 
ers. Before I heard the Capitol was located, the people on the 


west side raised a subscription of a large amount, near $100,000, I. 


. think I known: ing about any of the Commissioners except 
Pegram. Не tol! me this,—that he had made his mark at $10,000, 
and they would have to come to that. He asked me why they 
did not come down, and said that $10,000 was nothing. I have 
had no communication with any of the Commissioners besides 
Pegram. Pegram told me the notes he had received were made 
payable at Council Bluffs, and since then he has told me that they 
"were paid. Pegram said there were 250 lots and that he was going 
to have 50 lots. My impression is that Goodrell was all the time 
in favor of his side. 
The investigating Committee, charged with the investigation of 


the alleged frauds in the location of the Capitol of Iowa, met at , 


their room at the Capitol, when the following proceedings were had. 
Present—the chairman and all the members of the Committee. 
EF: R. West was sworn and testified as follows: 
І cannot recollect anything more than I have stated in my for- 


mer examination. Mr. Pegram, perhaps Goodrell, was here three, 


or four days before the location was made. It appears to me that 
Mr. Baldwin told me that $50,000 would locate the Capitol. I 
will not state positively. Various sums, from $20,000 to $50,000, 
were named. І recollect distinctly Baldwin said to me, when I 
had а conversation with him in the night, as I said before, that 
$40,000 would not change the location. I met Му. Pegram a day 
or two after the location, and my impression is that he said we fel- 
lows on the west side would’nt do anything and therefore we had 
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lost the Capitol. It might have been Baldwin but Iam pretty 
certain it was Pegram. I want to have you understand that I am - 
not certain which one of those gentlemen made that remark to me. 
If it was'nt Pegram, Pegram was present. I know nothing about 


Adjourned till ‘clock to-morrow morning. 


E. C. Baldwin sworn. I don’t ‘know anything positively. І 
don’t think they are correct. І do not recollect of saying to Lovell 
White, &e. І got ten or fifteen lots which I understood were from 
Lyon. І supposed they thought it was for my influence. I con- 
sidered it so. I met Captan West when І first came here. Не 
_ paid he was appointed to see what influence I could bring to bear. 

He offered me $20,000 if I could get the Capitol located on the 
other side. I did not understand that the Commissioners were to 
` get any lots for locating on the east side. I understood that a 
number of lots were appropriated for the purpose of getting influ- 
ence. I do not know that the Commissioners ever received any 
lots except from rumor. 1 came hereto make some money out of 
the matter. I found that the people thought that I had a great 
deal of influence with the Commissioners. I did not hear the 
‚ Commissioners say anything about the lotstome. I did not tell 
any of the Commissioners what offers I had received. I did not 
know that what I would say to the Commissioners would have any 
influence. Mr. West came up to the room where I and Mr. Pe- 
gram were in bed and said he would give $50,000 for the vote of 
one Commissioner. Mr. Pegram told me that he wanted to buy 
some property over here and that he had come over prepared to 
до so. I heard that some notes were sent to Council Dlufis.. I 
have had conversation with Dr. Brooks, Dr. Shaw and Mr. Wiiliam- 
son. I did not give the Commissioners any lots, nor anything 
else. І did not make propositions from side to side. I did not 
hear of any lots that. were to be given to the Commissioners. I 
never told anybody that 1 had got ; $1009 since I had been heré.— 
Pegram and I came over together. We both came with money to 
invest. It was understood that I was to have the knowledge of 
the location after it was made and before it was made publie. I 
should judge that the people thought that I would give something

to the Commissioners from the liberal offers they made to me. . If 
the Commissioners had been disposed to take money they could 


liave received a large sum. I found a majority ot the Commis-. 


sioners weré in favor of the east side of the river. Тһе offer that 
was made by the other side of the river was not made until after 
‘the location was made, and it was nothing more than blank paper.

Jewett 
was authorized on the part of the citizens to come over and offer 
to the Commissioners $200, 000 in land, in consideration of the lo- 
eation of the Capitol on the west side of the Des Moines river. 
That notification was forwarded. I saw it in the hands of the 
Commissioners. This was in the morning. In the afternoon I, 
with Jewett, came across the river to the house of Harry Griffith, 
and there we found the Commissioners in session. I asked if they 
were in session. They said they were, and referred me to their 
chairman, Mr. Street. I asked Street if they had decided ona 
location of the Capitol. He said they had not. I asked if they 
were willing or desirous on behalf of the State to receive proposi- 
tions from the citizens of Des Moines. He said they were. I 
asked if he had received a notification from Mr. Jewett. He said 
they had. This paper I think is the same in substance as that. 
It is not in my hand writing. (Attached and marked “B.”) This 
paper is the same in substance as the notice of which I enquired 
if they had received it, and it was shown to me by the Commis- 
sioners. I then told Mr. Street and the Comn.issioners, that the 
citizens were prepared to make their word good, and had sent over 
a subscription paper on which was subscribed the amount given in 
the paper marked “A.” I further told them there would be other 
subscriptions made to the amount of the proposition—$200,000. 
I showed the Commissioners the subscription paper, and saw them 
read it one after another. I then asked them if it was desirable 
or would be in any way effective to make up the amount of the 
subscription to $200,000. They answered that a subscription pa- . 
per from any point would receive all the consideration to which it 
was entitled. I then asked if they would give us time to raise the 
subscription to $200,000. They answered that we might have all 
that day—there would be no location that day. It was stated that 
the next morning they. would receive anything we had to offer. I

A. I had conversation in regar d to what I came over here and 
what could be proven by me. 

Q. [By Mahony.] What was the character of your conyersa- 
tion with the Commissioners? Be more specific. 

A. I could not state. I have met several of them together, and. 
other persens, and we talked on various matters. 

Q. [By Mahony.] What was the nature of your conversation 
with the Commissioners ? 

A. Wetalked about the various subjects of the day—many 
things. 

Q. [By Mahony.] Was there any conversation between you 
and either of the Commissioners as to any interest they were to 
have іп lands or lots, 11 they located the Capitol on the East side 
of the river?

I know І expended a good deal of money indirectly to in- 
finence the location here. I expended it in influencing public 


opinion—in traveling from point to point, to secure this point as 
the best calculated to accommodate the most people of the State, 
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and as the-point where more liberal donations conld be got for the 
State, and as.a better town site,.and where there would be more 
facilities. for any person, who wished to get à lor in the р to 
get it at the cheapest rates.

Q. Were you a resident of Fort Des Moines at the time of the 
location of the Capitol ? 

А, I was. | 
- Q. Did you know that this paper nerd “E.”] was in circu- 
lation about the time of the location, and if so, wkat was the un- 
derstanding of those who subscribed and circulated it about its 
being bona fide, and their being required to pay their subscriptions? 

A. I saw the subscription after it was circulated somewhat, and 
ту understanding was, at the time that I subscribed, that the 
. Commissioners had agreed upon a location. I had this only from 
reports that I heard: upon the streets, I think on Tuesday morning, 
and my recollection now is that at the time I subscribed that I did 
во under the belief that it would not be accepted, for the reason 
that I had heard that the Cemmissioners had located the Capitol 
on the east side. I think I circulated the subscription partly my- 
self. My understanding was such, and I would not give the under- 
standing of others who circulated it, as I have afore stated. 

Q. When you circulated the paper and saw others circulate it, 
-how was it represented to others in order to procure subscriptions ?

Q. Did you reside in Des Moines at the time of the location of 
the Capitol in 1856, and were yon called upon to survey the ground 
upon which the Capitol is located, and other publie grounds? if 
yea, state what time you were called upon, what time you made 
the survey, and what time you first heard the Capitol was located. 

А. J did live here. I.was called upon to survey the Capitol 
grounds. І can’t be quite positive about the time; I think, оп. 
Monday the 21st of April, I was called npon te survey the Capitol 
grounds. From several circumstances I think it was on Monday 
the 21st. [am not quite sure whether I commenced the survey 
the day I was called upon or not. I did make the survey and I 
commenced either Monday afternoon or Tuesday forenoon, to the 
best of my recollection. І can’t say exactly when I first heard of 
the location, but I heard it before I was called upon to make the 
survey. 

©. What grounds did you first survey, and how long did.you 
continue in the employ of the Commissioners in making surveys ?

`А. Iheard Crookham speaking about the location at the Grout 
House, some time from the first to the fifth instant, one evening. 
He, Crookham, said he came here to locate the Capitol on Sunday 
| night. The Commissioners had a proposition from the other side. 
They, the Commissioners, went on the other side to look on Mon- 
day. My impression is that he said the bond he got there was for 
ten acres on the other side of the forks on the hill, and was for 
some of the Institutions. Не said they received the propositions, 
which was a subscription of a considerable amount and I don’t re- 
member what, —from the west side on Monday, and they went over 
and looked at the location offered after they received the proposi- 
tion. Тһе day after they went over on the west side, he said they 
located the Capitol here on the east side. Не said that at night 
after the location was made some oí them from the west side came 
over to see about it, late at night; but they told them it was too 
late.

Ln the. matter of the memorial for an investigation of frauds and 
undue influence in the location of the State Capitol under the Act.

It is held by the Memorialists as follows: 

They appear as citizens of the State, and claim that the investi- 
gation should be had because ` 

first—It is due to the dignity of the State, which, if their charges 
are true, has been grievously outraged. 

Second—lIf there was no other purpose, the Legislature has the 
right to the information to enable them better to guard against such 
frauds in future legislation. 

Third—The State has the right, and is impelled by duty, to fer- 
ret out all wrongs and frauds committed by her agents against her 
dignity and her interests in order to evince alike her condemnation 
of such conduct, and her determination that no such action will be 
permitted to remain hidden and undiscovered. 

Fourth—But further than this, the act of the 25th of January, 


' 1855, charged these Commissioners with certain duties, among 


which was that of locating the Capitol within a certain district for 


` the best interests of the State, in the language of the act, thus:— 


“that in making said re-locatien they will have strict regard to the 
interests of the entire State." [5 8.] 

“ It shall be their duty i in making said re-location, to obtain at 
least as much land as is necessary for the Capitol buildings, and 
may be practicable to obtain without charge to the State, and also 
any and all grants and donations of land and town-lets within their 
power to the State." | 

It is therefore a right and a duty of the Legislature to inquire, 
upon information given them, whether these functions have been 
honestly performed by the Commissioners. 

- Fifth—Especially is it a right and duty.to ascertain whether they 
did so obtain all grants and donations in their power to the State ; 
because if they obtained them for themselves, instead of the State, 


. they would be chargeable in a Court of Equity, as trustees ot the 


State, with every foot of land given to them individually, in con- 
sideration of their official action, and could be compelled to account | 
to the State therefor, or for its proceeds in ease of sale.

АМ ACT to legalize the assessment of Taxes made in the several Counties of this State in tke 
years 1855, 1856 and 1857. 


ХҮнеккав, the County Assessors of several counties in this State, 
failed to complete their assessment of property in their respec- 
tive counties and return their assessment book to the office of 
the County Judge of such counties, by the first day of July, A. 
D. 1857, as they were required to do by the provisions of an act 
entitled an act in relation to the assessment of property, approv- 
ed January 28, 1857, and whereas, the said assessors in many 
instances appointed deputies to aid them in making said assess- 
ments; and whereas, in consequence of the said “assessment 

` book" not being returned by. the time required by law, and the 
County Judges having failed to hold a session for the correction 
of errors at the time fixed by law, the board of equalization 
failed to meet at the time appointed by law and equalize the 
assessments ; and whereas, the County Judge has in certain in- 
stances failed to place his warrant upon the tax book and order 
the treasurer to collect the taxes: во levied; and whereas, por- 
tions of certain counties were unequally assessed by the assessor 
or deputy of said county, and the board of equalization having 
failed tó equalize the same at their session, and the County Judge 
subsequently ordered such as was assessed too low to be raised; 
and whereas, other errors and illegalities are said to exist in re- 
lation to the assessment and collection of taxes for the year 
1857, which cannot be herein pointed out and referred to, 
therefore, 

SEorroN 1. Be 47 enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Iowa, That the taxes levied for the year A. D. 1857, in the sev- 
eral counties in thie State shall not by reason of the several officers.
